Sir, 

I. As the constitution of this Commission is on the 
point of being changed, we feel it our duty to make a short 
Report to you, continuing the account of our proceedings from 
the Report dated the 1st of May last, up to the present time. 

2. Tne following is a Summary of the expenaiture and pau- 
perism of the year ending Lady-day, 1847, so far as the 
returns for 592 Unions already abstracted, enable us to give 
it.

We have, in every instance, directed the Guardians to re- 
duce the number in excess of the prescribed limit; and we 
have urged to the utmost of our power, the adoption of a test 
of work in connexion with the relief of the able-bodied. 

4. With reference to our own Orders, on the 24th July last 
we issued a Consolidated Order,* embodying, in one form, the 
contents of the following Orders : — 

1. General Order for the Election of Guardians, 

2. General Order regulating the Proceedings of Boards of 

Guardians. 

3. General Order for Apprenticing Poor Children. 

4. General, Order prescribing Medical Regulations. 
6. General. Order relating to Non-resident Relief. 

6. General Order prescribing Workhouse Regulations. 

7. General Ordey prescribing Duties of Officers. 

Some slight modifications were made in the regulations as 
they existed previously ; and we have every reason to thinly,

that the issuing of this order has eonduced to the convenienpe 
of the Guardians and their officers, whilst it has brought before 
the public in one connected body the principal rules (not 
directly affecting relief) issued by this Commission, It is 
satisfactory to us to report, that the changes in the regulations, 
such as they are, have facilitated the working of the law. 

5. This Uonsolidated Order had been some time in prepara- 
tion, and it issued on the day after the Poor Law Administra^ 
tion Act had received the Royal Assent. The Order, as theu 
framed, was adapted only to Unions ; and it was necessary 
^gain to modify it, so as to make it applicable to single parishes,- 
in which the relief was administered by a Board of Guardians. 
We hesitated for some time to prepare and issue this Supple- 
mentary Order, because we were uncertain when it might be 
convenient for Her Majesty's Government to bring into opera- 
tion the provisions of the Poor Law Administration Act. Upon 
the whole, however, it has seemed desirable to us to place the 
regulations of Unions and parishei?, such as we have last re-p 
ferred to, on a uniform footing, before our Commission is 
finally superseded; and we have, therefore, as you are aware, 
now issued a consolidated Order* to the several pjarishes acting 
under Boards of Guardians. We have introduced into this 
Order such slight modifications as the nature of the ease re- 
quired, and as the experience obtained in the course of the 
last few months, suggested to be expedient. Substantially, and 
for all practical purposes, the two Orders are the same. 

6. We have so lately had occasion to advert to the subject 
of casual poor in thq parish of St. Marylebone, that we will 
not occupy your time further than by stating, that a variety of 
pircumstances, such as the influx of Irish poor and the discharge 
of railroad labourers, will, we fear, create an increased demand 
for relief to those persons who ask for it as wanderers and 
wayfarers. 

7. We adhere to the opinion which we have always expres- 
sed, namely, that to such persons, being able-bodied, and not 
afieoted by sickness, or apparently in urgent destitution, relief 
may properly be refused; or, if given, that it should always be 
afforded on the condition of work under proper superintend- 
ence. We have, in our last Report, set forth at length our 
views on the mode of meeting the claims of this class of pau* 
pers in the metropolis. 

8. It is our duty^ in connfexion with this subject, to mention 
the fact that a Bill in Chancery has been filed against the North" 
West District Asylum Boards constituted under the 7 and 8 
Vie. c. 101, in order to compel them to complete the purchase 
of a site for which they had agreed. The case has been heard

before the Master of the Rolls, who had, we believe, decreed a 
specific performance of the contract. 

9. We see no reason to alter the opinion already expressed 
lis to the probable efficiency of the District Auditors ; although, 
as you Sir are aware from correspondence which has recently 
taken place, obstacles have in one or two instances presented 
themselves to enforcing by the justices^ the disallowances made 
by the Auditor, 

10. It is unnecessary for us to inform you that the proceed- 
ings which we had thought it our duty to institute, in order to 
enforce submission to the District Auditor on the part of the 
corporations of the poor of Hull and Bristol, fitand over till 
next term. 

11. On the subject of medical relief, we have felt especially 
anxious to introduce every possible amendment; and we have 
thought it our duty to issue Orders raising the salary of one 
or more of the medical officers in the following Unions : —

12. In the Calne Union, and in the Bangor and Beaumaris 
Union, the provisions of the General Order have, with your 
consent, been modified so as to allow of a plan, one feature of 
which is, that the Guardians should find drugs instead of con- 
tracting for drugs and attendance with the medical officers. Iii 
the Calne Union this was no new scheme ; but we trust that 
its adoption in that of Bangor and Beaumaris will prove one 
of a series of steps to be hereafter taken by thfe Guardiana for« 
improving the system of medical relief in the principality o£ 
Wales. 

13. We have no reason to think that our General Order as 
to apprenticeship works otherwise than beneficially. 

14. With reference to pauper lunatics, we have as far as 
possible ur^ed upon the Guardians the necessity of acting oq 
the suggestions and advice of such Commissioners in Lunacy 
as may have visited the Union workhouses; atid we have 
maintained a frequent communication on air important cases- 
with the Board of Commissioners in Lunacy.

1 5. The influence of the Parliamentary grant for the salaries 
of schoolmasters and schoolmistresses is beginning to be felt, 
and has enabled ns to press upon the Guardians with success 
jnanj improvements in the management of the schools, and in 
the instruction of the children educated in them, 

16. Our special attention has been directed to the defective 
condition of the infirmaries and sick wards in many work- 
houses, and we have great satisfaction in stating that^ under 
the advice of our Assistant Commissioners, we believe great 
improvements in the accommodation and separation of these 
classes will be found to have been effected in the course of the 
summer just ended. 

17. You, Sir, are aware of the lamentable increase of fever 
cases in many Unions, especially in the north of England, and of 
the necessity which has existed for providing temporary accom- 
modation for the reception of Irish poor, and others suffering 
under maladies of this description. The Guardians have for 
the most part met the evil readily and cheerfully, so far as their 
means would allow. It is to be lamented that several medical 
men, as well as other officers and servants employed in attend- 
ing upon the sick, have lost their lives in the course of such 
attendance ; and w^ rejoice that Her Majesty's Government 
have consented to grant pecuniary assistance to the families of 
some of these persons. 

18. We feel it unnecessary to advert to the topics of emi- 
gration, parish property, and vaccination, which will be 
better discussed after the expiration of the year, and after the 
returns shall have been received which bear on these subjects. 

19^ We have had on many occasions to advise Boards of 
Guardians and their officers upon cases arising on the late 
Retnoval Act ; but we believe we may say, that the construction 
put upon the first clause by the Attorney and Solicitor-General 
IS now generally acquiesced in. We regret to be obliged to 
state, tnat from several instances which have come to our 
knowledge, the penal clause of that Act is not sufficient for the 
prevention of illegal removals. Theire is difficulty in procuring 
convictions, in consequence of the necessity of proving an in- 
tention to impose a charge on a specific parish which frequently 
does not exist, and where it does, can seldom be proved. We 
hai^e strongly impressed upon Boards of Guardians, in several 
cases, the great impropriety of the adoption of any means, other 
than those provided by the law, for the removal of paupers 
from one parish or Union to another. 

90; Soon after the statute 10 and 11 Vic. c. 110 (Mr. Bod- 
kin's Act), came into operation, we addressed a letter to all

Boards of Giiardiaiis, containing out views as to its effect and 
operation, and pointing oUt the course which We considered 
the Guatdians snould purstte in i*egard to the change for the 
maintenance of those paiipefs td whom it applies. We hftve 
appended a copy of that letter to this Report.* 

21. The statute referring to the mode of charging the con- 
tributions to the common fund, under the 4 and 5 Will* IV* o. 
76, was not applicable to any of the remaining Gilbert's Unions^ 
because we have not hitherto issued any Order under that Bta« 
tute declaring the arerages of the parishes in those Unions. 
One of those Unions has, however, applied to us to have the 
averages declared, so that they may avail themselves of the 
late Act ; and we have directed our Assistant Gotnmissioner of 
the district to make the necessary investigation upon the 
subjects From what we have hitherto learnt, We believe that 
this Act works satisfactorily* 

22. In our last Report we stated, that we had under our con- 
sideration the proper form of policy to be issued by the British 
Guarantee Association, in reference to the officers of Unions 
and parishes under the private Act incorporating that Society. 
We have since settled with the Solicitor of that Society the 
form, and have issued an Order to declare it. A copy of this 
order is appended.f 

23. In our Report to you of the 9th of April last, upon the 
relief of the poor in the parishes of St. Marylebone and St* 
Pancras, we stated that we had addressed a requisition to the 
Directors of the Poor of those parishes to return to us copies of 
all resolutions of their Boards, defining the duties of the paid 
officers employed in the administration of out-door relief, and 
that the Directors had not then made ftny return in conformity 
with this requisition. Considerable delay occurred on the 
part of the Directors and the vestry of the parish of St. Pancras ; 
and, in the beginning of the last month, we deemed it right to 
ascertain by examination on oath of the clerk to that Board 
the cause of the delay, so that we might put ourselves in a 
position to take proceedings in the Court of Queen's Bench to 
enforce our requisition. Before any steps were taken, the 
Board of Directors and the vestry directed their clerk to 
transmit copies of their regulations to us in conformity with 
dur requisition, and he is stated to be now engaged in prepa- 
ring the requisite copy for us. 

24. In our Twelfth Annual Report, we stated that we had 
taken preceedingsi against the overseers of the several town-

ships in the Oldham Union to enforce an Order, which we had ' 
issued to them, to elect a returning officer to conduct the 
election of Guardians for that Union, and that we had obtained 
leave to issue a writ of mandamus to them ; to this writ the 
overseers made a return, calling in question the validity of our 
Order. The case was argued last Trinity term, when the 
Court of Queen's Bench affirmed the validity of the Order, and 
directed a peremptory mandamus to issue. This writ was 
served upon the overseers in the course of the autumn, and 
was duly obeyed. The overseers of the several townships 
met, and appointed a gentleman as returning officer. The 
election followed, and was conducted with perfect regularity, 
and a Board of Guardians was duly returned. The Guardians 
have since met, appointed the proper officers, and taken upon 
themselves the manag^ement of the relief of the poor throughout 
the Union. Our Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Austin, attended 
the first meetings of the Guardians, and affi>rded his advice and 
assistance to facilitate the commencement of the new system of 
relief in that populous Union. We have much satisfaction in 
stating, that notwithstanding the pressure upon the manu- 
facturing classes in that district, the proceedings have taken 
place without any opposition or disturbance, and, so far as we 
know, the relief is satisfactorily administered. 

25. We have thus brought into active operation for the relief 
of the poor, the last of the Unions which were formed in the 
manufacturing districts of Lancashire and the West Riding of 
Yorkshire in 1837 for registration purposes, of which an 
account will be found in the Third Annual Report, page 18.

No. I. 

CONSOLIDATED GENERAL ORDER issued to Unions. 

To THE GdAKDiANs of the Poor of the several Unions named 

in the Schedule hereunto annexed ; — » 
To the churchwardens and overseers of the several parishes and 

places comprised within the said Unions ;^— 
To the clerk or clerks to the justices of the petty sessions held 

for the division or divisions in which the parishes and places 

comprised within the said Unions are situate ; — 
And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the authorities 
vested in us hy an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amende 
ment and better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
England and Wales" and hy all other Acts amending the same, do 
hereby rescind every Order, whether General or Special, heretofore 
issued by the Poor Law Commissioners to the Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, which relates to the several subjects herein 
provided for, except so far as the same may have related to the appren- 
ticeship of any poor person not yet completed, or may have required or 
authorised the appointment of any officer, or the giving of any security, 
or the making of any contract not yet executed, or the making of any 
Orders by the Guardians for contributions and payments not yet obeyed, 
or may have defined the salaries of any officers, or have prescribed the 
districts within which the duties of any officer shall be performed, or 
may have provided for the class of paupers or their number to be received 
into any particular workhouse, or may have provided for the election of 
Guardians in any case where such election shall not have been com])leted 
when this Order shall come into force, and except the Order regulating 
the mode of election of Guardians, bearing date the Sixth day of March, 
Cue thousand eight hundred and forty-six, and addressed to the Guardians 
of the poor of the Nottingham Union. 

And we do hereby order, direct, and declare, with respect to each of 
the said Unions, as follows :—

ELECTION OF GUARDIANS. 

Article 1 . — The overseers of every parish in the Union shall before 
the 26th day of March in every year, distinguish in the rate book the 
name of every rate-payer in their parish who has been rated to the re- 
lief of the poor for the whole year immediately preceding the said day, 
and has paid the poor-rates made and assessed upon him for the period 
of one whole year, except those which have been made or become due 
within the six months immediately preceding the said day. 

Article 2. — The clerk shall at every future annual election of Guardians 
perform the duties hereby imposed upon him, and all other duties 
suitable to his office which it may be requisite for him to perform m 
conducting and completing such election ; and in case the office of clerk 
shall be vacant at the time when any duty relative to such election is 
imposed on the clerk by this Order, or in case the clerk, from illness or 
other sufficient cause, shall be unable to discharge such duties, the 
Guardians shall appoint some person to perform such of the said duties 
as then remain to be performed, and the person so appointed shall per- 
form such duties. 

Article 3. — ^The Guardians shall, before or during every such election, 
appoint a competent number of persons to assist the clerk in conducting 
and completing the election in conformity with this Order ; but if the 
Guardians do nut make such appointment within the requisite time, the 
clerk shall take such measures for securing the necesi^ary assistance as 
he may deem advisable. 

Article 4. — The persons appointed under Article 3 shall obey all the 
directions relative to the. conduct of the election^ which may be given by 
the clerk for the execution of this Order. 

Article 5. — The overseers of every parish in the Union, and every 
officer having the custody of the poor-rate books of Any such parish, shall 
attend the clerk at siich times as he shall require their attendance, until 
the completion of the election of Guardians, and shall, if required by 
him, produce to him such rate-books, and the registers of owners and 
proxies, together with the statements of owners, and appointments and 
statements of proxies, and all books and papers relating to such rates in 
their possession or power. 

Provided that, where any register of owners shall have been prepared 
in any parish containing a population exceeding 2000 persons, it shall 
not be necessary to produce the statements of owners. 

Article 6. — ^The clerk shall prepare and sign a notice, which iriay be 
in the Form marked (A.) hereunto annexed, and which shall coiitaia 
the following particulars : — 

1st. The number of Guardians to be elected for each patish in the 

Union. 
2nd. The qualification of Guardians. 

3rd. The persons by whom, and the places where, the nomination 
papers in respect of each parish are to be received, and the last 
day on which they are to be sent. 
4th. The mode of voting in case of a contest, and the days on 

which the voting papers will be delivered and collected. 
5th. The time and place fdr the examination and casting up of the 
votes. 
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And the clerk shall cause such tiotice tb be published on or before the 
15th day of March, in the following manner:— 

Ist. A printed copy of such notice shall be affixed on the principal 
external gate or door of every workhouse in the Union, and shall 
from time to time be renewed, if necessary, until the 9th day of 
April. 
2hd. Printed copied df such notice shall likewise be affixed on such 
places in e^ch of the parishes of the Union as are ordinarily 
made use of for affixing thereon notices of parochial business. 

Provided that whenever the day appointed in this Order for the per- 
formance of any Act relating tb or connected with the election of 
'Guardians shall be a Sunday or Good Friday, such Act shall be per- 
formed on the day next following, and each subsequent proceeding shall 
be postponed one day. 

Article t. — ^Any person entitled to Vote in any parish, may nominate 
for the office of Guardian thereof, himself, or any other person or number 
of persons (not exceeding the number of Guardians to be elected for 
such parish), provided that the person or persons so nominated be legally 
qualified tb be elected for that office. 

Article 8. — Every nomination shall be in writing in the Form marked 
(B.) hereunto annexed, and be signed by one person only, as the party 
nominating, and shall be sent after the 1 4th and on or before the 26th 
day of March, to the clerk, or to such person or persons as may have 
been appointed to receive the same, and the clerk or such person or per- 
sons, shall, on the receipt thereof, mark thereon the date of its receipt, 
and also a numbef according to the order of its receipt ; provided that 
iio nomination sent before the 15th or after the said 26th day of March 
shall be valid. 

Article 9. — If the number of the persons nominated for the office of 
Guardian for any parish shall be the same as, or less than, the number 
df Guardians to be elected for such parish, such persons, if duly qualified, 
shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish for the 
ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the clerk under his hand 
a6 hereinafter provided in Article 22. 

Article 10. ~ But if the number of the diily qualified persons nominated 
for thd office of Guardian for any parish shall exceed the numlier of 
Guardians to be elected therein, the clerk shall cause voting papers, in 
the Form marked (C.) hereunto annexed, to be prepared and filled up, 
and shall insert therein the names of all the persons nominated, in the 
order iti which the Nomination Papers were received, but it shall not 
be necessary to insert more than once the name of any person nominated. 

Article 11. — The clerk shall on the 5th day of April cause one of such 
Voting Paper* to be delivered by the persons appointed for that purpose, 
to the address in such parish of each rate-payer, owner, and proxy quali- 
fied to vote therein. 

Article 12. — If the clerk consider that any person nominated is not 
duly qualified to be a Guardian, he shall state in the Voting Paper the 
fflct that such person has been nominated, but that he considers such 
person not to be duly qualified. 

Article 13.-^If any person put in nomination for the office of Guardian 
in any parish shall tender to the officer conducting the election his te- 
fusiil^ in wtitingi to serve such office, and if in consequence of such 
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refusal the numher of persons nominated for the office of Guardian for 
such parish shall he the same as, or less than, the numher of Guardians 
to he elected for such parish, all or so many of the remaining candidates 
as shall he duly qualified shall he deemed to he the elected Guardians 
for such parish for the ensuing year, and shall he certified as such hy 
the clerk under his hand, as hereinafter provided in Article 22. 

Article 14. — Each voter sball nvrite nis initials in the voting paper 
delivered to him against the name or names. of the person or persons 
(not exceeding the number of Guardians to be elected in the parish) for 
Yihom h^ intends to vote, and shall sign such voting paper ; and when 
any person votes as a proxy, he shall in like manner write his own initials 
and sign his own name, and state also, in writing, the name of the person 
for whom he is proxy. 

Article 15. — Provided that, if any voter cannot write, he shall affix 
his mark at the foot of the voting paper in the presence of a witness^ 
who shall attest the affixing thereof, and shall write the name of the 
voter against such mark, as well as the initials of such voter against the 
pame of every candidate for whom the voter intends to vote« 

Article 16. — If the initials of the voter be written against the names 
of more persons than are to be elected Guardians for the parish, or if 
the TOter do not sign or affix his mark to the voting paper, or if. his 
mark be not duly attested, or his name he not duly written by the 
witness, or if a proxy do not sign his own name, and state in writing 
the name of the person for whom he is proxy, such voter shall be omitted 
in the calculation of votes. 

Article 17. — The clerk shall cause the voting papers to he collected 
on the seventh day of April, by the persons appointed or employed for 
that purpose, in such manner as he shall direct. 

Article 18. — No voting paper shall be received or admitted, unless 
the same have been delivered at the address in each parish of the voter, 
and collected hy the persons appointed or employed for that purpose, 
except as is provided in Article 19. 

Article 19* — Provided that every person qualified to vote, who shall 
not on the fifth day of April have received a voting paper, shall, on ap^ 
plication before the eighth day of April, to the clerk at his office, be en- 
titled to receive a voting paper, and to fill up the same in the presence 
of the clerk, and then and there to deliver the same to him. 

Article 20. — Provided also, that in case any voting paper duly de- 
livered shall not have heen collected through the default of the clerk, or 
the persons appointed or employed for that purpose, the voter in person 
may deliver the same to the clerk before 12 o'clock at noon on the 8th 
dayofApriL 

Article 21. — ^The clerk shall, on the ninth day of April, and on as 
many days immediately succeeding as may be necessary, attend at the 
Board-room of the Guardians of the Union, and ascertain the validity of 
the votes, by an examination of the rate-'books, and the registers of 
owners and proxies, and such other documents as he may think necessary, 
and by examining such persons as he may see fit ; and he shall cast up 
such of the votes as he shall find to be valid, and to have heen duly 
given, collected, or received, and ascertain the numher of such votes for 
•each candidate* . . 

Article 22*-— The candidates^ to the numherof Guardians to be elected 
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for the parish, who being duly qualified, shall have obtained the greatest 
number of votes, shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for the 
parish, and shall be certified as such by the clerk under his hand. 

Article 23. — The clerk, when he shall have ascertained that any can- 
didate is duly elected as Guardian, shall notify the fact of his having 
been so elected, by delivering or sending, or causing to be delivered or 
sent, to him a notice in the Form (D.) hereunto annexed. 

Article 24. — ^The clerk shall make a list containing the names of the 
candidates, together with (in case of a contest) the number of votes 
given for each, and the names of the elected Guardians, in the Form 
marked (£.) hereunto annexed, and shall sign and certify the same, and 
shall deliver such list, together with all the nomination and voting paper 
which he shall have received, to the Guardians of the Union, at their 
next meeting, who shall preserve the same for a period of not less than 
two years. 

Article 25.— -The clerk shall cause copies of such list to be printed, 
and shall deliver or send, or cause to be delivered or sent, one or more 
of such copies to the overseers of each parish. 

Article 26. — The overseers shall affix, or cause to be affixed, copies of 
such list, at the usual places for affixing in each parish notices of paro- 
chial business* 

Article 21. — In case of the decease, necessary absence, refusal, or 
disqualification, to act, during the proceedings of the election, of the 
clerk or any other person appointed or employed to act in respect of 
such election^ the delivery of the nominations, voting papers, or other 
documents to the successor of the clerk or person so dying, absenting 
himself, refusing or disqualified to act, shall, notwithstanding the terms 
,of any notice issued, be as valid and effectual as if they had be^n de- 
livered to such derk or person* 

MsSTlMGS OF THE GOARDIANS. 

Article 28.— The Guardians shall, upon the day of the week, and at 
the time of day, and at the place already appointed for holding the or- 
dinary meetmgs, hold an ordinary meeting once at the least in every week 
or fortnight for the execution of their duties ; and may, when they think 
fit, change the period, time, and place of such ordinary meeting, with 
the consent of the Commissioners previously obtained. 

Article 29. — ^The Guardians shall, at the first meeting after the 15th 
day of> April, elect out of the whole number of Guardians a chairman 
and a vice-chairman, who, provided they be Guardians at the time, 
shall continue respectively to act as such chairman and vice-chairman 
for the year next ensuing. 

Article 30. — The Guardians at any time may elect two vice-chairmen ^ 
and if such vice-chairmen be appointed at the same time, the Guardians 
shall determine their precedence ; according to which precedence one 
of the said vice-chairmen shall thenceforth preside and act as in the case 
when only one vice-chairn^ian is elected. 

Article 31. — If a chairman or a vice-chairman cease to be a Guardian^ 
or refuse, or become incapable, to act as chairman, or vice-chairman, 
before the expiration of the term of office, the Guardians shall, within 
one month' after the occurrence of the vacancy, refusal, or incapacity, 
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elect some other Guardian to be chairman or ¥ice*chatfmaQ, As ^e case 
may he, 

Article 32. — rWhereas no act of any meeting of the Guarditmn will h« 
valid unless three Guardians he present and concur therein ; if three 
Guardians he not present at any meeting, the clerk shall make an entry 
of that fact m the Miuute-fhook, and the time for holding such meeting 
shall be deemed to have expired as soon as the said entry shall have been 
made. But one hour at least shall be allowed to elapse from the time 
fixed for the commencement of the meeting, before such fintry shall he 

made* 

Article 33. — If three or four or more Guardians be present at any 
ordinary meeting, such three, or the majority of such four or more 
Guardians, may adjourn the same, to the ay of the nent ordinary 
meeting, or to some other day previous to the neict ordinary meeting. 

Article 34. — An extraordinary meeting of the Guardians may be sum-' 
moned tp he held ^t any time, upon the requisitiop of any two Guardians, 
addressed to the clerk, Every such requisition shall be made In writ*; 
ing, in the Form (F.) hereunto annexed, and no business, other than 
the business specified in the said requisition, shall be transacted at such 
extraordinary meeting. 

Article 35. — ^Notice of every change in the period, time, or place of 
holding any meeting, and notice of the adjournment of any meeting, and 
notice of every extraordinary meeting shall be given in writing to every 
Guardian. Every such notjce shall be respectively in the Forms (G.), 
(H,), and (J,) hereunto annexed, and shall be given or sent by the 
clerk to every Guardian, or left at his place of abode two days, if 
practicable, before the day appointed for the meeting to which it 
relates, 

Article 36.— If any case of emergency arise, requiring that a meeting 
of the Guardians should immediately take place, they, or any three of 
them, may meet at the ordinary place of meeting, and take such case 
into consideration, and may make an order thereon. 

Proceedings of the Guardians. 

Article 3*7. — At every meeting the chairman, or in his absenee, a 
vice-chairman, shall preside ; hut if at the comme^icement of any meet« 
ing the chairman ana vice-chairman, or vice-chairmen be absent, the 
Guardians present shall elect one of themselves to preside at such 
meeting as chairman thereof, imtil the chairman or vice-chairman take 
the chair. 

Article 38.' — Every question at any meeting consisting of more than 
three Guardians shall be determined by a majority of the votes of the 
Guardians present thereat, and voting on the question, and when there 
shall be an equal number of votes on any question, such question shall- 
be deemed to have been lost. 

Article 39.^— No resolution agreed to or adopted by the Guardians 
shall be rescinded or altered by them, unless some Guardian shall have 
given to the Board seven days' notice of a motion to rescind or alter 
such resolution, which notice shall be forthwith entered on the minutes 
by the clerk. Provided always, that this regulation shall not extend to 
any resolution which immediately concerns the allowance of relief to any 
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penon, or the puniBhment of any pauper, or to any resolution which the 
Commissioners may request the Guardians to reconsider or amend , or to 
any question of emergency. 

. Article 40. — The Guardians may, from time to time, (as occasion 
may require,) appoint a committee to consider and report on any special 
subject, and such committee may meet at such times and places as to 
them may seem convenient ; but no act or decision of any such committee 
shall of itself be deemed to be the act of the Guardians, 

Article 41. — At every ordinary meeting of the Guardians, the business 
shall, as far as may be convenient, be conducted in the following 
order : — 

Firstly. The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and of any 
other meeting which may have been held since such ordinary 
meeting, shall be read to the Guardians; and, in order that 
such minutes may be recognized as a record of the acts of the 
Guardians at their last meeting, they shall be signed by the 
chairman presiding at the meeting at which such minutes are 
read, and an entry of the sapie having been so read shall be made 
in the minutes of the day when read. 
Secondly. The Guardians shall dispose of such business as may 
arise out of the minutes so read, and shall give the necessary 
directions thereon. 
Thirdly. They shall proceed to give the necessary directions respecting 
all applications for relief made since the last ordinary meeting, 
and also respecting the amount and nature of relief to be given 
and continued to the paupers then in the receipt of relief, until 
the next ordinary meeting, or for such other time as such relief 
may be deemed to be necessary. 
Fourthly. They shall hear and consider any application for relief 

which may be then made, and determine thereon. 
Fifthly. They shall read the report of the state of the workhouse 
or workhouses, examine all nooks and accounts relative to the 
relief of the paupers of the Union, and give all needful directions 
concerning the management and discipline of the said workhouse 
or workhouses, and the providing of furniture and stores and 
other articles. 
Sixthly. They shall examine the treasurer's account, and shall, 
when necessary, make orders on the overseers or other proper 
authorities of the several parishes in the Union, for providing 
such sums as may be lawfully required by the Guardians on ac- 
count of the respective parishes. 
Seventhly. They shall transact any such business as may not fall 
within any of the above classes. 
Article 42. — When the Guardians have allowed relief in the work- 
house to any applicant, a written or printed order for his admission 
therein, signed by the clerk, shall be forthwith delivered to the applicant, 
or to any person on his behalf. 

Article 43 — ^When the Guardians have allowed out-door relief, in 
money or kind, to any applicant, the particulars of such relief shall be 
entered, by the proper relieving officer, in a ticket according to Form 
(K.) hereunto annexed, and such ticket shall be delivered by him to 
the applicant, or to some person on his behalf.^

Contracts of the Guardians. 

Article 44. — All contracts to be entered into on behalf of the Union 
relating to the maintenance, clothing, lodging, employment, or relief of 
the poor, or for any other purpose relating to or connected with the 
general management of the poor, shall be made and entered into by the 
Guardians. 

Article 45. — ^The Guardians shall require tenders to be made in some 
sealed paper for the supply of all provisions, fuel, clothing, furniture, or 
other goods, or materials, the consumption of which may be estimated, 
one month with another, to exceed 10/. per month, and of all provisions, 
fuel, clothing, furniture, or other goods, or materials, the cost of which 
may be reasonably estimated to exceed 50/. in a single sum, and shall 
purchase the same upon contracts to be entered into after the receipt of 
such tenders. 

Article 46. — Any work or repairs to be executed in the workhouse, or 
the premises connected with the workhouse, or any fixtures to be put 
up therein, which may respectively be reasonably estimated to exceed 
the cost of 50/. in one sum, shall be contracted for by the Guardians, 
on sealed tenders, in the manner prescribed in Articles 45 and 47. 

Article 47. — ^Notice of the nature and conditions of the contract to be 
entered into, of the estimated amount of the articles required, of the last 
day on which tenders will be received, and the day on which the tenders 
will be opened, shall be given in some newspaper circulating in the 
Union, not less than 10 days previous to the last day on which such 
tenders are to be received ; and no tender shall be opened by the clerk, 
or any Guardian, or other person, prior to the day specified in such 
notice, or otherwise than at a meeting of the said Guardians. 

Article 48. — ^When any tender is accepted, the party making the 
tender shall, in pursuance of these regulations, enter into a contract, 
in writing, with the Guardians, containing the terms, conditions, and 
stipulations mutually agreed upon, and whenever the Guardians deem 
it advisable, the party contracting shall find one or more surety or sure- 
ties, who shall enter into a bond conditioned for the due performance of 
the contract, or shall otherwise secure the same. 

Article 49. — Provided always, that if from the peculiar nature of any 
provisions, fuel, clothing, furniture, goods, materials, or fixtures to be 
supplied, or of any work or repairs to be executed, it shall appear to the 
Guardians desirable that a specific person or persons be employed to 
supply or execute the same, without requiring sealed tenders as herein* 
before directed, it shall be lawfiil for such Guardians, with the consent 
of the Commissioners first obtained, to enter into a contract with the 
said person or persons, and to require such sureties and securities as are 
specified in Article 48. 

Article 50. — Every contract to be hereafter made by any Guardians 
shall contain a stipulation requiring the contractor to send in his bill or 
account of the sum due to him for goods or work, on or before some 
day to be named in the contract. 

Article 51. — The Guardians shall ^i. some day or days, not being 
more than 21 days after the end of each quarter, for the attendance, of 
contractors and tradesmen, or their authorized agents, and the clerk 
shall notify such day to every contractor or tradesman to whom money 
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may be due, or to his ageat, or he shall, under the direction of the 
Guardians, cause the same to be advertised in some newspaper. 

APPRENTICESHIP OF PAUPER CHILDREN. 

Parties. 

Article 52. — No child under the age of nine years, and no child (othei 
than a deaf and dumb child) who cannot read and write his own name, 
shall be bound apprentice by the Guardians. 

Article 53. — No child shall be so bound to a person who is not « 
housekeeper, or assessed to the poor-rate in his own name. 

Or who is a journeyman, or a person not carrying on trade or 

business on his own account ; 
Or who is under the age of 21 ; 
Or who is a married woman. 

The Premium. 

Article 54. — No premium, other than clothing for the apprentice, 
shall be given upon the binding of any person above the age of 16 years, 
unless such person be maimed, deformed, or suffering from some per* 
manent bodily infirmity, such as may render him unfit for certain trades 
or sorts of work. 

Article 55. — Where any premium is given it shall in part consist of 
clothes supplied to the apprentice at the commencement of the binding, 
and in part of money, one moiety whereof shall be paid to the master at 
the binding, and the residue at the termination of the first year of the 
binding. 

Term. 

Article 56. — No apprentice shall be bound by the Guardians ^ for 
more than eight years. 

Consent. 

Article 57.-^No person above 14 years of age shall be so bound 
without his consent. 

And no child under the age of 16 years shall be so bound without the 
consent of the father of such child, or if the father be dead, or be dis- 
qualified to give such consent, as hereinafter provided, or if such child 
be a bastardy without the consent of the mother, if living, of such 
child. 

Provided, that where such parent is transported beyond the seas, or 
is in custody of the law, having been convicted of some felony, or for 
the space of six calendar months before the time of executing the in- 
denture has deserted such child, or for such space of time has been in 
the service of Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, in any place 
out of the United Kingdom, such parent, if the father, shall be deemed 
to be disqualified as hereinbefore stated, and if it be the mother, no such 
consent shall be required. 

Place of Service. 

Article 58.^ — No child shall be bound to a master whose place of 
bttsness, whereat the child is to work and live, is distant more than 

c 
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3Q miles &oin the place in which the child is residing at the time of the 
proposed biadiog, or at the time of his being seat on trial to 9ach 
master ; 

Unless in ^ny particular ca^ the Gomniisaioners $ball> on application 
to them, otherwise permit. 

Prelia^inari^s TO THE Binding. 

Article 59. — If the child, whom it is proposed to bind apprentice, be 
in the workhouse, and under the age of fourteen years, the Guardians, 
shall require a certificate in writing from the medical officer of the 
workhouse as to the fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of 
such child to be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and shall also 
ascertain from the master of the workhouse the capacity of the child for 
such binding in other respects. 

Article 60. — If the child be not in the workhouse, but in the Union 
by the Guardians of which it is proposed that he shall be bound, the 
relieving officer of the district in which the child is residing shall examine 
into the circumstances of the case, the condition of the child, and of 
his parents, if any, and the residence of the proposed master, the nature 
of his trade, the number of other apprentices, if any, then bound to 
him, and generally as to the fitness of the particular binding, and shall 
report the result of his inquiry to the Guardians. 

Article 61. — If in any case within Article 60, the Guardi^ems think 
proper to proceed with tlie binding, they shall, when the child is under the 
age of 14 years, direct the relieving ofiBcer to take the child to the medical 
officer of the district, to be examined as to his fitness in respect of 
bodily health and strength for the proposed trade or business ; and such 
medical officer shall certify in writing according to his judgment in the 
matter, which certificate shall be produced by the said relieving officer 
to the next meeting of the Grufirdiacis. 

Article 62. — If the child be not residing within the Union, the 
Guardians who propose to bind him shall not proceed to do so unless 
they receive such a report as is required in Article 60 from the re- 
^eving officer of the district in which such child is residing, and a cer- 
tificate from some medical man practising in the neighbonrlM>od of the 
child's residence to the effect required in Article 61. 

Article 63. — When it is proposed to give a premium other than^ 
clothing upon the binding of any person above the age of 16 years, the' 
Guardian^ shall require a certificate in writing from some medical prac- 
tioner, certifying that the person is maimed, deformed, or disabled, to^ 
the extent speei^ed in such Article, and shall cause a copy of such 
certificate to be entered on their minutes before they pvooeed to execute 
the indenture. 

Article 64.— When such certificate, as is required by Articles 59, 61, 
62» and 63, is received, or in case from the age of the child no such 
certificate is required, th« Guardians shall direct that the child and the 
prqposed master, or some person on his behalf, and in case the child 
be under the age of 16, that the parent or person in whose cuatody.sa^' 
child shall be then living, attend some meeting of the Board to be then 
appointed. 

Article 65. — At such meeting, if such* parties appear, the Gigiardjans 
sl^all examine into, the circumstaQces of the cii^e ; an^ i4 after maJIf^iinfig 
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all dae inqniTies, and hearing tKe objectians (if any be made) on the 
part of the relatives or friends of suclx child, they deem it proper that the 
binding be effected, they may forthwith cause the indenture to be pre- 
pared^ and, if the master be preset tv to be executed, but if he be not 
present they shall cause the same to be transmitted to him for execution ; 
and when executed by him, and returned to the Guardians, the same 
shall be executed by the latter, and shall be signed by the chikl, as pro- 
vided in Article 67. 

Article 66.-^If the proposed master reside out of the Union, but in 
some other Union or parish imder a Board of Guardians, whether 
formed under the provisions of the first-recited Act, or of the Act of 
the twenty-second yeat of the reign of King George the Third, intituled 
" An Act for the better Rehef and Employment of the Poor/' or of any 
local Act, the Guardians shall, before proceeding to effect the binding, 
communicate in writing the proposal to the Guardians of such other 
Union or parish, and request to be inibrmed whether such bifiding is 
open to any objection, and if no objeccicm be reported by such Guardians 
within the space of one calendar nionth, or, ife the objection does not 
appear to the Guardians proposing to bind the child to be sufficient to 
prevent the binding, the same may be proceeded with ; and when the 
indenture shal^ have been executed, the clerk to the Guardians who 
executed the same shall send notice thereof in wiitii^ to the Guardians 
of the Union or parish wherein the said appieJitice ia to reside* 

Indenture. 

Article 67.' — ^The indenture shaxi be executed in duplicate by the master 
and the Guardians, and shall not be valid unless signed by the propoBed 
apprentice with his name, or if deaf and dumb with his mart in the 
presence of the said Guardians ; and the consent of the parent, where 
requisite, shall be testified by such parent signing with his name or mark, 
to be properly attested, at the foot of the said indenture ; and where such 
consent is dispensed with under Article 57, the cause ot such dispensa- 
tion shall be stated at the foot of the indenture by the clerk. 

Article 68. — The name of the place or places at which the apprentice 
is to work and live shall be inserted in the indenture. 

Article 69.— rOne part of such indenture, when executed, shall be kept 
by the Guardians; the other shall be delivered to the master. 

Duties of thb Master of a Pauper Apprentice. 
Article 70, — And we do hereby prescribe the duties, of the master to 
whom such poor child may be apprenticed, and the tevma and conditions 
to be inserted in the said indenture, to be as follows : — 

No. 1. The master shall teach the child the trade, business, or em- 
ployment set forth m the indenture, utiless. theGuaxdians au- 
thorize the substitution of another tirade, busineas, or employment. 
No. 2« He shall maintain the said child with proper food and 

nourishment. 
No. 3. He shaU provide a proper lodging, for the said child. 
No. 4. lie shall supply the saad child with proper doling during 
the tej^ of the binding, together wkh the neoeasaary provision of 



No. 5. He shall, in case the said child be a&cted wiik any disease 
or akknesB^ or meet with aay accident, procure,' at his owii cost, 

c 2 
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adequate medical or surgical assistance, from some duly qualified 
medical man, for such child. 

1^0. 6. He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause the child to 
attend some place of divine worship, if there be any such within 
a reasonable distance, according to the religious persuasion in 
which the child has been brought up, so, however, that ho child 
shall be required by the master to attend any place of worship 
to which his parents or surviving parent may object, nor when he 
shall be above the age of 16, any place to which he may himself 
object. 

No. 7. Where such parents or parent or next of kin desire it, he 
shall allow the said child to attend any Sunday or other school 
which shall be situated within the same parish, or within two 
miles distance from his residence, on every Sunday, and, if there 
be no such school which such child can attend, he shall, at some 
reasonable hour on every Stmday, allow any minister of the re- 
ligious persuasion of the child to have access to such child for 
the purpose of imparting religious instruction. 

No. 8. Where the apprentice continues bound after the age of 17 
years the master shall, in every case where the Guardians require 
him so to do, pay to such apprentice, for and in respect of every 
week that he duly and properly serves the said master, as a re- 
muneration, a sum to be inserted in the indenture, or to be agreed 
upon by the Guardians and the said master when that time arrives, 
or, if they cannot agree, to baiiettled by some person to be then 
chosen by the said master and such Guardians, and, until such 
term be agreed upon or settled, not less than one-fourth of the 
amount then commonly paid as wages to journeymen in the said 
trade, business, or employment. 

No. 9. The master shall, himself or by his agent, produce the appren- 
'^_ tice to the Guardians by whom such apprentice was bound at their 

i ordinary meeting next preceeding the end of the first year of the 
binding, and before the receipt of the remainder of the premium, 
if any be due, and shall in like manner produce the said apprentice 
at some one of their ordinary meetings, to be held at or about the 
middle of the term, and whenever afterwards required to do so by 
the said Guardians : Provided, that if the apprentice reside out of 
the Union by the Guardians whereof he was bound, the apprentice 
shall be produced, as hereinbefore directed, to the Guardians of the 
Union or parish, as described in Article 6^y in which the appren- 
tice may be residing. 

No. 10. The master shall not cause the said apprentice to work or live 
more than ten miles from the place or places mentioned in the in- 
denture, according to Article 68, without the leave of the Guardians 
so binding him, to be given under their common seal : provided 
that such Guardians may in such license so to be given under 
their common seal, by express words to that effect, if they think 
fit authorize the master, at any time during the residue of the 
term of the apprenticeship, to change the place of the abode or 
service of the apprentice without any further application to them 
or their successors. 
Article 71. — ^These duties of the master set forth in Article 70 shall 
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be enforced by covenants and conditions to be inserted in the indenture 
to be executed by him. 

Article 72. — ^The master shall also covenant, under a penalty to be 
specified in the covenant, not to assign or cancel the indenture, without 
the consent of the Guardians, under their common seal previously ob- 
tained, and to pay to the said Guardians all costs and expenses that they 
may incur in consequence of the said apprentice not being supplied with 
medical or surgical' assistance by the master, in case the same shall be at 
any time requisite. 

Article 13. — ^The indenture shall be made subject to the following 
provisoes : — 

No. 1. That if the master take the benefit of any Act for the relief 
of insolvent debtors, or be discharged under any such Act, such 
indenture shall forthwith become of no further force or effect. 
No. 2. That if, on a conviction for a breach of any one of the afore- 
said covenants and conditions before a justice of the peace, the 
Guardians who may be parties to the said indenture declare by a 
resolution that the indenture is determined, and transmit a copy 
of such resolution, under the hand of their clerk, by the post or 
' otherwise, to the said master, such indenture shall except in 
respect of all rights and liabilities then accrued, forthwith become 
of no further force or effect. 
Article 74. — Nothing contained in this Order shall apply to the ap- 
prenticing of poor children to the sea service. 

MODE OF OBTAINING MEDICAL RELIEF BY PERMANENT 

PAUPERS. 

Article 75. The Guardians shall once at least in every year, cause to 
be prepared by the clerk or relieving officers a list of all such aged and 
infirm persons, and persons permanently sick or disabled as may be 
actually receiving relief from such Guardians, and residing within the 
district of each medical officer of the Union, and shall from time to time 
furnish to each district*medical officer a copy of the list aforesaid. 

Article 76. — Every person whose name is inserted in such list shall 
receive a ticket in the Form (L.), hereunto annexed, and shall be entitled 
on the exhibition of such ticket to the medical officer of his district to 
obtain such advice, attendance, and medicines, as his case may require, 
in the same manner as if he had received an order from the Guardians, 
and such ticket shall remain in force for the time specified therein, 
unless such person shall cease to be in the receipt of relief before the 
expiration of such time. 

IIELIEF OF NON-SETTLED AND NON-RESIDENT POOR. 

Article 77. — If any Board of Guardians undertake to administer relief 
allowed to a non-settled pauper living within the Union for which they 
act, on behalf of the officers, or of the Board of Guardians, of the parish 
or Union in which such pauper is deemed to be se'ttled, every such under- 
taking shall be made in conformity with the rules and regulations of the 
Commissioners in force at the time. 

Article 78. — No money shall be transmitted to any Guardians, or to 
any officer of a parish or Union, to be applied to the relief of any non- 
resident pauper, except in conformity with tiie provisions of this Order, 
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Artifcle 19. — No money shall be piiW on aecount of any non-resident 
pauper to the Guardians or to the officer of any Union or parish in 
which the relief is administered by a Board of Guardians, except in one 
of the three following ways : — 

No. 1. By po8t-<)ffiae order payable to the treasurer of the Union or 
parish to the account of which the money is to be paid 9 or to the 
banker of such treasurer. 
No. 2. By cheque or order payable to the treasurer of such parish 

or Union, or to his order. 
No. 3. By cheque payable to bearer (where the same may lawfully 
be drawn), and crossed as payable through the treasurer of such 
parish or Union, or his banker, or through the agent of such 
treasurer or banker ; and every such cheque shall be so crossed 
by the clerk before it is signed by the presiding chairman. 
Article 80. — Every account for relief duly administered to non-resident 
poor shall be discharged by the Guardians, within two calendar months 
from the receipt of such account, by the transmission of the amount due, 
in one of the modes prescribed in Article 19. 

ORDERS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENtS. 

Article 81. — The cleric shall, four weeks at least before the 26th day 
of March and the 29th day of September respectively in .each year, refer 
to and ascertain the cost to each parish in the Union for the maij^enance 
of the poor, and other separate charges, as well as for the common charges 
incurred in the half of the last year, corresponding to the half-year next 
coming, and shall estimate and, as near as may be, divide ambngst the 
parishes any extraordinary charges to which the Union may be liable in 
ihe coming half-year, and he shall also estimate the probable balahce 
due to or from the parish at the end of the current half-year, and shall 
then prepare the orders on the several parishes for the sums which, upon 
such computation, it shall appear necessary for them to contribute to 
the expenses of the Union for the coming half-year i and the orders so 
prepared shall be lidd before the Guardians for tHbir consideration three 
weeks €it least before the expiration of the current hialf-year. 

Article 82. — The Guardians shall make orders on the overseers or 
other proper authorities of every parish of the Union, from timie to time, 
for the payment to the Guardians of all such sums as may be required by 
them for the relief of the poor of the parish, and for the contribution of 
the parish to the common fund of the Union, and for any other expenses 
chargeable by the Guardians on the parish ; and in such orders the con- 
tributions shall be directed to be paid in one sum, or by instalments, on 
days specified, as to the Guardians may seem fit. 

Article 83. — Every such order shall be made according to the Form 
(M.) hereunto annexed. It shall be signed by the presiding chairman 
of the meeting, and two other Guardians present thereat, and shall be 
countersigned by the clerk. 

Article 84. — The Guardians shall pay every sum greater than five 
pounds by an order, which shall be drawn upon the treasurer of the 
Union, and shall be signed by the presiding chairman and two other 
Guardians at a meeting, and shall be countersigned by the clerk. 

Article 85. — The Guardians shall examine at their Board, or shall 
cause to be examined by some Gommittee or Guardian a;Uthorized by 
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ttiem for the purpose, every bill excbeding in KmoHint eftfe pound (esdept 
the salaries of officers) brought against the Union ; and when any suck 
b&l has been all6wed by the boiuti, or by such Committee or Guardjao^ 
a notd of tbe alloinrance thereof shall be made on the face of the bill before^ 
the amount is paid. 

CUSTODY OlP BONDS, 

. Article 66. — ^The Guardians shall provide for tbe safe custody of ^all 
bonds given in pursuance of the regulations of the Commissioners, so 
always that tio bond given by any person shall remain in the custody of 
such person himself. 

Article 87. — The Guardians shall, at the audit next after tbe 25th day 
of March in every year^ cause every person havitig the custody of bonds 
given by any officer of the Union to prodiioe such bonds to tbe Auditor 
for his iuspectioa. 

GOVERNMENT OF TttE WORKHOUSE. 

AoHissioN or Paij^eiis. 

Article 88. — Every pauper who shall be admitted into the workhouse 
either upon his first or any subsequent admission, shall be admitted in 
some one of the following modes only ; that is to say i^— 

By a written or printed order of the Board of Guardians, signed by 

their clerk according to Article 42. 
By a provisional written or printed tti-der signed by a relieving 

officer or an overseer. 
By the master of the workhouse (or during his abiehce, or inability 
to act, by the matron), without any ordei^, in any case of sudden 
or urgetit necessity. 
Provided that the toaster may admit any pauper delivered at the work^ 
house under an order of removal to a parish in the Union. 

Article 89. — No pauper shall be admitted under any written or printed 
order as mentioned in Article 88, if the same bear date more than six 
days before the pauper presents it at the workhouse. 

Article 90. — If a pauper be admitted otherwise than by an order of 
the Board of Guardians, the admission of such pauper shall be brought 
before the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting, who shall 
decide on the propriety of the pauper's continuing in the workhouse or 
otherwise, and make an order accordingly. 

Article 91. — As soon dsthe pauper is admitted, he shall be placed in 
some room to be appropriated io the reception of paupers oil admission, 
and shall then be examined by the medical officer. 

Article 92. — If the medical officer upon such examination pronounce 
the pauper to be labouring under Any disease of body or mind, the pauper 
shall be placed in the sicK ward, or in such other ward ds the medical 
officer shall direct. 

Article 93.-;— If the medical officer pronounce the pauper to be free 
fVomi any such disease, the pauper shall be placed in the part of the^ work- 
house assigned to the class to which he may belong. 

Article 94. — No pauper shall be detained in a receiving ward for a 
longer time than is necessary for carrying itito effect the regulations in 
Articles 91, 92, and 93, if there be room in the proper ward for his re- 
ception. 
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Article 95. — Before being removed from thereceiying ward, thepauper 
shall be thoroughly cleansed, and shall be clothed in a workhouse dress^ 
and the clothes which he wore at the time of his admission shall b*e 
purified, and deposited in a place appropriated for that purpose, with the 
pauper's name affixed thereto. Such clothes shall be restored to the 
pauper when he leaves the workhouse. 

Article 96. — Every pauper shall, upon his admission into the work- 
house, be searched by or under the inspection of the proper officer, 
and all articles prohibited by any Act of Parliament, or by this Order, 
which may be found upon his person, shall be taken from him, and, so 
far as may be proper, restored to him at his departure from the workhouse. 

Article 97. — ^Provided always, that the regulations respecting the 
admission, clothing, and searching of paupers shall not apply to any 
casual poor wayfarer, unless the Guardians shall so direct, or unless he 
is compelled to remain in the workhouse from illness or other sufficient 
cause, in which case he shall be admitted regularly as an inmate* 

Classification of the Paupers. 

Article 98.*— The paupers, so far as the workhouse admits thereof, 
shall be classed as follows :— 

Class 1. Men infirm through age or any other cause. 

Class 2, Able-bodied men, and youths above the age of 15 years. 

Class 3. Boys above the age of seven years, and under that of 15. 

Class 4. Women infirm through age or any other cause. 

Class 5. Able-bodied women, and girls above the age of 15 years. 

Class 6. Girls above the age of seven years, and under that of 15. 

Class 7. Children under seven years of age^ 
To each class shall be assigned that ward or separate building and yard 
^hich may be best fitted for the reception of such class and each class 
of paupers shall remain therein, without communication with those of 
any other class. 

Article 99. — Provided, 

Firstly. — That the Guardians shall from time to time, after con- 
sulting the medical officer, make such arrangements as they may 
deem necessary with regard to persons labouring under any dis- 
ease of body or mind. 

Secondly. — The Guardians shall, so far as circumstances will permit, 
further subdivide any of the classes enumerated in Article 98, 
with reference to the moral character, or behaviour, or the pre- 
vious habits of the uimates, or to such other grounds as may 
seem expedient. 

Thirdly. — ^That nothing in this Order shall compel the Guardians 
to separate any married couple, being both paupers of the first 
and fourth classes respectively, provided the Guardians shall set 
apart for the exclusive use of every such couple a sleeping apart- 
ment separate from that of the other paupers. 

Fourthly. — That any paupers of the fifth and six classes may be 
employed constantly or occasionally in any of the female sick 
wards, or in the care of infants, or as assistants in the household 
work ; and the master and matron shall make such arrangements 
as may enable the paupers of the fifth and six classes to be em- 
ployed in the household work, without communication with the 
paupers of the second and third classes. 
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Fifthly. — That any pauper of the fourth class, whom the master 
may deem fit to perform any of the duties of a nurse or assistant 
to the matron, may he so employed in the sick wards, or those of 
the. fourth, fifth, sixth, or seventh classes, and any pauper of the 
first class, who may hy the master be deemed fit, may be placed 
in the ward of the third class, to aid in the management, and 
superintend the behaviour of the paupers, of such class, or may 
be employed in the male sick ward. 
Sixthly. — That the Guardians, for a special reason to be entered on 
their minutes, may place any boy or girl between the ages of 10 
and 16 years, in a male or female ward respectively, different 
from that to which he or she properly belongs, unless the Com* 
missioners shall otherwise direct. 
Seventhly. — ^That the paupers of the seventh class may be placed in 
such of the wards appropriated to the female paupers as shall be 
deemed expedient, and the mothers of such paupers shall be 
permitted to have access to them at all reasonable times. 
Eighthly. — ^That the master (subject to any directions given or 
regulations made by the Guardians) shall allow the father or 
mother of any child in the same workhouse, who may be desirous 
of seeing such child, to have an interview with such child at some 
one time in each day, in a room in the said workhouse to be ap~ 
pointed for that purpose. And the Guardians shall make 
arrangements for permiting the members of the same family 
who may be in different workhouses of the Union to have occa- 
sional interviews with each other, at such times, and in such 
manner, as may best suit the discipline of the several workhouses. 
Ninthly. — That casual poor way-farers admitted by the master or 
matron, shall be kept in a separate ward of the workhouse, and 
shall be dieted and set to work in such manner and under such 
regulations as the Guardians by any resolution now in force, or 
to be made hereafter, may direct. 
Article 100,—- The Guardians shall not admit into the workhouse, or 
any ward of the same, or retain therein, a larger number or a different 
class of paupers thaii that heretofore or hereafter from time to time to 
be fixed by the Commissioners ; and in case such number shall at any 
time be exceeded, the fact of such excess shall be forthwith reported to 
the Commissioners by the clerk. 

Article 101. — ^No pauper of unsound mind, who may be dangerous, or 
who may have been reported as such by the medical oflScer, or who may 
require habitual or frequent restraint, shall be detained in the workhouse 
for any period exceeding 14 days, and the Guardians shall cause the 
proper steps to be taken for the removal of every such pauper to some 
asylum or licensed house as soon as may be practicable. 

Discipline and Diet of the Paupers. 

Article 102. — All the paupers in the workhouse, except the sick and 
insane, and the paupers of the first, fourth, and seventh classes, shall rise, 
be set to work, leave ofi^ work, and go to bed at the times mentioned in 
the Form (N.) hereunto annexed, and shall be allowed such intervals 
for their meals as are therein stated, and these several times shall be 
notified by the ringing of a bell ; provided always, that the Guardians 
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may^ with the consent of the CominissionepSy make such alteratibns in 
any of the said times or intervals as the Guardiarns may think fit. 
. Article 103. — Half an hour after the hell shall haye been rung for 
rising) the names of the paupers shall be qalled over by the master and 
matron respectively^ in the several wards provided for the second, third, 
fifth, and si^^th classes, when every paupei*, belonging to. the respective 
wards, shall be present, and shall answer to his name, and be inspected 
by the master and matron respectively, ptovided that the paupers of the 
third and sixth classes may be called over and inspected by the school- 
master and schoolmistress. 

Article 104. — The meals shall be taken by all the paupers, except the 
sick, the children, persons of unsouhd mind, casusU podr way-farers, 
women suckling their children, and the paupers of the first and fourth 
classes j in the dining-hall or day-room, and in tlo other place whatever, 
and during the time of meals ordet and decorum shall be maintained. 

Article 105.-^No pauper of the second, third, fifth, or sixth classes 
shall go to, or remain in his sleeping-toom, either in the time hereby 
appointed for work, or in the intervals allowed- for meals, except b^ per- 
mission of the master or matron. 

Article 106. — The master and matron shall (subject to the directions 
of the Guardians) fix the hours of rising and going to bed, for the paupers 
of the first, fourth and seventh classes, and determine the occupation and 
employment of which they may be capable ; and the meals for s;ich 
paupers shall be provided at such times and in such manner as the 
Guardians may from time to time direct. 

Article 107. — The paupers shall be dieted with the food and'in the 
manner set forth in the dietary table which may be prescribed for the 
use of the workhouse, and no pauper shall have or consume any liquor, 
or any food or provision other than is allowed in the said dietary table, 
except on Christtnas Day, or by the direction in writing of the medical 
officer, as provided in Article 108. 
Article 108. — Provided, 

Firstly.' — That the medical officer may direct in wrttinj such diet 
for any individual pauper as he may deem necessary, and the 
master shall obey such direction untU the next ordinary meeting 
of the Guardians, when he shall report the same in writing to 
the Guardians. 
Secondly. — That if the medical officer at any time certify that he 
deems a temporary change in the diet essential to the health of 
the paupers in the workhpuse, or of any class or classes thereof, 
the Guardians shall cause a copy of such "certificate to be entered 
on the minutes of their proceedings, and may forthwith order^ 
by a resolution, the said diet to be temporarily changed, accord* 
ing to the reccmmeQdation of the medical officer^ and shall forth- 
with transmit a copy of such certificate and resolution to the 
Commissioners. 
Thirdly. — ^That the medical officers shall be consulted by the matron 
as to the nature of the food of the infants, and of their mothers 
when suckling, and the time at which such infants should be 
wxaned. 
Fourthly. — ^That the Guardians may, without any direction of the 
medical officer, make such allowance of food as may be necessary 
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' jto paupers employed as nurses or in the household work : but 
they shall not allow to such paupers any fermented or spirituous 
liquors on account of thjs performance of such work, unless in 
pursuauce of a written recommendation of the medical officer. 

Article 109. — ^If any pauper require the master or matron to weigh 
the allowance of provisions served out at any meal, the master or matron 
sh&U forthwith weigh such allowance in the presence of the pauper com-^ 
plaining, and of two other persons. 

Article 110.— The clothing to be worn by the paupers in the work- 
house shall be made of such materials as the Board of Guardians may 
determine. 

Article 111. — ^More than two paupers, any one of whom is above the 
age of seven years, shall not be allowed to occupy the same bed, unless 
in the case of a mother and infant children. 

Article 112. — The paupers of the sereral classes shall be kept employed 
according to their capacity and ability ; and no pauper shall receive any 
compensation for his labour. 

Article 113. — No pauper in the workhouse shall be employed or set 
to work in pounding, grinding, or otherwise breaking bones, or in pre^ 
paring bone-dust. 

Article 114. — The boys and girls who are inmates of the workhouse 
shall, for three of the working hours, at least, every day, be instructed in 
reading, writing, arithmetic, and the principles of the Christian reli- 
gion, and such other instruction shall be imparted to them as may fit 
them for service, and train them to habits of usefulness, industry, and 
virtue. • 

Article 115. — Apy pauper may quit the workhouse upon giving to the 
master, or (during his absence or inability to act) to the matron, a 
reasonable notice of his wish to do so ; and in the event of any able- 
bodied pauper, having a family, so quitting the house, the whole of such 
family shall be sent with him, unless the Guardians shall, for any special 
reason^ otherwise direct ; and such directions shall be in conformity 
with the regulations of the Commissioners with respect to relief in force 
at the time. 

Article 116. — Provided nevertheless, that the Guardians may, by any 
general or special direction, authorise the master to allow a pauper, 
without giving any such notice as is required in Article 115, to quit the 
workhouse, and to return after a temporary absence only : and every 
such allowance shall be reported by the master to the Guardians at their 
next ordinary meeting. 

Article 117.-— Provided also, that nothing herein contained shall pre- 
vent the master from allowing the paupers of each sex under the age of 
15, subject to such restrictions as the Guardians may impose, to quit the 
workhouse, under the care and guidance of himself, or the matron, school-* 
master, schoolmistress, porter, or some one of the assistants and servants 
of the workhouse, for the purjjose of exercise. 

Article 118. — Any person may visit any pauper in the workhouse by 
permission of the master, or (in his absence) of the matron, subject to 
such conditions, and restrictions as the Guardians may prescribe ; such 
interview shall take place in a room separate from the other inmates of 
the workhouse, and in the presence of the master, matron, or porter, 
except where a sick pauper is visitftd. 
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Article 119. — No written or printed paper of an improper tendency, 
or which may be likely to ])rodtice insubordination, shall be allowed to 
circulate, or be read aloud, among the inmates of the workhouse. 

Article 120. — No pauper shall play at cards, or at any game of chance, 
in the workhouse ; and the master may take from any pauper, and keep 
until his departure from the workhouse, any cards, dice, or other articles 
applicable to games of chance, which may be in his possession. 

Article 121. — No pauper shall smoke in any room of the workhouse, 
except by the special direction of the medical oflScer, or shall have any 
matches or other articles of a highly combustible nature in his possession, 
and the master may take from any person any articles of such a nature. 

Article 122. — Any licensed minister of the religious persuasion of an 
inmate of the workhouse, who may at any time in the day, on the re- 
quest of any inmate, enter the workhouse for the purpose of affording 
religious assistance to him, or for the purpose of instructing his child or 
children in the principles of his religion, shall give such assistance or 
instruction, so as not to interfere with the good order and discipline of 
the other inmates of the workhouse, and such religious assistance or in- 
struction shall be strictly confined to inmates who are of the religious 
persuasion of such minister, and to the children of such inmates, except 
in the cases in which the Guardians may lawfully permit religious assist- 
ance and instruction to be given to any paupers who are Protestant dis- 
senters, by licensed ministers who are Protestant dissenters. 

Article 123. — No work, except the necessary household work and 
cooking, shall be performed by the paupers on Sunday, Good Friday, 
and Christmas Day. 

Article 124. — Prayers shall be read before breakfast and after supper 
every day, and Divine Service shall be performed every Sunday, Good 
Friday, and Christmas Day in the workhouse (unless the Guardians, 
with the consent of the Commissioners, otherwise direct), and at such 
prayers and Divine Service all the paupers shall attend, except the sick, 
persons of unsound mind, the young children, and such as are too infirm 
to do so ; provided that those paupers who may object so to attend, on 
account of their professing religious principles differing from those of the 
Established Church, shall also be exempt from such attendance. 

Article 125. — The Guardians may authorize any inmates of the work- 
house being members of the Established Church, to attend public worship 
at a parish church or chapel, on every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christ- 
mas-Day, under the control and inspection of the master or porter, or 
other officer. 

Article 126. — The Guardians may also authorize any inmates of the 
workhouse, being dissenters from the Established Church, to attend 
public worship at any dissenting chapel in the neighbourhood of the 
workhouse, on every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas- Day. 

Punishments for Misbehaviour of the Paupers. 

Article 127. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the workhouse, who 
shall neglect to observe such of the regulations in this Order as are ap- 
plicable to him as such inmate : — 

Or who shall make any noise when silence is ordered to be kept ; 

Or shall use obscene or profane language ; 

Or shall by word or deed insult or revile any person ; 
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Or shall threaten to strike or to assault any person ; 
Or shall not duly cleanse his person ; 

Or shall refuse or neglect to work, after haying heen required to do so ; 
Or shall pretend sickness ; 
Or shall play at cards or other game of chance ; 
Or shall refuse to go into his proper ward or yard, or shall enter or 
attempt to enter, without permission, the ward or yard appropri- 
ated to any class of paupers other than that to which he belongs ; 
Or shall climb over any fence or boundary-wall surrounding any 
portion of the workhouse premises, or shall attempt to leave the 
workhouse otherwise than through the ordinary entrance ; 
Or shall misbehave in going to, at, or returning from public worship 
out of the workhouse, or at Divine service or prayers in the work- 
house ; 
Or having received temporary leave of absence, and wearing the 
workhouse clothes, shall return to the workhouse after the ap- 
pointed time of absence, without reasonable cause for the delay ; 
Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of any officer of the work- 
house, 
shall be deemed disorderly. 

Article 128. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the workhouse, who 
shall, within seven days, repeat any one, or commit more than one, of 
the offences specified in Article 127 ; 

Or who shall, by word or deed, insult or revile the master or matron, 

or any other officer of the workhouse* or any of the Guardians ; 
Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of the master or matron 

after such order shall have been repeated : 
Or shall unlawfully strike or otherwise unlawfully assault any person; 
Or shall wilfully or mischievously damage or soil any property 

whatsoever belonging to the Guardians ; 
Or shall wilfully waste or spoil any provisions, stock, tools, or 

materials for work, belonging to the Guardians ; 
Or shall be drunk ; 

Or shall act or write indecently or obscenely ; 
Or shall wilfully disturb other persons at public worship out of the 
' workhouse, or at Divine service or prayers in the workhouse ; 
shall be deemed refractory. 

Article 129. — ^The master may, with or without the direction of the 
Guardians, punish any disorderly pauper, by substituting, during a time 
not greater than 48 hours, for his dinner, as prescribed by the dietary, a 
meal consisting of eight ounces of bread, or one pound of cooked potatoes 
or boiled rice ; and also by withholding from him during the same period, 
all butter, cheese, tea, sugar, or broth, which such pauper would otherwise 
receive, at any meal during the time aforesaid. 

Article 130. — ^The Guardians may, by a special direction to be entered 
on their minutes, order any refractory pauper to be punished by con- 
finement in a separate room, with or without an alteration of diet, 
similar in kind and duration to that prescribed in Article 129 for disor- 
derly paupers ; but no pauper shall be so confined for a longer period 
than 24 hours ; or, if it be deemed right that such pauper should be 
carried before a justice of the peace, and if such period of 24 hours 
should be insufficient for that purpose, then for such further time as may 
be necessary for such purpose^ 
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Article 131.-^If any offence, whereby a pauper becomes refractory 
under Article 128, be accompanied by any of the following cii-cumstances 
of aggravation ; (that is to say,) if such pauper 
Persist in using violence against any person ; 
Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to annoy other 

inmates ; 
Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insubordination ; 
Or persist in aoting indecently or obscenely in the presence of any 

other inmate ; 
Or persist in mischievously breaking or damaging any goods or 
property of the Guardians ; 
the master may, without any direction of the Quardians, immediately 
place such refractory pauper in conBnement for any time not exceeding 
12 hours; which confinement shall, however, be reckoned as part of 
any punishment afterwards imposed by the Guardians for the same 
offence. 

Article 132.-— Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to be also 
disorderly, and may be punished as such ; but no pauper who may have 
been punished for any offence as disorderly, shall afterwards be punished 
for the same offence as refractory ; and no pauper who may have been 
punished for any offence as refractory, shall afterwards be punished for 
the same offence as disorderly. 

Article 133. — No pauper shall be punished by confinement or alter- 
ation in diet for any offence not committed in the workhouse since his 
last admission, except in such cases as are expressly specified in Articles 
127 and 128. 

Article 134. — No pauper who may have been tinder medical care, or 
who may hate been entered in the medical weekly return as sick or 
infirm, at any time in the course of the seven days next preceding the 
punishment, or who may be reasonably supposed to be under 12 or above 
60 years of age, or w^ho may be pronounced by the medical officer to be 
pregnant, or who' may be suckling a child, shall be punished by alteration 
of diet, or by confinement, unless the medical officer shall have pre- 
viously certified in writing that no injury to the health of such pauper 
is reasonably to be appreb^nded from the proposed punishment ; and any 
modification dimintsbing such punishment which the medical officer may 
suggest, shall be adopted by the master. 

Article 135. — No pauper shall be confined between eight o'clock in 
the evening and six o'clock in the morning, without being furnished 
with a bed and bedding suitable to the season, and with the other proper 
conveniences. 

Article 136. — No child under 12 years of age shaVl be punished by 
confinement in a dark room, or during the night. 

Article 137. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child, except by the schoolmaster or master. 

Article 138. — No corporal punishment shall be indicted on any 
female child. 

Article 139. — No corporal punishment shall be in'fficted on any male 
child, except with a rod or other instrument, such as may have been 
approved of \xf the Guardians or the Vi»ting C!omnsittee. 

Article 140.^ No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child until two- hours sImU have ekpfted from the commissioa of the 
offence for which such punishment is inflicted. 
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Article 141. — ^Whenever any male child is punished hy corporal 
correction, the ipaster and schoolmaster shall (if possible) be both 
present. 

Article 142. — No male child shall be punished by flc^gingf whose age 
may be xeasonably supposed to exceed 14 years. 

Article 143, — The master shalfkeep a book, to be furnis'lied him by 
Uie Guardians, in the form (O.) hereunto annexed, in which he shall 
duly enter, — 

Firstly, All eases of refractory or disorderly paupers, whether 
children or adults, repcorted to the Guardians for their decision 
thereon. 
Secondly, All cases of paupers, whether children or adults, who 
may have been punished without the direction of the Guardians, 
with the particulars of their respectiye offences and punish- 
ments. 

Atlicle 144. — ^Thc person who punishes any child with corporal cot- 
rectton shall forthwith report to the master the particulars of the offence 
and pimishment ; and the master shall enter the same in the book speci- 
fied in Article 143. 

Article 14$. — Such book shall be laid on the table at every ordinary 
meeting of the Guardians ; and every entry made in such book since the 
last c^dinary meeting shall be read to the Board by the clerk. 

The Guardi^BS shall thereupon, in the first place, give direction as to 
the confinement or other punishment of any refractory or disorderiy pauper 
reported for their decision, and such direction shall be entered on the 
minutes of the proceedings of the day, and a copy thereof shall be 
inserted by the clerk in the book specified in Article 143. 

The Ghiardians, in the second place, shall take into their consideration 
the cases in which punishments are reported to have been already 
inflicted by the masta; or other officer, and shall require the master to 
bring before them any pauper so punished, who may have sfgnitied 
a wish to see the Guardinsis. If the Goardians in any case are of 
opinion that the officer has acted illegally or improperly, such opinion 
shall be entered on the minutes, and shall be communicated to the master, 
and a copy of the minute of such opinion shall be forwarded to the 
Commissioners by the clerk. 

Article 146. — If any pauper above the age of 14 years unlawfully 
introduce or attempt to introdifice any spirituous or fermented liquor 
into the workhouse, or abscond from the workhouse with clothes belonging 
to the Guardians, the master may cause &uch pauper to be forthwith 
taken before a justice of the peace, to be dealt with according to law. 
And whether he do so or not, he shall report every such case to the 
Guardians at their next ordinary meeting. 

Article 147.-^The master shall cause a legible copy of Articles 127, 
128, 129, 130, and 131 to be kept suspended in the dining-hall of the 
workhouse, or in the room in which th6 inmates usually eat their meals, 
aad alsQ ia the Board -room of the Guardians. 

Yts^TiNG Committee. 

At^e..l48.*^The Guardians shall appoint one or naore Visiting 
QomBiitteefi from theis own body ; and each of such committees shall 
careldU^ examine tke wQrkhou&e> or workhoMses el the Union once ^ in 
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the repair of the house, its drainage, warmth, or ventilation, or in 
the furniture or fixtures thereof, as may tend to injure the health of the 
inmates. 

GoVEaNMBNT OF THE WoRKHOUSK BY THE GUARDIANS, 

Article 152,— We do declare, that, subject to the rules and regula- 
tions herein contained, the guidance, government, and control of every 
workhouse, and of the officers, servants, assistants, and paupers withm 
such workhouse, shall be exercised by the Guardians of tlie Union. 

APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 

Article 153.— The Guardians shall, whenever it may be requisite, or 
whenever a vacmcy may occur, appoint fit persons to hold the under- 
mentioned offices, and to perform the duties respectively assigned to 
them, namely,

3. Chaplain. 

4. Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 

5. District Medical Officer.

9. Schoolmistress. 

10. Porter. 

11. Nurse. 

12. Relieving Officer. . 

13. Superintendent of Out-door Labour.

temporary substitute. 

Article 157. — 'The Guardians shall not, by advertisement or other 
public notice, printed or written, invite tenders for the supply of medi- 
cines, or for the medical attendance on the paupers of the Union, unless 
such advehisement or notice shall specify the district or place for which 
such supply of medicines and such attendance is required, together with 
the amount of salary or other remuneration. 

Article 158. — ^The Guatdians may from time td time divide the Union 
into districts for general and medical relief, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners ; and on any change in the divi&ion of the Union into dis- 
tricts for general and medical relief, or in the assignment of relieving 
officers and medical officers to such districts, the clerk shall report every 
such change to the Commissioners for their approbation. 

Article 159. — ^The Guardian^ shall not assign to any medical officer 
a district which exceeds in extent the area of 15,000 statute acres, or 
which contains a population exceeding the number of 15,000 persons, 
according to the then last enumeration of the population published by 
authority of Parliament. 

Article 160. — ^Provided that if it be impracticable, consistently with 
the proper attendance oh the sick poor, for the Guardians to divide the 
Union into districts containing respectively an area and population less 
than is specified in Article 150, then and in such case the Guardians 
shall cause a special minute to be made and entered on the usual record 
of their proceedings, stating the reasons which, in their opinion, make it 
necessary to form a district exceeding the aaid limits, and shall transmit 
a copy of such minute to the Commissionerd for their consideration, and 
if the Commissioners signify their approval thereof to such Guardians, 
then and in such case, but not otherwise, such Guardians may proceed 
to assign the said district to a medical officer. 

Article 161. — Provided also, that the limit of 15,000 statute acres, 
prescribed in Article 159, shall not apply to any medical district situate 
wholly or in part within the principality of Wales ; but no medical dis- 
ttict situate wholly or in part within that principality shall be assigned 
to any medical officer residing more than seven miles from any part of 
any parish included within such district, unless such district shall have 
been specially sanctioned by the Commissioners in the same manner as 
is directed in Article 160. 

QuAIiIFICATIpNS OF OFFICERS. 

Article 162.— No person shall hold the office of clerk, treasurer^ 
master, or relieving officer unjler this order who has not reached the age 
of 21 years. 

Article 163.-— No person shall hold the office of.master of a workhouse, 
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er matron of a workhouse having no master, unless he or she be able to 
keep a^countsv 

Article l64.=-^No person shall hold ihe oflSce of relieving officer un- 
less he be able to keep accounts, and unless he reside in the district for 
which he may be appointed to act, devote his whole time to the perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, and abstain from following any trade or 
profession^ and from entering into any other service* 

Article 165; — No person shall hold the office of nurse who is not able 
to read written directions upon medicines. 

Article 166. — Provided always, that the Guardians may with the con- 
sent of the Commissioners previously obtained, but not otherwise, dis- 
pense with any of the conditions specified in Articles 162, 163, 164, 
and 165. 

Article 167. — No person shall be appointed to the office of master, 
matron, schoolmaster, schoolmistress, pot'ter, or relieving officer, under 
this Order, who does not agree to give one month's notice previous to 
resigning the office, or to forfeit one month's amount of salary, to be 
deducted as liquidated damages from the tonount of salary due at the 
time of such resignation. 

Article I68.--N0 person shall hold the office of medical officet under 
this Order unless he possess one of the four following qualifications, that 
is to say, — - 

1 . A diploma or degree as surgeon frpm a Royal College or Univer- 
sity iki England, Scotland, or Ireland, together with a degree in . 
medicine from an University in England, legally authorized to 
grant stich degree, or together with a diploma or licence of the 
Royal College of Physicians of London. 

2. A diploma or degree- as surgeOn from a Royal College or Uni-; 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, together with a certifi- 
cate to practise as fein apothecary from the Societies of Apothe- 
caries,of London. 

3. A diploma or degree hB surgeon from a Royal College or Uni- 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, such person having 
been in acttal practice as Au apothecary on the 1st day of 
August, 1815. 

4. A warrant or commission as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in Her 
Majesty's Navy, or as sutgeon or assistant-surgeon or apothecary 
in Her Majiesty's Army, 01^ as surgeon or assistant-fiurgeon in th^ 
setvicc of the Honourable East India Company, dated previous 
to the Ist' day of August, 1826. 

Article 169. — Provided alwayd,that if it be impracticable, consistently 
vrith the proper attendance on the sick poor, for the Guardians to procui'e 
a person residing within the district in which he is to act, and duly 
qualified in one of the four modes recited in Article 168, to attend on 
the poor in such district, or that the only person resident within such 
district^ and so- qualified, shall have been dismissed from office by the 
Commissioners, or . shall be unfit or incompetent to hold the office of 
medical office^, then and in such case the Guardians shall cause a special 
minute to be made and entered on the usual record of tVieir proceedings, 
stating the reasons which, in their opinion, make it necessary to employ 
a person not qualified, as required by article 166, and shall forthwith 
transmit a copy of such minute to the Commissioners for their conside-

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ration ; and the Commissioners may permit the employment by such 
Guardians of any person duly licensed to practice as a medical man, 
although such person be not qualified in one of the four modes required 
by Article 168. 

Article 170. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, continue in office any medical officer duly licensed 
to practise as a medical man already employed by any such Guardians, 
although such medical officer may not be qualified in one of the four 
modes required by Article 168. 

Article 171. — No person shall hold the office of chaplain under this 
Order without the consent of the bishop of the diocese to his appointment, 
signified in writing. 

Kemunebation of the Officers. 

Article 172. — The Guardians shall pay to the several officers and 
assistants appointed to or holding any office or employment under this 
Order, such salaries or remuneration as the Commissioners may from 
time to time direct or approve. 

Provided that the Guardians, with the approi^al^f the Commissioners, 
may pay to any officer or person employed by such Guardians a reason- 
able compensation on account of extraordinary services, or other unfore- 
seen circumstances connected with the duties of such officer or person 
or the necessities of the Union 

Article 173. — The salary of every officer, or assistant, appointed to or 
holding any office or employment under this Order, shall be payable up 
to the day on which he ceases to hold such office or employment, and no 
longer. 

Article 174. — If no remuneration or salary be expressly assigned to 
the treasurer, the profit arising from the use of money from time to time 
left in his hands shall be deemed to be the payment of his services. 

Article 175. — An officer who may be suspended, and who may, without 
the previous removal of such suspension, be dismissed by the Commis- 
sioners, shall not be entitled to any salary from the date of such suspension. 

Article 176. — ^The Guardians shall not pay to any officer bound to 
account, to be hereafter appointed, who may have been removed, or who 
may be under suspension from his office, any salary claimed by such 
officer until his accounts shall have been audited by the auditor, i 

Article 177.— No salary of any district medical officer shall include 
the remuneration for operations and services of the following classes 
performed by such medical officer in that capacity for any out-door pauper, 
but such operations and services shall be paid for by the Guardians, 
according to the rates specified in this Article.

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The above rates shall include the payment for the supply of all kinds 
of apparatus and splints. 

Article 178. — Provided that, except in cases of sudden accident im- 
mediately threatening life no medical officer shall be entitled to receive 
such remuneration for any amputation, unless he shall have obtained at 
his own cost the advice of some member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of London, or some fellow or licentiate of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, before performing such amputation, and unless 
he shall also produce to the Guardians a certificate from such member 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, or such fellow or licentiate, stating 
that in his opinion it was right and proper that such amputation should 
be then performed. 

Article 119. — Provided also, that if in any case the patient has not 
survived the operation more than 36 hours, and has not required and 
received several attendances after the operation by the medical officer 
who has performed the same, such medical officer shall be entitled • 
only to one-half of the payments respectively prescribed above. 

Article 180.— Provided also, that if several of the fees specified in 
Article 117, become payable with respect to the same person at the same 
time, and in consequence of the same cause or injury, the medical officer 
shall be entitled only to one of such fees, and if they be unequal to 
the highest. 

Article 181. — In any surgical case, not provided for in Article 177, 
which has presented peculiar difficulty, or required and received long 
attendance from the district medical officer, the Guardians may make to 
the said medical officer such reasonable extra allowance as they may 
think fit^ and the Commissioners may approve. 

Article 182. — In cases in which any medical officer, either for the 
workhouse or a district, shall be called on by order of a person legally 
qualified to make such order, to attend any woman in, or immediately 
after, childbirth, or shall under circumstances of difficulty or danger, 
without any order, visit any such woman actually receiving relief, or 
whom the Guardians may subsequently decide to have been in a desti- 
tute condition, such medical officer shall be paid for his attendance and 
medicines by a sum of not less than 10^., nor more than 20^., according 
as the Guardians may agree with such officer. 

Article 183.— Provided that in any special case in which great diffi- 
culty may have occurred in the delivery, or long subsequent attendance 
in respect of some puerperal malady or affection may have been requisite 
any district medical officer shall receive the sum of 2/. 

Security of the Officers. 

Article 184. — Every treasurer, master, matron of a workhouse in 
which there is no master, collector, or relieving officer, every person 
hereafter appointed as clerk, and every other officer whom the Guar- 
dians shall require so to do, shall respectively give a bond conditioned 
for the due and faithful peiformance of the duties of the office, with 
two sufficient sureties, not, in the case of any security to be hereafter 
entered into, being officers of the same Union ; and every officer who 
shall have entered into any such security shall give immediate notice 
to the Guardians of the death, insolvency, or bankruptcy of either of 
such sureties, and shall, when required Dy the Guardians, produce a 
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eertificate, signed by two householders, that his sureties are alive, and 
believed by them to be solvent, and such officer shall pupply a fresh 
surety in the place of any such surety who m«^y die, or become bankrupt 
or insolvent. 

Article 185. — Provided that the Guardians may, if they think fit, tal^e 
the security of any society or company e:(pre8sly authorized by statute 
to guarantee or secure the faithful discharge of the duties of such 
officers. 

Article 186. — ^Provided also, that the Guardians may, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, dispense with such security in the case of any 
banking firm acting as treasurer, or in the case of a treasurer being a 
banker or partner of such firm. 

Continuance in Office and Suspenseon of Officers. — SupplV 

OF Vacancies. 

Article 187.-— Every officer appointed to, or boWing a»y office, under 
this Order, other than a medical officer, ishall continue to bold the saia^ 
until he die, or resign, or be relieved by the Commissioners, or be 
proved to be insane, to the satisfaction of the Comil^i^ioners. 

Article 188. — Provided always, that every porter, nurse, assistant, pr 
servant may be dismissed by the Guardians without the consent of \\%% 
Commissioners ; but every such dismissal, and the grounils thereof| 
shall be reported to the Commissioners. 

Article 189. — If any master and matron hereafter appointed be husband 
and wife, and one of them should be dismissed by Order of the Cominisr 
sioners, or should otherwise vacate his or l^er office, or shoiild die, the 
other or survivor shall, at the expiration pf the then current quarter, 
cease to hold his or her office of master or matron, as the case may be. 

Article 190. — No officer of a workhouse who may have been dismissf^l 
by any order of the Commissioners shall, after such dismissal, remain 
upon the workhouse premises, or enter therein for the purpose of inter- 
fering in the management of such workhouse, unless the pommissipnerjst 
have consented to his subsequent appointment to ^n office in such 
workhouse, under the provisipns pf the ^aid Arst recited Act, or to hi9 
temporary employment therein. 

Article 191. — Every inedical officert duly ftppoint:ed, shall unjes^ the 
period for which he is appointed be entered on the minutes of the 
Guardians at the time of making such appointment, pr be acknowledged 
in writing by such medical officer continue in of^c^ up til he m&y die pr 
resign, or become legally disqualifie4 to ^}d ?iip}i offige, or be ri^mpved 
therefrom by the Commissioners. 

Article 192. — The Guardians may at their discretion suspend from 
the discharge of his Pr her duties any master, matron, schpplm^ster, 
schoolmistress, medical pffioer, relieving officer^ or superintendent of out- 
door labour ; and the Guardians shall, m case of every such suspension, 
forthwith report the same, together with the c^use thereof, to i\\^ Commis- 
sioners ; and of the Commissioners remoye ^he suspepsioii of suph ofl^cer 
by the Guardians, he or she ^hall forthwith iresmue the p^fprmance of )if8 
or her duties. 

Article 193. — If any pfficer pr assijstapt, appointed to or hpWing any 
office or employment under this Order, be at any time prevented by 
sickness or accident, or other sufficient reason, from tlie performance pf 
his duties, the Guardians niay appoint a fit person to act as his tempo*- 
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rary substitute, aad may pay him a r^asoiialde ct)iii{»eiisa/idp for his 
services ] and every such appoiutmeut shall be reported to the Commis- 
sioners as soon as the same shall have been made. 

Article 194. — The vice-chairman, or some Guardian tq he appointed 
by the Guardians, may perform ai^y of the duties assigned to the Clerk 
until any vacancy m the office shall have been filled, or until a substitute 
be appointed in the case of the sickness^ accident, or absence of the 
clerk. 

Article 195, — When any officer may die, resign, or become legally 
disqualified to perform the duties of his office, the Guardians shall as 
«Qon as conveniently may be after such death, resigpiation or disquali- 
fication, giye notice thereof to the Commissioners, and proceed to make 
a new appointment to the office so vficant in the lUAnne? prescribed by the 
above regulations. 

Article 196* — ^If any officer give uotiqe of an intended reiignation to 
take effect on a future day, the Guardians may elect a successor to such 
officer, in conformity with the above regulations, at any time subsequent 
to such notice. 

Article 197.*— In the case of any medicaj officer who holds his office 
for a specified term, the Guardians may provide for the continviance of 
such officer, or appoint his successor, within the three calendftr months 
next before the expiration of such term. 

Personal Discharge of Duties. 

Article 198.— In every case pot otherwise provided for by this Order, 
every officer shall perform his duties in person, aijd shall not intrust the 
same to a deputy, except with the special permission qf the Commis- 
siqners op the application of the Guar4ians. 

Article 199.— Every medipal officer shall be bpund to visit and attend 
personally, as far as may be practicable, the poor persons intrusted to 
his care, ^nd shall be responsible for the attends^nce on them. 

Article 200. — Every medical officer shall, ftl ^oon as may be ^fter his 
appointment, n^me to the Guardians some legally qualified medical 
practitioner to whom application for medicine^ or attendance may be 
made, in the case of his absence from home, or otlier Jiindrance to his 
personal attendance, and who will supply the same at the post of such 
medical officer, and the nfme and residence of every medical practi- 
tioner so named shall be forwarde4 by the plerk tq each relieving 
officer, and to the overs.eer§ of eypry parisf} in t^e distript pf suph medical 
pfficer* 

DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS-' 

Article 201. — And we do hereby define and specify the duties of the 
several officers appointed to, or holding their offices under, this order, 
and direct the execution thereof to be as follows:-^ 

I^UTIE^ OF THE ClISRK. 

Article 202.— The following shall be the duties of the derk J— 
No. 1. To attend all meetings of the Board of Guardians, and to 
keep punctually minutes of the proceedings at every meeting, to 
enter the said minutes in a book, and to submit the same so 
entered to the presiding chairman at the sueceeding meeting for 
his signature. 
No. 2. To keep, cheeky and examine dl accounts, liook? pf ficpounts 
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Article 131.-^If any ofRence, whereby a pauper becomes refractory 
under Article 128, be accompanied by any of the following circumstances 
of aggravation ; (that is to say,) if such pauper 
Persist in using violence against any person ; 
Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to annoy other 

inmates ; 
Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insubordination ; 
Or persist in acting indecently or obscenely in the presence of any 

other inmate ; - 

Or persist in mischievously breaking or damaging any goods or 
property of the Guardians ; 
the master may, without any direction of the Guardians, immediately 
place such refractory pauper in confinement for any time not exceeding 
12 hours; which confinement shall, however, be reckoned as part of 
any punishment afterwards imposed by the Guardians for the same 
offence. 

Article 132. — ^Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to be also 
disorderly, and may be punished as such ; but no pauper who may have 
been punished for any offence as disorderly, shall afterwards be punished 
for the same offenee as refractory ; and no pauper who may have been 
punished for any offence as refractory, shall afterwards be punished for 
the same offenee as disorderly. 

Article 133. — No pauper shall be punished by confinement or alter- 
ation in diet for any ofienoe not committed in the workhouse since his 
last admission, except in such cases as are expressly specified in Articles 
127 and 128. 

Article 134. — No pauper who may have been under medical care, or 
who may have been entered in the medical weekly return as sick or 
infirm, at any time in the course of the seTen days next preceding the 
punishment, or who may be reasonably supposed to be under 12 or above 
60 years of age, or w^ho may be pronounced by the medical officer to be 
pregnant, or who' may be suckling a child, shall be punished by alteration 
of diet, or by confinement, unless the medical officer shall have pre- 
viously certified in writing that no injury to the health of such pauper 
is rcasotkably to be apprel»ended from the proposed punishment ; and any 
modification dimdnisbing such punishment which the medical officer may 
suggest, shall be adopted by the master. 

Article 135. — No pauper shall be confined between eight o'clock in 
the evening and six o'clock in the morning, without being furnished 
with a bed and bedding suitable to the season, and with the other proper 
conveniences. 

Article 136. — No ehiM under 12 years of age shall he punished by 
confinement in a danrk room, or during the night. 

Article 137. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child, exeept by the schoolmaster or master. 

Article 138. — No corporal punishment shall be indicted on any 
lemale child. 

Article 139. — No corporal punishment shall be infficted oa any male 
child, exeept with a rod or other instrument, such a» mxny have been 
approved of by the Guardians or the Visiting Committee. 

Article 140: --No corporal punishment shall ba^inflictiedon any male 
chiM until two hours slmll have ekpaed from the commisnon of the. 
offence for which such punishment is inflicted.

Article 141- — Whenever any male child is punished hy corporal 
correction, the ipaster and schoolmaster shall (if possible) he both 
present. 

Article 142. — No male child shall be punished by floggings whose age 
may be reasonably supposed to exceed 14 years. 

Article 143. — -The master shall' keep a book, to be furnislied him by 
the Guardians, in the form (O.) hereunto annexed, -in which he shall 
duly enter, — 

Firstly, All eases of refractory or disorderly paupers, whether 
children or adults, Tep<)ffted to the Guardians for their decision 
thereon. 
Secondly, All cases of paupers, whether children or adults, who 
may have been punished without the direction of the Guardians, 
with the particulars of their respective offences and punish- 
ments. 

Article 144. — ^The person who punishes any child with corporal cor- 
rection sbfdl f&rthwith report to the master the particulars of the offence 
and punishment; and the master shall enter the same in the book speci- 
fied in Article 143. . 

Article 14^. — ^Such book shall be laid on the table at every ordinary 
meeting of the Guardians ; and every entry made in such book since the 
last mrdinary meeting shall be read to the Board by the clerk. 

The Guardians shall thereupon, in the first place, give direction as to 
the confinement or other punishment of any refractory or disorderiy pauper 
reported for their decision, and such direction shall be entered on the 
minutes of the proceedings of the day, and a copy thereof shall be 
inserted by the clerk in the book specified in Article 143. 

The Gkiardians, in the second place, shall take into their consideration 
the cases in which punishments are reported to have been already 
inflicted by the master or other officer, and shall require the master to 
bring before them any pauper so punished, who may hsve signified 
a wish to see the Guardiasis. If the Guardians in anv case are of 
opinion that the officer has acted illegally or improperly, such opinion 
shall be entered on the minutes, and shall be communicated to the master, 
and a copy of the minute of such opinion shall be forwarded to the 
Commissioners bv the clerk. 

Article 146. — If any pauper above the age of 14 years unlawfully 
introduce or attempt to introduce any spirituous or fermented liquor 
into the workhouse, or abscond from the workhouse with clothes belonging 
to the Guardians, the master may cause s.uch pauper to be forthwith 
taken before a justice of the peace, to be dealt with according to law. 
And whether he do so or not, he shall report every such case to the 
Guardians at their neiLt ordinary meeting. 

Article HT.-^The master shall cause a legible copy of Articles 127, 
128, 129, 130, and 131 to be kept suspended in the dining-h^ll of the 
workhouse, or irt the room in which th6 inmates usually eat their meals, 
and al«Q ia the Board -room of the Guardians^ 

Y;sxTiNQ Committee. 

Atdde . 14S.*^The Guatdians shall appoint one or naore Visiting 
Corn'mitiees isxaa their own body ; and each of such committees shall. 
careluUy exanme the workhouse or workho^8es ol the Union once > in 
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every week at the least, inspect the last reports of the chaplain and 
medical officer, examine the stores, afford, so far as is practicahle, to the 
inmates an opportunity of making any complaints, and investigate any 
complaints that may he made to them. 

Article 149. — The Visiting Committee shall from time to time write 
such answers* as the facts may warrant to the following queries, which 
are to be printed in a book, entitled the Visitors' Book, to be provided 
by the Guardians, and kept in every workhouse for that purpose, and to 
be submitted regularly to the Guardians at their ordinary meetings: — 
Q, \. Is the workhouse, with its wards, offices, yards and appur- 
tenances, clean and well ventilated in every part ? — and is the 
bedding in proper order ?— if not, state the defect or omission ? 
Q, 2. Do the inmates of the workhouse, of all classes, appear 
clean in their persons, and decent and orderly in their behaviour ; 
and is their clothing regularly changed ? 
Q. 3. Are the inmates of each sex employed and kept at work as 
directed by the Guardians, and is such work unobjectionable in 
its nature? — If any improvement can be suggested in their em- 
ployment, state the same ? 
Q. 4. Are the infirm of each sex properly attended to, according to 

their several conditions ? 
Q. 5. Are the boys and girls in the school properly instructed, as 
required by the regulations of the Commissioners; and is their 
industrial training properly attended to ? 
Q. 6. Are the young children properly nursed and taken care of; 
and do they appear in a clean and healthy state ? — Is [there any 
child not vaccinated ? 
Q. 7. Is regular attendance given by the medical officer ? — Are 
the inmates of the sick wards properly tended? — Are the nurses 
efficient ? — Is there any infectious disease in the workhouse. 
Q. 8. Is there any dangerous lunatic or idiot in the workhouse?. 
<?. 9. Is Divine service regularly performed ? — ^Are prayers re- 
gularly read ? 
Q. 10. Is the established dietary duly observed ? — and are the 

prescribed hours of meals regularly adhered to ? 
Q. 11. Are the provisions and other supplies of the qualities con-» 

tracted for? 
Q. 12. Is the classification properly observed according to Articles 

98 and 99. 
Q. 13. Is any complaint made by any pauper against any officer, 
or in respect of the provisions or accommodation ? — if so, state 
the name of the complainant, and the subject of the complaint* 
Q, 14. Does the present number of inmates in the workhouse ex- 
ceed that fixed by the Poor Law Commissioners P 

Repairs and Alterations of the Workhouse. 

Article 150. — The Guardians shall once at least in every year, and as 
often as may be necessary for cleanliness, cause all the rooms^ wards, 
offices, and privies belonging to the workhouse to be limewashed. 

Article 151. — The Guardians shall cause the workhouse, »Bd all 
its furniture and appurtenances, to be kept in good and substantial repair ; 
and shall, from time to time, remedy without delay any such defect in 
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the repair of the house, its drainage, warmth, or ventilation, or in 
the furniture or fixtures thereof, as may tend to injure the health of the 
inmates. 

Government op the Workhouse by the Guardians. 

Article 152. — ^We do declare, that, subject to the rules and regula* 
tions herein contained, the guidance, government, and control of every 
workhouse, and of the officers, servants, assistants, and paupers witliin 
such workhouse, shall be exercised by the Guardians of the Union. 

APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 

Article 153. — The Guardians shall, whenever it may be requisite, or 
whenever a vacmcy may occur, appoint fit persons to hold the under- 
mentioned offices, and to perform the duties respectively assigned to 
them, namel}', 

1. Clerk to the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Union. 

3. Chaplain. 

4. Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 

5. District Medical Officer. 

6. Master of the Workhouse. 

7. Matron of the Workhouse. 

8. Schoolmaster. 

9. Schoolmistress. 

10. Porter. 

11. Nurse. 

12. Relieving Officer. 

13. Superintendent of Out-door Labour. 

And also such assistants as the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, may deem necessary for the efficient performance of tho 
duties of any of the said offices. 

Article 154. — The officers so appointed to or holding any of the said 
offices, as well as all' persons temporarily discharging the duties of such 
offices, shall respectively perform such duties as may be required of them 
by the rules and regulations of the Commissioners, in force at the time, 
together with all such other duties, conformable with the nature of 
their respective offices, as the Guardians may lawfully require them to 
perform. 

Provided always, that every regulation applying to any officer holding 
his office under this Order, shall apply to any officer of the like 
denomination appointed by the Guardians, although such officer may 
have been appointed before this Order shall have come into force. 

Mode op Appointment. 

Article 155.— Every officer and assistant, to be appointed under this 
Order, shall be appointed by a majority of the Guardians present at u, 
meeting of the Board, consisting of more than three Guardians, or by 
three Guardians if no more be present. Every such appointment shall, 
as soon as the same has been made^ be reported to the Commissioners 
by the clerk. 

Article 156. — No appointment to any of the offices specified in 

u 
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Article 168, shall be made under this Order, unless a notice that the 
question of making such appointment will be brought before the Board 
has been given and entered on the minutes, at one of the two ordinary 
meetings of the Board next preceding the meeting at which the appoint- 
ment is inade, or ubless an advi&rti^enieni giving notice of the considera- 
tion of such appointment shall have appeared in some public paper by 
the direction of the Guardians at least seven days before the day on 
which such appointment is made ; Provided that no such notice or ad- 
vertisement shall be necessary for the appointment of an assistant or 
temporary substitute. 

Article 157.-- ^The Guardians shall not, by advertisement or other 
public notice, printed or written, invite tenders for the supply of medi- 
cines, or for the medical attendance on the paupers of the Union, unless 
such adveirtisement or notice shall specify the district or place for which 
such supply of medicines and such attendance is required, together with 
the amount of salary or other remuneration. 

Article 158. — ^The Guardians may from time td time divide the Union 
into districts for generitl and medical relief, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners ; and on any change in the dividion of the Union into dis- 
tricts for general and medical relief, or in the assignment of relieving 
officers and medical officers to such districts, the clerk shall report every 
such change to the Commissioners ibr their approbation. 

Article 159. — ^Thfe Guardian!^ shall not assign to any medical officer 
a district which exceeds in extent the area of 15,000 statute acres, or 
which contains a population exceeding the number of 15,000 persons, 
according to the then last enumeration of the population published by 
authority of Parliament. 

Article 160. — Provided that if it be impracticable, consistently with 
the proper attendance oh the sick poor, for the Guardians to divide the 
Union into districts containing respectively an area and population less 
than is specified in Article 15d, then and in such case the Guardians 
shall cause a special minute to be made and entered on the usual record 
of their proceedings, stating the reasons which, in their opinion, make it 
necessary to form a district exceeding the said limits, and shall transmit 
a copy of such minute to the Commissioners for their consideration, and 
if the Commissionerfe signify their approval thereof to such Guardians, 
then and in such case, but not otherwise, such Guardians may proceed 
to assign the said district to a medical officer. 

Article 161. — ^Provided also, that the limit of 15,000 statute acres, 
prescribed in Article 159, shall not apply to any medical district situate 
wholly or in part within the principality of Wales ; but no medical dis- 
trict situate wholly or in part within that principality shall be assigned 
to any medical officer residing more than seven miles from any part o£ 
any parish included within such district, unless such district shall have 
been specially sanctioned by the Commissioners in the same manner as 
is directed in Article 160. 

Qualifications of Officers. 

Article 162.<— No person shall hold the office of clerk, treasurer,^ 
master, or relieving officer under this order who has not reached the age 
of 21 years. 

Article 163.*^No person shaUholdtheofficeof.masterof a workhouse, 
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or matron of a workhouse having no master, unless he or she be able to 
keep aecountSh 

Article 164.^^-^No person shall hold the office of relieving officer un- 
less he be able to keep accounts, and unless he reside in the district for 
which he may be appointed to act, devote his whole time to the perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, and abstain from following any ttade or 
profession^ and from entering into any other service. 

Article 165. — No person shall hold the office of nurse who is not able 
to read written directions upon medicines. 

Article 166. — Provided always, that the Guardians may with the con- 
sent of the Commissioners previously obtained, but not otherwise, dis- 
pense with any of the conditions specified in Articles 162, 163, 164, 
and 165. 

Article 167. — No person shall be appointed to the office of master, 
matron, schoolm&ster, schoolmistress, poHer, or relieving officer, under 
this Order, who does not agree to give one month's notice previous to 
resigning the office, or to forfeit one month's amount of salary, to be 
deducted as liquidated damages from the toiount of salary due at the 
time of such resi^ation. 

Article I68.--N0 person shall hold the office of medical officer under 
this Order unless he possess one of the four following qualifications, thai 
is to say, — • 

1 . A diploma or degree as surgeon frpm a Royal College or Univer- 
sity itt England, Scotland, or lireland, together with a degree in . 
medicine &om an University in England, legally authorized to 
grant such degree, or together with a diploma or licence of the 
Royal College of Physicians of London. 

2. A diploma or degree- as surgeon from a Royal College or Uni-; 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, together with a certifi- 
cate to practise as )in apothecary from the Societies of Apothe- 
earies^of London. 

3. A diploma or degree tis surgeon from a Royal College or Uni- 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, such person having 
been in acttal practice as An apothecary on the 1st day of 
August, 1815. 

4. A warrant or commission as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in Her 
M^esty's Navy, or as sutgeon or assistant-surgeon or apothecary 
in Her Majesty^s Army, or as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in th^ 
setvice of the Honourable East India Company, dated previous 
to the Ist' day of August, 1826. 

Article 169. — Provided alway6,that if it be impracticable, consistently 
with the proper attendance on the sick poor, for the Guardians to procure 
a person residing within the district in which he is to act, and duly 
qualified in one of the four modes recited in Article 168, to attend on 
the poor in such district, or that the only person resident within such 
district^ and so- qualified, shall have been dismissed from office by the 
Commissioners, or ■ shall be unfit or incompetent to hold the office of 
medical officet, then and in such case the Guardians shall cause a special 
minute to be made and entered on the usual record of their proceedings, 
stating the reason a which, in their opinion, make it necessary to employ 
a person not qualified, as required by article 168, and shall forthwith 
transmit a copy of such minute to the CGmmisBioners for their conside-

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ration ; and the Commissioners may permit the employment by such 
Guardians of any person duly licensed to practice as a medical man, 
although such person be not qualified in one of the four modes required 
by Article 168. 

Article 170. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, continue in office any medical officer duly licensed 
to practise as a medical man already employed by any such Guardians, 
although such medical officer may not be qualified in one of the four 
modes required by Article 168. 

Article 111. — No person shall hold the office of chaplaia under this 
Order without the consent of the bishop of the diocese to his appointment, 
signified in writing. 

Remuneea^tion of the Officers. 

Article 172. — The Guardians shall pay to the several officers and 
assistants appointed to or holding any office or employment under this 
Order, such salaries or remuneration as the Commissioners may from 
time to time direct or approve. 

Provided that the Guardians, with the appro^al^f the Commissioners^ 
may pay to any officer or person employed by such Guardians a reason- 
able compensation on account of extraordinary services, or other unfore- 
seen circumstances connected with the duties of such officer or person 
or the necessities of the Union 

Article 173. — The salary of every officer, or assistant, appointed to or 
holding any office or employment under this Order, shall be payable up 
to the day on which he ceases to hold such office or employment, and no 
longer. 

Article 174. — If no remuneration or salary be expressly assigned to 
the treasurer, the profit arising from the use of money from time to time 
left in his hands shall be deemed to be the payment of his services. 

Article 175. — An officer who may be suspended, and who may, without 
the previous removal of such suspension, be dismissed by the Commis- 
sioners, shall not be entitled to any salary from the date of such suspension. 

Article 176. — ^The Guardians shall not pay to any officer bound to 
account, to be hereafter appointed, who may have been removed, or who 
may be under suspension from his office, any salary claimed by such 
officer until his accounts shall have been audited by the auditor. \ 

Article 177.— No salary of any district medical officer shall include 
the remuneration for operations and services of the following classes 
performed by such medical officer in that capacity for any out-door pauper, 
but such operations and services shall be paid for by the Guardians, 
according to the rates specified in this Article.

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The above rates shall include the payment for the supply of all kinds 
of apparatus and splints. 

Article 178. — Provided that, except in cases of sudden accident im- 
mediately threatening life no medical officer shall be entitled to receive 
such remuneration for any amputation, unless he shall have obtained at 
his own cost the advice of some member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of London, or some fellow or licentiate of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, before perforniing such amputation, and unless 
he shall also produce to the Guardians a certificate from such member 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, or such fellow or licentiate, stating 
that in his opinion it was right and proper that such amputation should 
be then performed. 

Article 179. — Provided also, that if in any case the patient has not 
survived the operation more than 36 hours, and has not required and 
received several attendances after the operation by the medical officer 
who has performed the same, such medical officer shall be entitled • 
only to one-half of the payments respectively prescribed above. 

Article 180.— Provided also, that if several of the fees specified in 
Article 177, become payable with respect to the same person at the same 
time, and in consequence of the same cause or injury, the medical officer 
shall be entitled only to one of such fees, and if they be unequal to 
the highest. 

Article 181. — In any surgical case, not provided for in Article 177, 
•which has presented peculiar difficulty, or required and received long 
attendance from the district medical officer, the Guardians may make to 
the said medical officer such reasonable extra allowance as they may 
think fit, and the Commissioners may approve. 

Article 182. — In cases in which any medical officer, either for the 
workhouse or a district, shall be called on by order of a person legally 
qualified to make such order, to attend any woman in, or immediately 
after, childbirth, or shall under circumstances of difficulty or danger, 
without any order, visit any such woman actually receiving relief, or 
whom the Guardians may subsequently decide to have been in a desti- 
tute condition, such medical officer shall be paid for his attendance and 
medicines by a sum of not less than 1 0^., nor more than 20^., according 
as the Guardians may agree with such officer. 

Article 183.— Provided that in any special case in which great diffi- 
culty may have occurred in the delivery, or long subsequent attendance 
in respect of some puerperal malady or affection may have been requisite 
any district medical officer shall receive the sum of 2/. 

Security of the Officers. 

Article 184. — Every treasurer, master, matron of a workhouse in 
which there is no master, collector, or relieving officer, every person 
hereafter appointed as clerk, and every other officer whom the Guar- 
dians shall require so to do, shall respectively give a bond conditioned 
for the due and faithful peiformance of the duties of the office, with 
two sufficient sureties, not, in the case of any security to be hereafter 
entered into, being officers of the same Union ; and every officer who 
shall have entered into any such security shall give immediate notice 
to the Guardians of the death, insolvenc^r, or bankruptcy of either of 
such sureties, and shall, when required by the Guardians, produce a 
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eertifi'cate, sigiied by two householders, thf^t his sureties are alive, and 
believed by them to be solvent, and such officer shall supply a fresh 
surety in the place of any such surety vyho may die, or become bankrupt 
or insolvent. 

Article 185. — Provided that the Guardians may, if they think fit, talfe 
the security of any society or company ei^pressly authorized by statute 
to guarantee or secure the faithful discharge of the duties of such 
officers. 

Article 186. — ^Provided ^Iso, that the Guardians may, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, dispense with such security in the case of any 
banking firm acting as treasurer, or in the case of a treasurer being a 
banker or partner of such firm. 

Continuance in Office and Suspension of Officers. —SupplV 

OF Vacancies. 

Article 187.— Every officer appointed to, or holding any office, under 
this Order, other than a pfiedical officer, shsdl continue to bold the same 
until he die, or resign, or be rei^oved by the Commissioners, or be 
proved to be insane, to the satisfaction of the Comi^i^oners. 

Article 188. — Provided always, that every porter, nurse, assistant, pr 
servant may be dismissed by the Guardians without the consent of this 
Commissioners ; but every such dismissal, and the grounds thereof| 
shall be reported to the Commissioners. 

Article 189. — If any master and matron hereafter appointed be husband 
and wife, and one of them should be dismissed by Order of the Con^misr 
sioners, or should otherwise vacate hia or her office, or should die, the 
other or survivor shall, at the expiration of the then current quarteri 
cease to hold his or her office of master or matron, as the case may be. 

Article 190. — No officer of a workhouse who may have been dismissed 
by any order of the Commissioners shall, after such dismissal, remain 
upon the workhouse premises, or enter therein for the purpose of inter- 
fering in the management of such workhouse, unless the Commissioners 
have consented to his subsequent appointment to an office in such 
workhouse, under the provisions of the said ^rst I'ecited Act, or to his 
temporary employment therein. 

Article 191. — Every medical officer, duly appointed, shall unless the 
period for which he is appointed be entered on the minutes of the 
Guardians at the time of making such appointmen^i 9r be acknowledged 
in writing by such medical officer continue in ofjfice uptil he may die pr 
resign, or become legally disqualified to |^old supb offipe, or be removed 
therefrom by the Commissioners. 

Article 192. — The Guardians may at their discretion suspend from 
the discharge of his or her duties any master, matron, schoolmaster, 
schoolmistress, medical officer, relieving officer, or superintendent of out- 
door labour ; and the Guardians shall, ^n case of every tuch suspension, 
forthwith report the same, together with the cfiuse thereof, to tl^ Commis- 
sioners ; and of the Commissioners remove ^he suspensioi) of such officer 
by the Guardians, he or she ^hall forthwith resuine the performance of )ifs 
or her duties. 

Article 193. — ^If any officer pr assistant, appointed to or hplding any 
office or employoient under this Order, be at any tiipe prevented by 
sickness or accident, or other sufficient reason, from the perfori^ance pf 
his duties, the Guardians miay appoint a fit person to act as his tempo** 
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rary Buhstitute, and may pay him a feasoaaUe cdml^eiieatitin for his 
services; and every such appointment shall he reported to the Commis- 
sioners as soon as the qame shall have heen made. 

Article 194. — The vice-chairman, or some Guardian to he appointed 
by the Guardians, may perform ai|y of the duties assigned to the Clerk 
until any vacancy m the office shall have been filled, or until a substitute 
be appointed in the case of the sickne^s^ accident, or absence of the 
clerk. 

Article 195.— When any officer may die, resign, or become legally 
disqualiBed to perform the duties of hi» office, the Guardians shall as 
soon as conveniently may he after such death, resignation or disquali- 
fication, giye notice thereof to the Commissioners, and proceed to make 
a new appointment to the office lo vacant in the manner prefK^ribed by the 
above regulations. 

Article 196. — ^If any officer give notice of an intended rcfignation to 
take effect on a future day, the Guardians may elect a suqcesaor to such 
officer, in conformity with the above regulations, at any time subsequent 
to such notice. 

Article 197.*--'In the case of any medical officer who boldft his office 
for a specified term, the Guardians may provide for th^ continuance of 
such officer, or appoint his successor, within the three calendar n^onths 
next before the expiration of such term. 

Personal Discharge of Duties. 

Article 198.-~In every case pot otherwise provided for by this Order, 
every officer shall perform his duties in person, and shall not intrust the 
same to a deputy, except with the special permission qf the Commis- 
siqners on the application of the Guardians. 

Article 199. — ^Every medical officer shall he bound to visit and attend 
personally, as far as may be practicable, the poor persons intrusted to 
his care, and shall be responsible for the attendance on them. 

Article 200. — Every medical officer shall, as soon as may be after his 
appointment, name to the Guardians some legally qualified medical 
practitioner to whom application for medicine^ or attendance may be 
made, in the case of his absence from home, or otjier hindrance to his 
personal attendance, and who will supply the same at the post of such 
medical officer, and the njime and i^esldence of every medical practi- 
tioner so named shall be forwarded by the plerk tq each relieving 
officer, and to the overseer^ of eypry parisf} iii tl^e d^stript pf such medical 
pfficer. 

DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS.' 

Article 201. — And we do hereby define and specify the duties of the 
several officers appointed to, or holding their offices under, this order, 
and direct the execution thereof to be as follows :-— 

Duties of the Clerk. 

Article 202. — ^The following shall be the duties of the derk : — 

No. 1. To attend all meetings of the Board of Guardians, and to 

keep punetually minutes of the proceedings at every meeting, to 

enter the said minutes in a book, and to submit the same so 

entered to the presiding chairman at the succeeding meeting for 

his signature. 
No. 2. To keep, check| and examine all accounts, bookppf accounts 
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minutes, books, and other documents as required of him by the 
regulations of the Commissioners^ or relating to the business of 
the Guardians, and from time to time to produce all such books 
and documents, together with the necessary vouchers, and the 
bonds of any officers, with any certificates relating thereto, which 
may be in his custody, to the auditor of the Union, at the place 
of audit, and at the time and in such manner as may be required 
by the regulations of the Commissioners. 

No. 3. To peruse and conduct the correspondence of the Guardians 
according to their directions, and to preserve the same, as well as 
all Orders of the Commissioners, and letters received, together 
with copies of all letters sent, and all letters, books^ papers, and 
documents belonging to the Union, or intrusted to him by the 
Guardians, and to make all necessary copies thereof. 

Ko. 4. To prepare all written contracts and agreements to be 
entered into by any parties with the Ghiardians, and to see that 
the same are duly executed, and to prepare all bonds or other 
securities to be given by any of the officers of the Union, and 
to see that the same are duly executed by such officers and 
their sureties. 

No. 5. To receive all requisitions of Guardians for extraordinary 
meetings, and to summon such meetings accordingly ; and to 
make, sign, and send all notices required to be given to the 
Guardians by this or any other Order of the Commissioners. 

No. 6. To countersign all orders legally made by the Guardians on 
overseers for the payment of money, and all orders legally drawn 
by the Guardians upon the treasurer. 

No. 7. To ascertain, before every ordinary meeting of the Board, the 
balance due to or from the Union, in account with the treasurer, 
and to enter the same in the minute book. 

No. 8. At the first meeting of the Guardians in each quarter, to 
lay before the Guardians, or some Committee appointed by them, 
the non-setiled poor account, and the non-resident poor account, 
posted in his ledger to the end of the preceding quarter, and to 
take the directions of the Guardians respecting the remittance of 
checks or post office orders to the Guardians of any other Union 
or parish, or the transmission of accounts due from other Unions 
or parishes, and requests for payment. 

No. 9. Within 14 days from the close of each quarter, to transmit 
by post all accounts of relief administered in the course of the 
preceding quarter to non-settled poor to the Guardians of the 
Unions and parishes on account of which such relief was given ; 
and to state in every account so transmitted the names and 
classes of the several paupers to whom the relief in question has 
been administered. 

No. 10. To communicate to the several officers and persons engaged 
in the administration of relief within the Union all Orders and 
Directions of the Commissioners, or of the Guardians, and so 
far as may be, to give the instructions requisite for the prompt 
and correct execution of all such Orders and Directions, tfnd 
to report to the Guardians any neglect or failure therein which 
may come to his knowledge. 

No. 1 1 , To conduct all applications by or on behalf of the Guardians 
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to any justice or juBtices at their Special, Petty, or General 
SesaioDB : and if he he an attorney or solicitor, to perform and 
execute all legal husiness connected with the Union, or in which 
the Guardians shall be engaged, except prosecutions at the assizes, 
actions at law, suits in equity, or parliamentary business, without 
charge for anything beyond disbursements. 

No. 12. To prepare and transmit all reports, answers, or returns, 
as to any question or matter connected with or relating to the 
administration of the Laws for the Relief of the Poor in the Union, 
or to any other business of the Union, which are required by the 
regulations of the Commissioners, or which the Commissioners, 
or any Assistant Commissioner, may lawfully require from him. 

No 13. To conduct duly and impartially, and in strict conformity 
with the regulations in force at the time, the annual or any other 
election of Guardians. 

No 14. To observe and execute all lawful orders and directions of 
the Guardians applicable to his office. 

Duties op thk Treasurer of the Union. 

Article 203. — ^The following shall be the duties of the Treasurer of 
the Union: — 

No 1. To receive all monies tendered to be paid to the Guardians, 

and to place the same to their credit. 
No. 2. To pay out of any monies for the time being in his hands be- 
longing to the Guardians all orders for money which shall be 
drawn upon him, in conformity with Article 84, when the same 
shall be presented at the house or usual place of business of the 
treasurer, and within the usual hours of business. 
No. 3. To keep an account, under the proper dates, of all monies 
received and paid by him as such treasurer, to balance the same 
at Lady-day and Michaelmas in every year, and to render an 
account of such monies to the Guardians, when required by them 
to do so. 
No. 4. Whenever there are not funds belonging to the Guardians 
in his hands as Treasurer of the Union, to report in writing the 
fact of such deficiency to the Commissioners. 
No. 5. To submit a proper account, together with the bonds of any 
officers which may be in his custody, to the auditor at the place 
of audit, and at the time and in such manner as may be required 
by the regulations of the Commissioners. 
No 6. To receive the monies payable to him as Treasurer of the 
Union, under any Act of Parliament or other authority of law. 
Article 204.*— Provided that the regulations in Article 203 shall not 
be applicable to cases in which the Governor and Company of the Bank 
of England may act as Treasurer of the Union or Bankers to the Guar- 
dians. 

Duties of a Medical Officer. 

Article 205. — ^The following shall be the duties of every medical o^cer 
appointed by the Guardians, whether he be the medical officer for a 
workhouse or for a district : — 

No. 1. Toeive to the Guardians, when required, any reasonable in- 
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formation respecting the case of any pauper wtio is or has been 
under his care : to make any such written report relative to any 
sickness prevalent among the paupers under his care, as the Guar- 
dians or the Commissioners may require of him ; and to attend 
any meeting of the Bo^rd of Guardians when requested by them 
to do so. 

No. 2. To give a certificate respecting children whom it is proposed 
to apprentice, in conformity with Articles 59 and 61. 

No. 3. To give a certificate under his hand in every case to the 
Guardians^ or the relieving officer, or the pauper on whom he is 
attending, of the sickness of such pauper or other cause of his 
attendance, when required to do so. 

No 4. In keeping the book^ prescribed by this Order, to employ, 
so far as is practicable, the terms used or rfscommended in the 
regulations and statistical nosology issued by the Registrar- 
General ; and also to show when the visit or attendance made or 
given to any pauper was made or given by any person employed 
by himself. 

Duties of a District ]VIedical Officer. 

Article 206. — ^The following shall be the duties of a district medical 
officpr: — 

No. 1. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor persons re- 
quiring medical attendance whithin the district of the Union 
assigned to him, and according to his agreement to supply the 
requisite ipedicines to such persons, whenever he may be lawfully 
required to furnish such attendance pr inedicines by a written or 
printed order pf the Guardians, pf of a relieving officer of the 
Union, or pf an overseer. 

No. 2. On the exhibition to himpf aticket.accprdii^g to Article 76, 
and on application made on behalf of the party to whom such 
ticket was given, to afford such medical attendance and inedicines 
as he would be bound to supply if he had received in each case 
an order from the Guardian^ to afford such attendapce and medi- 
cines. 

No. 3. To inform the relievii^g officer of any popr person whom he 
may attend without an order. 

No. 4. To jnake a reti^rn to the Quardians at each ordinary meeting, 
iu a book prepared according to the form marked (P.) hereunto 
annexed, and to insert therein the date of every attendance, and 
the other particulars i^equired by such form, in conformity with 
Article 205, No. 4. 

Provided, however, that the medical officer may, with the consent of 
the Guardians* put nqt otherwise, make the entries which he i^ 
directe4 to make in such book on detached sheets of paper, ac- 
cording to the same form, and cause the same to be Uid before 
the Guardians at every ordinary meeting, instead of such book ; 
and the Guardians shall, in that case, cause such sheets to be bound 
up at the end of the year. 

Duties of the Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 

Article 207.— The fpllowipg shall be the duties of the medical officer 
for the workhouse : — 
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No 1. To attend at the workhouse at the periodi fixed by the Guar- 
dians, and also when sent for by the master or matron. 

No. 2. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor persons in the 

. workhouse requiring medical attendance, and according to his 
agreement to supply the requisite medicines to such persons. 

No. 3. To examine the stale of the paupers on their admission into 
the workhouse, and to give the requisite directions to the master 
according to Articles 91 and 92. 

No. 4. To give directions and make suggestions as to the diet, 
classification, and treatment of the sick paupers, and paupers of 
unsound mind, and to report to the Guardians any pauper of un- 
sound mind in the workhouse whom he may deem to be dangerous, 
or fit to be sent to a lunatic asylum. 

No. 5. To give all necessary instruction as to the diet or treatment 
of children and women stickling children, and to vaccinate such 
of the children as may require vaccination. 

No. 6. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect in the diet, 
drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other arrangements of the work- 
house, or any excess in the number of any class of inmates, which 
he may deem to be detrimental to the health of the inmates. 

No. 9. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect which he 
may observe in the arrangements of the infirmary, and in the per- 
formance of their duties by the nurses of the sick. 

No. 8. To make a return to the Guardians, at each ordinary meeting, 
in a book prepared according to the form (Q.) hereunto annexed, 
and to insert therein the date of every attendance, in conformity 
with Article 905, and the other particulars required by such form 
to be inserted by the medical officer, and to enter in such return 
the death of every pauper who shall die in the workhouse, together 
with the apparent cause thereof^ 

No. 9. To enter in the commencement of such book, according to 
the form marked (B«) hereunto annexed the proper dietary for 
the sick paupers in the house in so many different scales as he 
shall deem expedient. 

PUTIES OF THE MA9T^fi* 

Article 208,— The following shall be the duties of the master ; — 

No. 1. To admit paupers into the workhouse, in obedience to the 
orders specified iu Article 88, and also every person applying for 
admission who may appear to him to require relief through any 
sudd^ or urgent qecessity, and to cause every pauper, upon ad- 
mission, to be examined by the inedical officer, as is directed in 
Article 91* 

No. 2» To cause every male pauper above the age of seven years, 
upon admission, to be searched, cleansed and clothed, and to be 
placed in the proper ward* 

No. 3. To enforce industry, order, punctuality, and cleanliness, 
and the observance of all regulations for the government of the 
workhouse by the paupers, and by the several officers, assistants, 
and servants therein* 

No. 4. To read prayers to the paupers before breakfast and after 
supper every dav, or cause prayers to be read, according to Ar- 
ticle 124. - ' 
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No. 5. To cause the paupers to be inspected^ and theirnames called 
over, in conformity with Article 103, in order that it may be 
seen that each individual is clean and in a proper state. 

No. 6. To provide for and enforce the employment of the able- 
bodied adult pauplers, during the hours of labour ; to assist in 
training the youths in such employment as will best fit them for 
gaining their own living ; to keep the partially disabled paupers 
occupied to the extent of their ability ; and to allow none who 
are capable of (employment to be idle at any time. 

No. 7. To visit the sleeping wards of the male paupers at eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and see that such wards have 
been all duly cleansed and are properly ventilated. 

No. 8. To see that the meals of the paupers are duly provided, 
dressed and served, according to the directions in Articles 104 and 
10,7, and to superintend the distribution of the food. 

No. 9. To say, or cause to be said, grace before and after, meals. 

No. 1 0. To visit all the wards of the male paupers before nine o'clock 
every night in winter, and ten o'clock in summer, and see that 
all the male paupers are in bed, and that all fires and lights therein 
are extinguished, except so far as may be necessary for the sick. 

No. 11. To receive from the porter the keys of the workhouse 
at nine o'clock every night, and to deliver them to him again at 
six o'clock every morning, or at such hours as shall from time 
to time be fixed by the Guardians. 

No. 12. To see that the male paupers are properly clothed, and 
that their clothes are kept in proper repair. 

No. 13. To cause the birth of every child bom in the workhouse 
to be registered by the Registrar of Births and Deaths within 
the space of one week after such child shall have been born ; and 
also to enter such birth in a register kept according to form (S.) 
hereunto annexed. 

No 14. To send for the medical officer in case any pauper is taken 
ill, or becomes insane, and to take care that all sick and insane 
paupers are duly visited by the medical officer, and are provided 
with such medicines and attendance, diet, and other necessaries, 
as the medical officer or the Guardians direct, and to apprise the 
nearest relation in the workhouse of the sickness of any pauper, 
and, in the case of dangerous sickness, to send for the chaplain 
and any relative or friend of the pauper resident within a reason- 
able distance, whom the pauper may desire to see. 

No. 15. To take care that no pauper at the approach of death 
shall be left unattended either during the day or the night. 

No. 16. To give immediate information of the death of any pauper 
in the workhouse to the medical officer, and to the nearest rela- 
tions of the deceased who may be known to him, and who may 
reside within a reasonable distance; and if the body be not 
removed within a reasonable time, to provide for the interment 
thereof. 

No. 17. When requisite, to cduse the death of every pauper dying 
in the workhouse to be duly registered by the Registrar of Births 
and Deaths within five days after the day of such death ; and also 
to enter such death in a register kept according to form (T.) 
hereunto annexed. 
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No. 18. To deliver an inventory of the clothes and other property 
of any pauper who may have died in the workhouse, to the 
Guardians at their next ordinary meeting. 

No. 19. To keep such portion of the Workhouse Medical Relief 
Book prescribed in this Order as is assigned to him, in the form 
marked (Q.)* ^^'^ ^^ \i^^ all books or accounts which he is, or 
hereafter may be, by any Order of the Commissioners, directed 
and required to keep, to allow the same to be constantly open 
to the inspection of any of the Ghiardians of the Union, and 
to submit the same to the Guardians at their ordinary meetings. 

No. 20. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary meeting, 
an estimate of such provisions and other articles as are required 
for the use of the workhouse, and to receive and execute the di- 
rections of the Guardians thereupon. 

No. 21. To receive all provisions and other articles purchased or 
procured for the use of the workhouse, and before placing them 
in store to examine and compare them with the bills of parcels 
or invoices severally relating thereto ; and after having proved the 
accuracy of such bills or invoices, to authenticate the same wilh 
his signature, and submit them to the Guardians at their next 
ordinary meeting. 

No. 22. To receive and take charge of all provisions, clothing, 
linen, and other articles belonging to the' workhouse, or confided 
to his care by the Guardians and issue the same to the matron, 
or other persons as may be required. 

No. 23. To report tp the Guardians from time to time, the names 
of such children as the schoolmaster may recommend as fit to 
put out to service, or other employment, and to take the neces- 
sary steps for carrying into effect the directions of the Guardians 
thereon. 

No. 24. To take care that the wards, rooms, larder, kitchen, and 
all other offices of the workhouse, and all the utensils and furni- 
ture thereof, be kept clean and in good order ; and as often as 
any defect in the same, or in the state of the workhouse, shall 
occur, to report the same in writing to the Guardians at their 
next ordinary meeting. 

No. 25. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary meeting, a 
report of the number of the inmates in the workhouse according 
to the form (U.) hereunto annei^ed. 

No. 26. To bring before the Visiting Committee or the Guardians, 
any pauper inmate desirous of making a complaint or application 
to the Guardians. 

No. 27. To report forthwith to the medical officer and to the 
Guardians, in writing, all cases in which any restraint or com- 
pulsion may have been used towards any pauper inmate of unsound 
mind in the workhouse. 

No. 28. To keep a book, in which he shall enter all his written 
reports to the Guardians or to the medical officer, and to lay the 
same before the Guardians at every ordinary meeting. 

No. 29. To inform the Visiting Committee and the Guardians of 
the state of the workhouse in every department, and to report in 
writing to the Guardians, any negligence or other misconduct on 
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the pan of any of the subordinate ofRcersor setvants of the esta- 
blishment ; and generally to observe and fulfil all lawful orders 
and directions of the Guardians suitable to his office. 

Article 209. The master shall not, except in case of necessity, purchase 
oi: procure any articles for the use of the workhouse, tior order any 
alterations or repairs of i^ny part of the premises, or of the furniture or 
other articles belonging thereto, nor pay aiiy moneys on account of the 
workhouse, or of the Union, without the authority of the Guardians, nor 
fipply any articles belonging to the Guardians, to purposes other than 
those authorized or approved of by such Guardians. 

DuttEs OF THE Matron. 

Article 210, — The following shall be the duties of the matron; — 

No. 1. In the absence Of the master, or during his inability to act, 
to act as his substitute in the admission of paupers into the 
workhouse, according to Articles 88 and 208, Nos. 1 and 2, aiid 
to cause every pauper upon such admission to be examined by 
the medical officer, as is directed in Article 91. 

No. 2. . To cause the pauper children under the age of seven years, 
and the female paupers, to be searched, cleansed, and clothed 
upon their admission, and to be placed in their proper wards. 

No. 3. To provide for and enforce the employment of the able- 
bodied female paupers during the hours oi labour, and to keep 
the partially disabled female paupers occupied to the extent of 
their ability, and to assist the schoolmistress in training Up the 
children so as best to fit them for service. 

No. 4. To call over the names of the paupers as is directed in Article 
103, to inspect their persons, and see that each individual is 
clean. 

No. bk To visit the sleeping wards ^ of the female paupers at 
11 o'clock of the forenoon of every day, and to see that such 
wards have been all duly cleansed and are properly venti- 
lated. 

No. 6. To visit all the wards of the females and children every 
night before 9 o'clock, and to ascertain that all the paupers 
in such wards are in bed, and all fires and lights not necessary 
for the sick, or for women suckling their children, therein extin- 
guished. 

No. 7. To pay particular attention to the moral conduct and orderly 
behaviour of the females and children, and to see that they are 
clean and decent in their dress and persons. 

No. 8. To superintend and give the necessary directions for Hiaking 
and mending the linen and clothing supplied to the male paupers 
and all the clothing supplied to the female paupers and children 
and to take care that all such. clothing be properly numbered 
and marked on the inside with the name of the Union. 

No. 9. To see that every pauper in the workhouse has clean linen 
and stockings once a week, and that all the beds and bedding be 
kept in a elean and wholesome state. 

No. 10* To take chaise of the linen and stockings for the use of 
the paupers, and the other linen in use in the workhouse and 
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, to ajpply the same to such purposes as shall be authorized or 

approyed of by the Guardians^ and to no other. 
No. 11. To superintend and give the necessary directions con- 
cerning the washing* drying, and getting up of the linen, stock- 
ings, tod blankets, and to see that the same be not dried in the 
sleeping wards, or in the sick wards. 
No. 12. To take proper care of the children and sick paupers^ and 
to provide the proper diet for the same, and for women suckling 
infants, and to furnish them with such changes of clothes and 
linen as may be necessary. 
No. 13. To assist the master in the general management and super- 
intendence of the workhouse smd especially in—- 

Enforcing the observailice of good order, cleanliness, punc- 
tuality, industry, and decency of demeanour among the 
piBittperS;-^ 
Cleansing And ventilating the isleeping wards and the dining- 

hall, and all other parts of the premises ; 
I^lacing in store and taking charge of the provisions, clothing, 
linen, and other articles belonging to the Union. 
No. 14. When requested by the porter in pursuance of Article 
214, No. 5, to search aby female entering or leaving the work- 
house under the circumstances described in that Article. 
No. 15. To report to the master any negligence or other miscon^ 
duct on the part of any of the female officers, o^ servants of the 
establishment, or any case in which restraint or compulsion 
may have be^ used towards any female inmate of unsound 
mind. 
No. 16. And goierally to obsnve and fulfil all lawful orders and 
directions of the Guardians suitable to her office. 

Duties of the Chaplain. 

Article 2ll. The following shall be the duties Of the chaplain:^ — 
No. 1. To read prayers and preach a sermon to the paupers and 
Other inmates of the workhouse on every Sunday, and on Good 
Friday and Christmas day, unless the Guardians with the consent 
of the Commissioners may otherVvise direct. 
No. 2. To examine the children, and to catechise such as belong to 
the Church of England, at least once in every month, and to make 
A I'ecord of the 6am6, and state the dates of his attendance, 
the general progrebd and cdi^dition of the bhildk'en, and the moral 
and religious state of the inmates generally, in a book to be kept 
for that ptii^ose, to be laid before the Guardians at their next 
* ordinary meeting, and to be termed " The Chaplain's Repott," 

Nok d. Tb visit the sick paupers, and to administer religious 
consolation to them in the workhouse, at such periods as the 
Guatdians may appoint, and when Applied to for that purpose by 
ihe master or matron. 

1)UTIES.0F THE SCHOOLMASTER AND ScHOOLllISTRESS. 

Article 212. The following shall be the duties of the schoolmaster 
aiid sehoolttiistress for the workhouse, or either of them :-^ . 

No^ 1. To instruct the. boys and girb acc<^ding to the directions 
in Article 114. 
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No. 2. To regulate the discipline and arrangements of the school, 
and the industrial and moral training of the children, subject to 
the direction of the Guardians. 

No. 3. To accompany the children when they quit the workhouse 
for exercise, or for attendance at public worship, unless the Guar- 
dians shall otherwise direct. 

No. 4. To keep the children clean in their persons, and orderly 
and decorous in their conduct. 

No. 5. To assist the master or matron respectively in maintaining 
due subordination in the workhouse. 

Duties of a Nurse. 
Article 213. The following shall be the duties of a nurse for the 
workhouse : — 

No. 1. To attend upon the sick in the sick and lying-in wards, and 
to administer to them all medicines and medical applications, 
according to the directions of the medical officer. 
No. 2. To inform the medical officer of any defects which may be 

observed in the arrangements of the sick or lying-in ward. 
No. 3. To take care that a light is kept at night in the sick ward. 

Duties of the Porter. 
Article 214. The following shall be the duties of the porter of the 
workhouse : — 

No. I. To keep the gate, and to prevent any person not being an 
officer of the workhouse or of the Union, an Assistant Poor J jaw 
Commissioner, or any person authorized by law, or by the Com- 
missioners, or Guardians, from entering into or going out of the 
house without the leave of the master or matron. 

No. 2. To keep a book in which he shall enter the name and business 
of every officer or other person who shall go into the workhouse, 
and the name of every officer or other person who shall go out 
thereof, together with the time of such officer's or person's going 
in or out. 

No. 3. To receive all paupers who apply or present themselves for 
admission, in conformity with Article 88, and if the master and 
matron be both absent, to place such paupers in the receiving 
ward until the master or/ matron return. 

No. 4. To examine all parcels and goods before they are received 
into the workhouse, and prevent the admission of any spirituous 
or fermented liquors, or other articles contrary to any of the re- 
gulations contained in this order, or otherwise contrary to law. 

No. 5. To search any male pauper entering or leaving the work- 
house whom he may suspect of having possession of any spirits 
or other prohibited articles, and to require any other person 
entering the workhouse, whom he may suspect of having posses- 
sion of any such spirits or prohibited articles, to satisfy him 
to the contrary before he permit such person to be admitted, and 
in the case of any female, to cause the matron to be called for 
the purpose of searching her, if necessary. 

No. 6. To examine all parcels taken by any pauper out of the work'- 
house, and to prevent the undue removal of any article from the 
premises. 
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No. 7. To lock all the outer doors, and take the keys to the master 
at 9 o'clock every, night, and to receive them back from him every 
morning at 6 o'clock, or at such hours as shall from time to time 
be fixed by the Guardians; and if any application for admission 
to the workhouse be made after the keys shall have been so taken 
to the master, to apprise the master forthwith of such application. 

No, 8. To assist the master and matron in preserving order, and in 
enforcing obedience and due subordination in the workhouse. 

No. 9. To inform the master of all things affecting the security 
and order of the workhouse, and to obey all lawful directions of 
the master or matron, and of the Guardians, suitable to his office. 

Duties of a Relieving Officer. 

Article 215. — The following shall be the duties of a relieving officer : — 

No. 1 . To attend all ordinary meetings of the Guardians, and to 
attend all other meetings when summoned by the clerk. 

No. 2. To receive all applications for relief made to him within his 
district, or relating to any parish situated within his district, and 
forthwith to examine into the circumstances of every case by 
visiting the house of the applicant (if situated within his district), 
and by making all necessary inquiries into the state of health, the 
ability to work, the condition and family, and the means of such 
applicant, and to repoit the result of such inquiries in the pre- 
scribed form to the Guardians at their next ordinary meeting ; and 
also to visit from time to time, as requisite, all paupers receiving 
relief, and to report concerning the same as the Guardians may 
direct. 

No. 3. In any case of sickness or accident requiring relief by 
medical attendance, to procure such attendance, by giving an order 
on the district medical officer, in the form (V.) hereunto annexed, 
or by such other means as the urgency of the case may require. 

No. 4. To ascertain from time to time from the district medical 
officer the names of any poor persons whom such medical officer 
may have attended or supplied with medicines, without having 
received an order from himself to that effect. 

No. 5. In every case of a poor person receiving medical relief, as 
soon as may be, and from time to time afterwards, to visit the 
house of such person, and until the next ordinary meeting of the 
Guardians to supply such relief (not being in money), as the case 
on his own view, or on the certificate of the district medical officer, 
may seem to require. 

No. 6. In every case of sudden or urgent necessity to afford such 
relief to the destitute person as may be requisite, either by giving 
such person an order of admission into the workhouse, and con- 
veying him thjereto if necessary, or by affording him relief out of 
the workhouse, provided that the same be not given in money, 
whether such destitute person be settled in any parish comprised 
in the Union or not. 

No. 7. To report to the Guardians, at their next ordinary meeting, 
all cases reported to him by an overseer, in conformity with 
Article 218, and to obey the directions of the Guardians with 
reference to the relief administered in such cases.

No. 8. To perform the duties with respect to pauper apprentices 

prescribed by Articles 60, 61, and 62. 
No. 9. To give all reasonable aid and assistance, at the request of any 
other relieving officer of the Union, by examining into the case of 
any applicant for relief, or administering relief to any pauper 
whose name has been entered on the books of such other relieving 
officer, and who may be within his own district. 
No. 10. Duly and punctually to supply the weekly allowances of all 
paupers belonging to his district, or being within the same, and 
to pay or administer the relief of all paupers within his district to 
the amount and in the manner in which he may have been law- 
fully ordered by the Guardians to pay or administer the same. 
No. 11. To visit, relieve, and otherwise attend to non-settled poor, 
being within his district, according to the directions of the Guar- 
dians, whose officer he is, and in no other way, subject always to 
the obligation imposed on him in cases of sudden or urgent ne- 
cessity. 
No. 12. To set apart one or more pages in his out-door relief list, 
in which he shall duly and punctually enter up the payments 
made by authority of his own fioard of Guardians to non- settled 
poor, and to take credit for such payments in his Receipt and 
Expenditure Book. 
No. 13. To present his weekly accounts to the clerk for his inspec- 
tion and authentication before every ordinary meeting of the 
Guardians, and to the Guardians, at such meeting, for their ap- 
proval. 
No. 14. To submit to the auditor of the Union all his books, accounts, 
and vouchers, at the place of audit, and at such time, and in such 
manner, as may be required by the regulations of the Commis- 
sioners. 
No. 15. To assist the clerk in conducting and completing the annual 
or other election of Guardians, according to the regulations of the 
Commissioners. 
No. 16. To observe and execute all lawful orders and directions of 
the Guardians applicable to his office. 
Article 216. — The relieving officer shall in no case take credit in his 
accounts, or enter as paid or given by way of relief, any money or other 
articles which have not been paid or given previously to the taking of 
such credit, or the making of such entry ; and he shall not take credit in 
such accounts for any money paid to any tradesman or other person with- 
out producing, at the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, a bill from 
such tradesman or person with voucher of payment. 

Duties of a Superintendent of Out- Door Labour. 

Article 217. — ^The duties of a superintendent of out-door labour shall 
be to superintend any able-bodied paupers, not inmates of the workhouse, 
who may beset to work by the Guardians, to take care that they perform 
the work respectively assigned to them, and to report truly to the Gruar- 
dians respecting the performance of such work. 

RECEIPT AND PAYMENT OF MONEY BY OFFICERS. 
Article 218.— No clerk, relieving officer, master, or other officer ap- 
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pointed to or holding any office under this Order, shall, directly, or in- 
directly, receive or bargain to receive any gratuity, per centage, or allow- 
ance of any kind with reference to any contract with the Guardians, or 
in respect of any payment made or to be made for goods supplied or work 
executed according to the order of such Guardians or on their behalf. 

Article 219. — No clerk shall, directly or indirectly, cause to be paid to 
himself, or shall pay away on his own account, or for his own benefit, 
any cheque drawn by the Guardians and made payable to any person other 
than himself. 

Article 220. — Every clerk receiving any cheque or money from the 
Guardians on account of any other party, shall transmit the same within 
14 days to the proper persons, and shall produce the receipt or acknow- 
ledgment for the same at the next ordinary meeting after the same has 
come to his hands. 

Article 221. — Every officer of the Union who may receive money on 
behalf of the Guardians thereof shall forthwith pay the same into the 
hands of the treasurer of the Union to the credit of the Guardians, not- 
withstanding that any salary or balance may be due from the Union to 
such officer. 

Article 222. — No relieving officer, or other officer of any Guardians, 
nor any assistant overseer or collector, shall receive money for the relief 
of any non-settled pauper on behalf of any officer, or of the Guardians, 
of any other parish or Union, or shall constitute himself in any way the 
agent of any officer or Guardians of such other parish or Union, except 
as is provided in this Order. 

Article 223. — If any money be transmitted to any officer contrary to 
the provisions of this Order, such officer shall forthwith pay such money 
into the hands of the treasurer of the Union, whose officer he is, and 
shall report to the Guardians, at their next meeting, the fact that such 
money has been so received and paid, and shall make a true entry accord- 
ingly in his accounts. 

EXPLANATION OF TERMS. 

iirticle 224. — ^Whenever the word "parish" is used in this Order it 
shall be taken to include any place maintaining its ow^n poor, whether 
parochial or extra-parochial. 

Article 225. — Whenever the word "overseer" is used in this Order 
it shall be taken to include any person acting, or legally bound to act, 
in the discharge of any of the duties usually performed by overseers of 
the poor, so far as such duties are referred to in this Order. 

Article 226. — ^Whenever the word " Commissioners " is used in this 
Order it shall be taken to mean the Poor Law Commissioners. 

Article 221. — Whenever the word " medicines '* is used in this Order 
it shall be taken to include all medical and surgical appliances ; when- 
ever the words " medical attendance" are used in this Order they shall 
be taken to include surgical attendance ; and whenever the words ** medi- 
cal relief" are used in this Order they shall be taken to include relief 
by surgical as well as medical attendance. 

Article 228. — Whenever the words*' medical' officer" are used in this 
Order they shall be taken to include any person duly licensed as a medi- 
cal man, who may have contracted or agreed with any Guardians for the 
supply of medicines or for medical attendance. 

E 2 
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Article 229. — Whenever the words " clerk, master, or matron," are 
used in this Order they shall be taken to mean the clerk to the Guardians, 
and the master or matron of the workhouse respectively. 

Article 230. — ^The term " non-resident poor " in this Order shall be 
taken to mean all paupers in receipt of relief allowed on account of any 
Union in relation to which the term is used, but not residing therein. 

Article 231.— The term "non-settled poor" in this Order shall be 
taken to mean all paupers residing in the Union in relation to which 
the term is used, but to whom relief is allowed on account of some parish 
or Union other than that in which they reside. 

Article 232. — ^Whenever in describing any person or party, matter or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include, and shall 
be applied to, several persons or parties as well as one person or party ; 
and females as well as males, and several matters or things, as well as 
one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be something in the subject 
or context repugnant to such construction. 

Article 233. — ^Whenever in this Order any Article is referred to by 
its number, the Article of this Order bearing that number shall be token 
to be signified thereby.

GENERAL ORDER issued to Unions relating to Expenses of Elec- 
tions of Guardians. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in 

the schedules hereunto annexed ; — 
To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor of the several 

parishes comprised in the said several Unions ; — 
To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held 

for the division or divisions in which the said several Unions are 

situate ; — 
And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby, under the authority of 
an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
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William the Fourth, intituled, " An Act for the Amendment and hetter 
Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales,'* 
re&cind all such of the provisions contained in any Order or Orders under 
the hands and seal of the Poor Law Cothmissioners as direct the pay- 
ment of expenses to he incurred in the election of Guardians of the Poor 
for the several parishes comprised in the several Unions named in the 
schedules hereunto annexed. 

And whereas hy a General Order under the hands and seal of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, bearing even date herewith, addressed to the Guar- 
dians of the Poor of the said several Unions, the said Commissioners 
have (amongst other things) prescribed the manner of conducting the 
future election of Guardians of the Poor for the several parishes com- 
prised in the said Unions ; and it is expedient that provision should be 
made for the payment of the expenses to be incurred in such elections. 

Now, therefore, we, the said Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby order 
and direct in regard theretb, with reference to each of the said Unions 
named in the said schedules as follows : — That the expenses of every 
future election of Guardians of the Poor of the several parishes comprised 
in the said Unions shall be defrayed by the Guardians of the said Unions 
in the manner herinafter set forth ; that is to say, 

Article 1. — ^The cost of providing the several forms marked (A.), 
(D.), and (E0» contained in the said Order, being the Notice of 
Election, the Notice to the Guardians elected, and the Certificate 
of the Election, shall be defrayed out of the common fund of the 
Union. 
Article 2. — The cost of providing the form marked (C.) contained 
in the said Order, being the Voting Paper, shall be defrayed out 
of the funds in the possession of the said Guardians belonging 
to the respective parishes to which the Voting Papers shall 
relate. 
Article 3. — The compensation which shall be paid to the clerk, or 
to the person appointed under the authority of the said recited 
Order to act as such in the performance of the duties thereby 
prescribed, shall include the remuneration of the persons who 
may have been appointed or employed to assist him in conduct- 
ing and completing the election, and shall, in respect of the seve- 
ral Unions named in the following schedule marked (A.), be 
^ such sum, not exceeding 10/., as the Guardians shall determine ; 
and shall, in respect of the several Unions named in the following 
schedule marked (B.), be such sum, not exceeding 15/., as the 
Guardians shall determine ; and such sums respectively shall be 
defrayed out of the common fund of the Unions. 
Article 4. — ^And in the case of every contested election, one farthing 
per head on the population of the parish in which the contest 
shall have taken place, if the population shall be more than 500, 
and one halfpenny per head on the population of the parish in 
which the contest shall have taken place,, if the population be 
not more than 500, shall be paid to the said clerk or other person 
as aforesaid in addition to such compensation, and shjill be 
defrayed out of the funds in the possession of the said Guardians 
belonging to such parish. And for the purpose of ascertaining 
the last-mentioned sums, the population of the parish shall be 
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taken to be as stated in the Census which at the time of such 
election shall have been last made under the authority of any Act 
of Parliament. 

And we do hereby declare, that whenever the word " parish " is used 
in this Order, it shall be taken to signify any place in the Union sepa- 
rately maintaining its own poor.

CIRCULAR LETTER from the Poor Law Commissioners relating 
to the foregoing Orders. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset House, 
Sir, J«/y 26,1847. 

I AM directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to state, that they 
have deemed it advisable to consolidate the various regulations which 
they have issued in general rules to the Guardians of the several Unions 
in England, in relation to the election, proceedings and duties of Guar- 
dians, the apprenticeship of poor children, the regulation and government 
of workhouses, the administrationof medical relief, and the relief to non- 
settled poor, and the appointment and duties of officers. 

The Commissioners have carefully rc-considered these regulations, and 
have made such alterations and additions as their experience has induced 
them to consider necessary or beneficial ; but though some few omissions 
and modifications of former provisions will be found in the present Order, 
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it will be perceived that the Commissioners have not introduced any 
extensive or material change. 

The whole of the provisions relating to those subjects are now incor- 
porated in one Order, and will be thus readily accessible to the parties 
upon whom they are obligatory, or who may have occasion to refer to 
them. 

The Commissioners desire me to state that the present Order does not 
supersede the General Order lately issued relating to accounts, or that 
which prohibits out-door relief to able-bodied poor persons in those Unions 
in which the latter Order is in force. 

A copy of the Order, now issued, was forwarded by the Commissioners 
on the 24th day of July instant, to the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, and will not therefore, according to the provision of the 16th 
section of the Poor Law Amendment Act, come into operation until the 
3rd day of September next. 

The Commissioners transmit herewith a copy of the Order for the 
Guardians, six additional copies for their use, and a copy for yourself^ and 
have caused copies to be sent to the different officers to whom the Order 
relates.

No. 4. 
CONSOLIDATED GENERAL ORDER issued to Single Parishes. 

To THE Guardians of the Poor of the several Parishes and Town- 
ship named in Schedule hereunto annexed ; — 

To the Churchwardens and Overseers of the said several Parishes 
and Township ; — 

To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held for 
the Division or Divisions in which the said Parishes and Town- 
ship are situate ; — 

And to all others whom it may concern. 

We the Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the authorities 
vested in us by an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of His late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled " An Act for the Amende 
'' ment and better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
** England and Wales ^^^ and by all other Acts amending the same, do 
hereby rescind every Order, whether Greneral or Special, heretofore 
issued by the Poor Law Commissioners to the Parishes and Township 
named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, which relates to the several 
subjects herein provided for, except so far as the same may have related 
to the apprenticeship of any poor person not yet completed, or may have 
required or authorized the appointment of any officer, or the giving of 
any security, or the making of any contract not yet executed, or the 
making of any orders by the Guardians for contributions and payments 
not yet obeyed, or may have defined the salaries of any officers, or have 
prescribed the districts within which the duties of any officer shall be 
performed, or may have provided for the class of paupers or their num- 
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ber to be received into any particular workhouse, or may have made 
special provisions in respect of the administration of medical relief and 
the payment of the salaries or fees of medical officers, or may have pro- 
vided tor the election of Guardians in any case where such election shall 
not have been completed when this Order shall come into force, and 
except the Oriers regulating the mode of election of Guardians in the 
Parishes of St. Mary Lambeth and Stoke upon-Trent, and the Township 
of Leeds. 

And we do hereby Order, Direct, and Declare, with respect to each of 
the said Parishes and Township, as follows : — 

ELECTION OF GUARDIANS. 

Article 1. — The overseers of the parish shall, before the 26th day of 
March in every year, distinguish in the rate-book the name of every rate- 
payer in the parish who has been rated to the relief of the poor for the 
whole year immediately preceding the said day, and has paid the poor 
rates made and assessed upon him for the period of one whole year, 
except those which have heen made or become due within the six months 
immediately preceding the said day. 

Article 2. — ^The clerk shall at every future annual election of Guar- 
dians perform the duties hereby imposed upon him, and all other duties 
suitable to his office which it may be requisite for him to perform in 
conducting and completing such election ; and in case the office of clerk 
shall be vacant at the time when any duty relative to such election is 
imposed on the clerk by this Order, or in case the clerk, from illness or 
other sufficient cause, shall be unable to discharge such duties, the 
Guardians shall appoint some person to perform such of the said duties 
as then remain to be performed, and the person so appointed shall per- 
form such duties. 

Article 3. — The Guardians shall, before or during every such election, 
appoint a competent number of persons to assist the clerk in conducting 
and completing the election in conformity with this Order ; but if the 
Guardians do not make such appointment within the requisite time, the 
clerk shall take such measures for securing the necessary assistance as 
he may deem advisable. 

Article 4. — The persons appointed under Article 3 shall obey all the 
directions relative to the conduct of the election, which may be given by 
the clerk for the execution of this Order. 

Article 5. — ^The overseers of the parish and every officer having the 
custody of the poor-rate books of the parish, shall attend the clerk at 
such times as he shall require their attendance, until the completion of 
the election of Guardians, and shall, if required by him, produce to him 
such rate-books, and the registers of owners and proxies. 

Article 6.— The clerk shall prepare and sign a notice, which may be 
in the Form marked (A.) hereunto annexed, and which shall contain 
the following particulars: — 

Ist. The number of Guardians to be elected for the parish. 
2nd. The qualification of Guardians. 

3rd. The persons by whom, and the places where, the nomination 
papers in respect of the parish are to be received, and the last 
day on which they are to be sent. 
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4th. The mode of voting in case of a contest, and the days on which 
the voting papers will be delivered and collected. 

5th. The time and place for the examination and casting up the 
votes. 

And the clerk shall cause such notice to be published on or before the 
15th day of March, in the following tnantier r*:^ — 

1st. A printed copy of such notice shall be affixed on the principal 
external gate or door of every workhouse in the parish, and shall 
from time to time be renewed, if necessary, until the 9th day of 
April. 
2nd. Printed copies of such notice shall likewise be affixed on such 
places in the parish as are ordinarily made use of for affixing 
thereon notices of parochial business. 

Provided that whenever the day appointed in this Order for the per- 
formance of any act relating to or connected with the election of Guar* 
dians shall be a Sunday or Good Friday, such act shall be performed on 
the day next following, and each subsequent proceeding shall be post- 
poned one day. 

Article 7. — Any person entitled to vote in the parish, may nominate 
for the office of Guardian thereof, himself or any other person or number 
of persons (not exceeding the number of Guardians to be elected for such 
parish), provided that the person or persons so nominated be legally 
qualified to be elected for that office. 

Article 8. — Every nomination shall be in writing in the Form marked 
(B.) hereunto annexed, and be signed by one person only, as the party 
nominating, and shall be sent after the 14th and on or before the 26th 
day of March, to the clerk, or to such person or persons as may have 
been appointed to receive the same, and the clerk, or such person or 
persons, shall, on the receipt thereof, mark thereon the date of its receipt 
and also a number according to the order of its receipt ; provided that 
no nomination sent before the 15th or after the said 26th day of March 
shall be vahd. 

Article 9. — ^If the number of the persons nominated for the office of 
Guardian for the parish shall be the same as, or less than, the number 
of Guardians to be elected for such parish, such persons, if duly quali- 
fied, shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish for the 
ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the clerk under his hand 
as hereinafter provided iu Article 22, 

Article 10. — But if the number of the duly qualified persons nominated 
for the office of Guardian for the parish shall exceed the number of 
Guardians to be elected therein, the clerk shall cause voting papers, in 
the form marked (C.) hereunto annexed, to be prepared and filled up, 
and shall insert therein the names of all the persons nominated, in the 
order in which the nomination papers were received, but it shall not be 
necessary to insert more than once the name of any person nominated. 

Article 11. — The clerk shall on the 5th day of April cause one of 
such voting papers to be delivered by the persons appointed for that pur- 
pose, to the address in the parish of each ratepayer, owner, and proxy 
qualified to vote therein. 

Article 12. — If the clerk consider that any person nominated is not 
duly qualified to be a Guardian, he shall state in the voting paper the 
fact that such person has been nominated, but that he considers such 
person not to be duly qualified. 
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Article 13. — If any person put in nomination for the office of Guar- 
dian shall tender to the officer conducting the election his refusal, in 
writing, to serve such office, and if in consequence of such refusal the 
numher of persons nominated for the office of Guardian for the parish 
shall be the same as, or less than, the number of Guardians to be elected 
for such parish, all or so many of the remaining candidates as shall be 
duly qualified shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians for such parish 
for the ensuing year, and shall be certified as such by the clerk under 
his hand, as hereinafter provided in Article 22. 

Article 14. — Each voter shall write his initials in [the voting paper 
delivered to him against the name or names of the person or persons 
(not exceeding the number of Guardians to be elected in the parish) for 
whom he intends to vote, and shall sign such voting paper ; and when 
any person votes as a proxy, he shall in like manner write his own 
initials and sign his own name, and state also, in writing, the name of the 
person for whom he is proxy. 

Article 15. — ^Provided that, if any voter cannot write, he shall affix 
his mark at the foot of the voting paper in the presence of a witness, 
who shall attest the affixing thereof, and shall write the name of the 
voter i^ainst such mark, as well as the initials of such voter against the 
name of every candidate for whom the voter intends to vote. 

Article 16. — If the initials of the voter be written against the names 
of more persons than are to be elected Guardians for the parish, or if the 
voter do not sign or affix his mark to the voting paper, or if his mark be 
not duly attested, or his name be not duly written by the witness, or if 
a proxy do not sign his own name, and state in writing the name of the 
person for whom he is proxy, such voter shall be omitted in the calcula- 
tion of votes. 

Article 17. — ^The clerk shall cause the voting papers to be collected on 
the 7th day of April, by the persons appointed or employed for that pur- 
pose, in such manner as he shall direct. 

Article 18. — No voting paper shall be received or admitted, unless 
the same have been delivered at the address in the parish of the voter, 
and collected by the persons appointed or employed for that purpose, 
except as is provided in Article 19. 

Article 19. — Provided that every person qualified to vote, who shall 
not on the 5th day of April have received a voting paper, shall on appli- 
cation before the 8th day of April to the clerk at his office, be entitled 
to receive a voting paper, and to fill up the same in the presence of the ' 
clerk, and then and there to deliver the same to him. 

Article 20. — Provided also, that in case any voting paper duly 
delivered shall not have been collected through the default <^ the clerk, 
or the persons appointed or employed for that purpose, the voter in per- 
son may deliver the same to the clerk before 12 o'clock at noon on the 
8th day of April. 

Article 21. — The clerk shall, on the 9th day of April, and on as 
many days immediately succeeding as may be necessary, attend at the 
Board-^room of the Guardians of the parish, and ascertain the validity of 
the votes, by an examination of the rate-books, and the registers of 
owners and proxies, and such other documents 9A he may think 
necessary, and by examining such persons as he may see fit ; and he 
shall cast up such of the votes as he shall find to be valid, and to have 
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been duly given, collected or received, and ascertain the number of such 
votes for each candidate. 

Article 22. — The candidates, to the number of Guardians to be elected 
for the parish, who being duly qualified shall have obtained the greatest 
number of votes, shall be deemed to be the elected Guardians, for the 
parish, and shall be certified as such by the clerk under his hand. 

Article 23. — ^The clerk, when he shall have ascertained that any can- 
didate is duly elected as Guardian, shall notify the fact of his having 
been so elected, by delivering or sending, or causing to be delivered or 
sent, to him a notice in the Form (D.) hereunto onnezed. 

Article 24. — ^The clerk shall make a list containing the names of the 
candidates, together with (in case of a contest) the number of votes 
given for each, and the names of the elected Guardians, in the Form 
marked (E.) hereunto annexed, and shall sign and certify the same, and 
shall deliver such list, together with all the nomination and voting papers 
which he shall have received, to the Guardians of the parish at their next 
meeting, who shall preserve the same for a period of not less than two 
years. 

Article 25. — The clerk shall cause copies of such list to be printed, 
and shall deliver or send, or cause to be delivered or sent, one or more 
of such copies to the overseers of the parish. 

Article 2Q, — The overseers shall affix, or cause to be affixed copies 
of such list, at the usual places for affixing in the parish notices of paro- 
chial business. 

Article 27. — In case of the decease, necessary absence, refusal, or 
disqualification to act, during the proceedings of the election, of the 
clerk or any other person appointed or employed to act in respect of 
such election, the delivery of the nominations, voting papers, or other 
documents to the successor of the clerk or person so dying, absenting 
himself, refusing or disqualified to act, shall, notwithstanding the terms 
of any notice issued, be as valid and effectual i^s if they had been 
delivered to such clerk or person. 

Meetings op the Guaroians. 

Article 28. — ^The Guardians shall upon the day of the week, and at 
the time of day and at the place already appointed for holding the or- 
dinary meetings, hold an ordinary meeting once at the least in every week 
for the execution of their duties ; and may, when they think fit, change 
the period, time, and place of such ordinary meeting, with the consent 
of the Commissioners previously obtained. 

Article 29. — ^The Guardians shall at the first meeting after the 15th 
day of April, elect out of the whole number of Guardians a Chairman 
and a Vice-Chairman, who, provided they be Guardians at the time, 
shall continue respectively to act as such Chairman and Vice- Chairman 
for the year next ensuing. 

Article 30. — The Guardians at any time may elect two Vice-Chair- 
men, and if such Vice-Chairmen be appointed at the same time, the 
Guardians shall determine their precedence; according to which prece- 
dence one of the said Vice-Chairmen shall thenceforth preside and act 
as in the case when only one Vice-Chairman is elected. 

Article 31. — If a Chairman or a Vice-Chairman cease to be a Guar- 
dian, or refuse, or become incapable, to act as Chairman or Vice-Chair- 
man before the expiration of the term of office, the Guardians shall, within 
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one month after the occurrence of the vacancy, refusal, or incapacity, 
elect some other Guardian to be Chairman or Vice-Chairman, as the 

case may be. 

Article 32. — Whereas no act of any meeting of the Guardians will be 
valid unless three Guardians be present and concur therein ; if three 
Guardians be not present at any meeting, the clerk shall make ai;i entry 
of that fact in the minute-book, and the time for holding such meeting 
shall be deemed to have expired as soon as the said entry shall have 
been made. But one hour at least shall be allowed to elapse from the 
time fixed for the commencement of the meeting, before such entry 
shall be made. 

Article 33. — If three or four or more Guardians be present at any 
ordinary meeting, such three, or the majority of such four or more 
Guardians, may adjourn the same to the day of the next ordinary meet- 
ing, or to some other day previous to the next ordinary meeting. 

Article 34. — An extraordinary meeting of the Guardians may be sum- 
moned to be held at any time, upon the requisition of any two Guardians, 
addressed to the clerk. Every such requisition shall be made in 
writing, in the Form (F.) hereunto annexed, and no business, other 
than the business specified in the said requisition, shall be transacted 
at such extraordinary meeting. 

Article 35. — Notice of every change in the period, time, or place of 
holding any meeting, and notice of the adjournment of any meeting, 
and notice of every extraordinary meeting, shall be given in writing to 
every Guardian. Every such notice shall be respectively in the Forms 
(G.), {H.)j and (I.), hereunto annexed, and shall be given or sent by 
the clerk to every Guardian, or left at his place of abode two days, 
if practicable, before the day appointed for the meeting to which it relates. 

Article 36. — If any case of emergency arise, requiring that a meeting 
of the Guardians should immediately take place, they, or any three of 
them, may meet at the ordinary place of meeting, and take such case 
into consideration, and may make an order thereon. 

Proceedings of the Guardians. 

Article 37. — ^At every meeting the Chairman, or in hia absence a 
Vice-Chairman, shall preside, but if at the commencement of any meet- 
ing the Chairman and Vice-Chairman or Vice-Chairmen be absent, the 
Guardians present shall elect one of themselves to preside at such meeting 
as Chairman thereof, until the Chairman or Vice-Chairman take the chair. 

Article 38. — Every question at any meeting consisting* of more than 
three Guardians shall be determined by a majority of the votes of the 
Guardians present thereat, and voting on the question, and when there 
shall be an equal number of votes on any question, such question shall 
be deemed to have been lost. 

Article 39. — ^No resolution agreed to or adopted by the Guardians 
shall be rescinded or altered by them, unless some Guardian shall have 
given to the Board seven days notice of a motion to rescind or alter 
such resolution, which notice shall be forthwith entered on the minutes 
by the clerk. Provided always, that this regulation shall not extend to 
I any resolution which immediately concerns the allowance of relief to any 
person or the punishment of any pauper, or to any resolution which the 
Commissioners may request the Guardians to re-consider or amend, or 
to any question of emergency. 
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Article 40. — ^The Guardians may, from time to time (as occasion may 
require), appoint a Committee to consider and report on any special 
subject, and such Committee may meet at such times and places as to 
them may seem convenient ; but no act or decision of any such Com- 
mittee shall of itself be deemed to be the act of the Guardians. 

Article 41. — ^At every ordinary meeting of the Guardians, the business 
shall, as far as may be convenient, be conducted in the following 
order ; — 

Firstly. — ^The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and of any other 
meeting which may have been held since such ordinary meeting, 
shall be read to the Guardians ; and, in order that such minutes 
may be recognized as a record of the acts of the Guardians at • 
their last meeting, they shall be signed by the Chairman pre- 
siding at the meeting at which such minutes are read, and an 
entry of the same having been so read shall be made in the 
minutes of the day when read. 

Secondly. — ^The Guardians shall dispose of such business as may 
arise out of the minutes so read, and shall give the necessary 
directions thereon. 

Thirdly. — ^They shall proceed to give the necessary directions 
respecting all applications for relief made since the last ordinary 
meeting, and also respecting the amount and nature of relief to be 
given and continued to the paupers then in the receipt of relief, 
until the next ordinary meeting, or for such other time as such 
relief may be deemed to be necessary. 

Fourthly. — ^They shall hear and consider any application for relief 
which may be then made, and determine thereon. 

Fifthly. — They shall read the report of the state of the workhouse 
or workhouses, examine all books and accounts relative to the 
relief of the paupers of the parish, and give all needful directions 
concerning the management and discipline of the said workhouse 
or workhouses, and the providing of furniture and stores and 
other articles. 

Sixthly. — ^They shall examine the treasurer's account, and shall, 
when necessary, make orders on the overseers, or other proper 
authorities of the parish for providing such sums as may be 
lawfully required by the Guardians on account of the parish. 

Seventhly. — ^They shall transact any such business as may not fall 
within any of the above classes. 

Article 42. — When the Guardians have allowed relief in the workhouse 
to any applicant, a written or printed order for his admission therein, 
signed by the clerk, shall be forthwith delivered to the applicant, or to 
any person on his behalf. 

Article 43 — ^When the Guardians have allowed out-door relief, in 
money or kind, to any applicant, the particulars of such relief shall be 
entered, by the proper relieving officer, in a ticket according to Form 
(K.) hereunto annexed, and such ticket shall be delivered by him to the 
applicant, or to some person on his behalf. 

Contracts of thb Guardians. 
Article 44. — All contracts to be entered into oil behalf of the parish 
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relating to the maintenance, clothing, lodging, employment, or relief of 
the poor, or for any other purpose relating to or connected with the 
general management of the poor, shall be made and entered into by the 
Guardians. 

Article 45. — The Guardians shall require tenders to be made in some 
sealed paper for the supply of all provisions, fuel, clothing, furniture, or 
other goods or materials, the consumption of which may be estimated, 
one month with another, to exceed 10/. per month, and of all provisions, 
fuel, clothing, furniture, or other goods or materials, the cost of which 
may be reasonably estimated to exceed 50/. in a single sum, and shall 
purchase the same upon contracts to be entered into after the receipt of 
such tenders. 

Article 46. — ^Any work or repairs to be executed in the workhouse, or 
the premises connected with the workhouse, or any fixtures to be put up 
therein, which may respectively be reasonably estimated to exceed the 
cost of 50/. in one sum, shall be contracted for by the Guardians, on 
sealed tenders, in the manner prescribed in Articles 45 and 47. 

Article 47. — Notice of the nature and conditions of the contract to be 
entered into, of the estimated amount of the articles required, of the last 
day on which tenders will be received, and the day on which the tenders 
will be opened, shall be given in some newspaper circulating in the 
parish not less than 10 days previous to the last day on which such 
tenders are to be received ; and no tender shall be opened by the clerk, 
or any Guardian, or other person, prior to the day specified in such 
notice, or otherwise than at a meeting of the said Guardians. 

Article 48. — When any tender is accepted, the party making the 
tender shall, in pursuance of these regulations, enter into a contract, in 
writing, with the Guardians, containing the terms, conditions, and 
stipulations mutually agreed upon ; and whenever the Guardians deem 
it advisable, the party contracting shall find one or more surety or 
sureties, who shall enter into a bond conditioned for the due performance 
of the contract, or shall otherwise secure the same. 

Article 49. — Provided always, that if, from the peculiar nature of any 
provisions, fuel, clothing, furniture, goods, materials, or fixtures to be 
supplied, or of any work or repairs to be executed, it shall appear to the 
Guardians, desirable that a specific person or persons be employed to 
supply or execute the same, without requiring sealed tenders as herein- 
before directed, it shall be lawful for such Guardians, with the consent 
of the Commissioners first obtained, to enter into a contract with' the 
said person or persons, and to require such sureties and securities as are 
specified in Article 48. , 

Article 50. — Every contract to be hereafter made by any Guardians 
shall contain a stipulation requiring the contractor to send in his bill or 
account of the sum due to him for goods or work on or before some day 
to be named in the contract. 

Article 51. — ^The Guardians shall ^Ji some day or days, not being 
more than 21 days after the end of each quarter, for the attendance of 
contractors and tradesmen, or their authorized agents; and the clerk 
shall notify such day to every contractor or tradesman to whom money 
may be due, or to his agent, or he shall, under the direction of the 
Guardians, cause the same to be advertised in some newspaper. 
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APPRENTICESHIP OF PAUPER CHILDREN. 

Parties. 
Article 52. — -T^To child under the age of 9 years, and no child (other 
than a deaf and dumb child) who cannot read and ^rite his own name^ 
shall be bound apprentice by the Guardians. 

Article 53. — No child shall be so bound to a person'who is not a 
housekeeper, or assessed to the poor-rate in his own name ; — 

Or who is a journeyman, or a person not carrying on trade or 

business on his own account ; 
Or who is under the age of 21 ; 
Or who is a married woman. 

» 

The Prebiium. 

Article 54. — No premium, other than clothing for the apprentice, 
shall be given upon the binding of any person above the age of 16 years, 
unless such person be maimed, deformed, or suffering from some per^ 
manent bodily infirmity, such as may render him unfit for certain trades 
or sorts of work. 

Article 55. — Where any premium is given, it shall in part consist of 
clothes supplied to the apprentice at the commencement of the binding, 
and in part of money, one moiety whereof shall be paid to the master at 
the binding, and the residue at the termination of the first year of the 
binding. 

Term. 
Article 56. — No apprentice shall be bound by the Guardians for 
more than eight years. 

Consent. 

Article 57 • — No person above 14 years of age shall be so bound 
without his consent. 

And no child under the age of 16 years shall be so bound without the 
consent of the father of such child % or if the father be dead, or be dis- 
qualified to give such consent, as hereinafter provided, or if such child 
be a bastardy without the consent of the mother, if living, of such 
child. 

Provided, that where such parent is transported beyond the seas, or is 
in custody of the law, having been convicted of some felony, or for the 
space of six calendar months before the time of executing the indenture 
has deserted such child, or for such space of time has been in the service 
of Her Majesty or of the East India Company in any place out of the 
United Kingdom, such parent, if the father, shall be deemed to be dis- 
qualified as hereinbefore stated, and if it be the mother, no such consent 
shall be required- 

Pla.ce of Service. 

Article 58. — ^No child shall be bound to a master whose place of 
basiness, whereat the child is to work and live, is distant more than 80 
miles from the place in which the child is residing at the time of the 
proposed binding, or at the time of his being sent on trial to such 
master ; 

Unless, in any particular case, the Commissioners shall, on application 
to them, otherwise permit. 
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Preliminaries to the Binding. 

Article 59. — If the child whom it is proposed to bind apprentice be 
in the workhouse, and under the age of 14 years, the Guardians shall 
require a certificate, in writing, from the medical officer of the workhouse 
as to the fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of such child to 
be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and shall also ascertain from 
the master of the workhouse the capacity of the child for such binding 
in other respects. 

Article 60. — If the child be not in the workhouse, but in the parish 
by the Guardians of which it is proposed that he shall be bound, the 
relieving officer of the district in which the child is residing shall 
examine into the circumstances of the case, the condition of the child, 
and of his parents, if any, and the residence of the proposed master, the 
nature of his trade, the number of other apprentices, if any, then bound 
to him, and generally as to the fitness of the particular binding, and shall 
report the result of his inquiry to the Guardians. 

Article 61. — If in any case within article 60 the Guardians think 
proper to proceed with the binding, they shall, when the child is under 
the age of 14 years, direct the relieving officer to take the child to the 
medical officer of the district to be examined as to his fitness in respect 
of bodily healih and strength for the proposed trade or business ; and 
jsuch medical officer shall certify, in writing, according to his judgment 
in the matter, which certificate shall be produced by the said relieving 
officer to the next meeting of the Guardians. 

Article 62. — If the child be not residing within the parish, the 
Guardians who propose to bind him shall not proceed to do so unless 
they receive such a report as is required in Article 60 from the relieving 
officer of the district in which such child is residing, and a certificate 
from some medical man practising in the neighbourhood of the child's 
residence to the effect required in Article 61. 

Article 63. — When it is proposed to give a premium other than 
clothing upon the binding of any person above the age of 16 years, the 
Guardians shall require a certificate, in writing, from some medical 
practitioner, certifying that the person is maimed, deformed, or disabled^ 
to the extent specified in such Article, and shall cause a copy of such 
certificate to be entered on their minutes before they proceed to execute 
the indenture. 

Article 64. — ^When such certificate, as is required by Articles 59, 61, 
62, and 63, is received, or in case from the age of the child no such 
certificate is required, the Guardians shall direct that the child and the 
proposed master, or some person on his behalf, and in case the child be 
under the age of 16, that the parent or person in whose custody such 
child shall be then living attend some meeting of the Board to be then 
appointed. 

Article 65. — At such meeting, if such parties appear, the Guardians 
shall examine into the circumstances of the case ; and if, after making 
all due inquiries, and hearing the objections (if any be made) on the part 
of the relatives or friends of such child, they deem it proper that the 
binding be eflfected, they may forthwith cttuse the indenture to )be pre- 
pared, and, if the master be present, to be executed : but if he be not 
present, they shall cause the same to be transmitted to him for execution ; 
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and when executed by liim, and returned to the Guardians, the same 
shall be executed by the latter, and shall be signed by the child, as pro- 
vided in Article 67* 

Article 66. — If the proposed master reside out of the parish, but in 
some Union or other parish under a Board of Guardians, whether formed 
under the provisions of the said recited Act, or of the Act of the 22iid 
year of the reign of King George the Third, intituled ** An Act for the 
better Relief and Employment of the Poor," or of any local Act, the 
Guardians shall, before proceeding to effect the binding, communicate, 
in writing, the proposal to the Guardians of such Union or parish, and 
request to be informed whether such binding is open to any objection ; 
and if no objection be reported by such Guardians within the space of 
one calendar month, or if the objection does not appear to the Guardians 
proposing to bind the child to be sufficient to prevent the binding, the 
same may be proceeded with ; and when the indenture shall have been 
executed, the clerk to the Guardians who executed the same shall send 
notice thereof in writing to the Guardians of the Union or parish wherein 
the said apprentice is to reside. 

Indenture. 

Article 67.-^The indenture shall be executed in duplicate by the 
master and the Guardians, and shall not be valid unless signed by the 
proposed apprentice with his name, or if deaf and dumb with his mark, 
in the presence of the said Guardians ; and the consent of the parent 
where requisite shall be testified by such parent signing with his name 
or mark, to be properly attested, at the foot of the said indenture ; and 
where such consent is dispensed with under Article 57, the cause of such 
dispensation shall be stated at the foot of the indenture by the clerk. 

Article 68. — ^The name of the place or places at which the apprentice 
is to work and live shall be inserted in the indenture. 

Article 69. — One part of such indenture, when executed, shall be kept 
by the Guardians, the other shall be delivered to the master. 

Duties of the Master of a Pauper Apprentice. 

Article 70. — And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the master to 
whom such poor child may be apprenticed, and the terms and conditions 
to be inserted in the said indenture, to be as follows: — 

ITo. 1. The master shall teach the child the trade, business, or em- 
ployment set forth in the indenture, unless the Guardians author- 
ize the substitution of another trade, business or. employment. 

No. 2. He shall maintain the said child with proper food and nourish- 
ment. 

No. 3. He shall provide a proper lodging for the said child* 

No. 4. He shall supply the said child with proper clothing" during the 
term of the binding, together with the necessary provision of linen. 

No. 5. He shall, in case the said child be affected with any disease 
or sickness, or meet with any accident, procure, at his own cost, 
adequate medical or surgical assistance, from some duly qualified 
medical man, for such child. 

No. 6. He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause the child to 
attend some place of divine worship, if there be any such within 
a reasonable distance, according to the religious persuasion in which 
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tbe child ban been brought up ; so, however^ thi^t no child Bhall 
be required by the master to attend apy place of worship to whiph 
his parents or surviving parent may object, nor, when he shall bq 
above the age of 16, any place to which he himself may object. 

No. 7. Where such parents or parent, or next of kin desire it, he 
^hall allow the said child to attend any Sunday or other school 
which shall he situated within the sam^. parish, or within two 
miles distapc^ from h\^ residence, on eyery Sunday, anct? if th^re 
be no such school which such child can attend, he shall, at some 
reasonable hpur on every Sunday, allo\^ any minister of the reli- 
gious persuasion of the child to have access to i^uch child for the 
purpose of imparting religious instruction. 

No. 8. Where the apprentice continues boqnd after the age of 19 
years, the master shall, in every case where the Guardians require 
him so to do, pay to such apprentice, for and in respect of every 
week that he duly and properly serves the said master, as a re- 
muneration, a sum to be inserted in the indenture, qr to he agreed 
upon by the Guardians and the said m^tQr when that time arrives, 
or, if they cannot agree, to be settled by some person to be then 
chosen by the said master and such Guardians, and, until such 
sum be agreed upon or settled, not lesv than one-fourth of the 
amount then commonly paid as wages to journeymen in the said 
trade, business, or employment. 

No. 9. The master shall, himself or by his agent, produce t^he appren- 
tice to the Gusfrdians by whom such apprentice was hound at their 
ordinary meeting next preceding the end of the first year of the 
binding, and before the receipt of the remainder of the premium, 
if any be due, and shall in like manner produce the said appren- 
tice at some one of their ordinary meetings, to be held ttt or about 
the middle of the term, and whenever afterwards required to dq 
so by the said Guardians : Provided, that if the said parish shall 
at any time ailer the execution of the said indenture be comprised 
in any Union, the child shall be produced at such times to the 
Guardians of such Union instead of the Giiardians^of the parish : 
Provided also, that if the apprentice reside out of the parish by the 
Guardians whereof hewas bound, the apprentice shall be produced, 
as hereinbefore directed, to the* Guardians of the Union or other 
parish, as described in Article 66, in which the apprentice may be 
residing. 

No. 10. The master shall not cause the said apprentice to work or 

I live more than ten miles from the place or places mentioned in 

the indenture, according to Article 68, without the leave of the 

Guardians so binding him, to be given under their common seal : 

Provided, that such Guardians may in such licence so to be given 

under their common seal, by express words to that effect, if they 

think (it, authorize the master, at any time during the residue of 

the term of the apprenticeship^ to change the place of the abode 

or service of the apprentice, without any further application to 

them or their successors. 

Article 71. — ^These duties of the master set forth in Article 70, shall 

be enforced by covenants and conditions to be inserted in the indenture 

to be executed by him. 
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Article 72. — The master shall ajso covenanti uncler ^ penalty to be 
specified in the covenant, not to ^ssign or cancel the indenture, without 
the consent of the Guardians, under their common seal, previously 
obtained, and to pay to the said Guardians all costs anC| expenses that 
they may incur in consequence of the said apprentice not being supplied 
with medical or surgical assistance bj the i^aaster, in case the same shall 
be at any time requisite. 

Article 73. — ^Tbe indenture shall be ma^e subject to the following 
provisoes : — 

No. 1. That if the waster take the benefit of any Act for the relief 
of insolvent debtors, or be (^ischa^ged under any such Act, such 
indenture shall forthwith become of no fui^'ther force or eflfect. 
Np. 2. That if, on a conviction for $l breach oj* any one of the afore- 
said covenants and conditions before i^ justice of the peace, the 
Guardians who may be parties to the said indenture declare by a 
resolution that the indenture is determined, and transmit a copy 
of such resolution, under the hand of their clerk, by the post or 
otherwise, to the said master, such indenture shall, except in 
respect of all rights and liabilities then accrued, forthwith become 
of no further force or epect. 
Article 74. — Nothing contained in this Order shall apply to the ap- 
prenticing of poor children to the ^ea seryice. 

MODE OF OBTAINING MEDICAL RELIEF BY 
PERMANEIST PAUPERS. 

Article 75.— The Guardians shall, onc^ at least in ^very year, cause 
to be prepared by the clerk or relieving ofiicers a list of all such aged and 
infirm persons, and persons permanently sick or disabled as may be 
actually receiving relief from such Guardiaps, and residing within the 
district of each medical officer of the parish, and shall from tim^ to Jime 
furnish to each district medical officer a copy of the list aforesaid. 

Article 76. — Every person whose name is inserted in such list shall 
receive a ticket in the Form (L.) hereunto annexed, and shall be entitled, 
on the exhibition of such ticket to the medical officer of his district, to 
obtain such advice, attendance, and piedicines as his case may require, 
in the same manner as if he had received an order from the puardians, 
and such ticket shall remain in force for the time specified therein, 
unless such person shall cease to be in the receipt of reUpf |)efore (be 
expiration of such tifne. 

RELIEF OF NON-SETTLED AND NON-RESIDENT POOR. 

Article 77. — If any Board of Guardians undertake to administer relief 
allowed to a non-settled pauper living within the parish for which they 
act, on behalf of the officers or of the Board of Guardians, of the other 
parish or Union in which such pauper is deemed to be settled, every such 
undertaking shall be made in conformity with the rules and regulations 
of the Commissioners in force at the time. 

Article 78. — No money shall be transmitted to any Guardians, or to 
any officer of the parish, to be applied to the relief of any non-resident 
pauper, except in conformity with the provisions of this Order. 

G 2 
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Article *]9* — ^No money shall be paid on account of any non-resident ^ 
pauper to the Guardians or to the officer of any Union or other parish in 
which the relief is administered by a Board of Guardians, except in one 
of the three following ways : — 

No. 1. By post-office order payable to the treasurer of the Union or 
other parish to the account of which the money is to be paid, or 
to the banker of such treasurer. 
No. 2. By cheque or order payable to the treasurer of such parish 

or Union, or to his order. 
No. 3. By cheque payable to bearer (where the same may lawfully 
be drawn) and crossed as payable through the treasurer of such 
parish or Union, or his banker, or through the agent of such 
treasurer or banker ; and every such cheque shall be so crossed 
by the clerk before it is signed by the presiding chairman. 
Article 80. — Every account for relief duly administered to non-resident 
poor shall be discharged by the Guardians, within two calendar months 
from the receipt of such account by the transmission of the amount due, 
in one of the modes prescribed in Article 79. 

ORDERS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS AND PAYMENTS. 

Article 8l. — The clerk shall, four weeks at least before the ?5th 
day of March and the 29th day of September respectively in each year, 
refer to and ascertain the cost to the parish for the maintenance ,of the 
poor, and other charges, incurred in the half of the last year, corre- 
sponding to the half year next coming, and shall estimate, as near as may 
be, any extraordinary charges to which the parish may be liable in the 
coming half-year, and he shall also estimate the probable balance due to 
or from the parish at the end of the current half-year, and shall then pre- 
pare the orders on the overseers of the parish for the sums which, upon 
such computation, it shall appear necessary for them to contribute to the 
expenses of the parish for the coming half-year ; and the orders so pre- 
pared shall be laid before the Guardians for their Consideration, three 
weeks at least before the expiration of the current half-year. 

Article 82. — ^The Guardians shall make orders on the overseers, or 
other proper authorities of the parish, from time to time, for the pay- 
ment to the Guardians of all such suras as may be required by them for 
the relief of the poor of the parish, and for any other expenses charge- 
able by the Guardians on the parish ; and in such orders the contributions 
shall be directed to be paid in one sum, or by instalments, on days spe- 
cified, as to the Guardians may seem (it. 

Article 83. — Every such order shall be made according to the Form 
(M.) hereunto annexed. It shall be signed by the presiding chairman 
of the meeting, and two other Guardians present thereat, and shall be 
countersigned by the clerk. 

Article 84. — The Guardians shall pay every sum greater than 5^. by 
an order, which shall be drawn upon the treasurer of the parish, and 
shall be signed by the presiding chairman and two other Guardians at a 
meeting, and shall be countersigned by the clerk. 

Article 85. — The Guardians shall examine at their Board, or shall 
cause to be examined by some committee or Guardian authorized by 
them for the purpose^ every bill exceeding^ in amount 1/. (except the 
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salaries of officers) brought against the parish ; and when any such bill 
has bien allowed by the Board, or by such committee or Guardian, a 
note of the allowance thereof shall be made on the face of the bill before 
the amount is paid. 

CUSTODY OF BONDS. 

Article 86.-7-The Guardians shall provide for the safe custody of all 
bonds given in pursuance of the regulations of the Commissioners, so 
always that no bond given by any person shall remain in the custody of 
such person himself. 

Article 87.— ^The Guardians shall, at the audit next after the 25th day 
of March in every year, cause every person having the custody of bonds 
given by any officer of the parish, to produce such bonds to the auditor 
for his inspection. 

GOVERNMENT OF THE WORKHOUSE. 
Admission of Paupers. 

Article 88. — Every pauper who shall be admitted into the workhouse, 
either upon his first or any 8ubsequent admission, shall be admitted in 
some one of the following modes only ; that is to say : — 

By a written or printed order of the Board of Guardians, signed by 

their clerk, according to Article 42. 
By a provisional written or printed order, signed by a relieving 

officer or an overseer. 
By the master of the Workhouse, (or during his absence or ina- 
bility to act, by the matron,) without any order, in any case of 
sudden or urgent necessity. 

Provided that the master may admit any pauper delivered at the 
workhouse under an order of removal to the parish. 

Article 89. — No pauper shall be admitted under any wTitten or 
printed order, as mentioned in Article 88, if the same bear date more 
than six days before the pauper presents it at the workhouse. 

Article 90. — If a pauper be admitted otherwise than by an order of 
the Board of Guardians, the admission of such pauper shall be brought 
before the Board of Guardians at their next ordinary meeting, who shall 
decide on tne propriety of the pauper's continuing in the workhouse or 
otherwise, and make an order accordingly. 

Article 91. — As soon as the pauper is admitted, he shall be placed in 
some room to be appropriated to the reception of paupers on admission, 
and shall then be examined by the medical officer. 

Article 92. — If the medical officer, upon such examination, pronounce 
the pauper to be labouring under any disease of body or mind, the pauper 
shall be placed in the sick ward, or in such other ward as the medical 
officer shall direct. 

Article 93. — If the medical officer pronounce the pauper to be free 
from any such disease, the pauper shall be placed in the part of the 
workhouse assigned to the class to which he may belong. 

Article 94. — No pauper shall be detained in a receiving ward for a 
longer time than is necessary for carrying into eflPect the regulations in 
Articles 91, 92, and 93, if there be room in the proper ward for his 
reception. 

Article 95. — ^Before being removed from the receiving ward, the 
pauper shall be thoroughly clet^n^ed, e^nd shall be clothed in a workhouse 
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dress, and the clothes which he wore at the time oF his admission ishall 
he purified, and deposited irt a place appropriated for that purpost, with 
the pauper's name affixed thereto. Such clothes shall be restored to the 
pauper when he leaves the workhouse. 

Article 96. — Ev^ry pauper shall, ujpon his admission into the work- 
house, be searched by or under the inspection of the proper officer, and* 
all articles prohibited by any Act of Parliament, or by this Order, which 
may be found upon his person, shall be taken from him, and, so far as 
may be proper, restored to him at his departure from the workhouse. 

Article 97. — Provided always that the regulations re&pecting the ad- 
mission, clothing, and searching of paupers shall not apply to any casual 
poor way^farer, unless the Guardians shall so direct, or unless he is 
compelled to remain in the workhouse from illness or other sufiPcient 
cause, in which case he shall be admitted regularly as an inmate. 

Classification op the Paupers. 

Article 98. — The paupers, so far as the workhouse admits thereof, 
shall be classed as follows : — 

Class 1. Men infirm through age or any other cause. 
Class 2. Able-bodie'd men and youths above the age of 15 years. 
Class 3. Boys above the age of 7 years, and under that of 15. 
Class 4. \Vomen infirm through age or any other cause. 
Class 5. Able-bodied women, and girls above the age of 15 years. 
Class 6. Girls above the age of 7 years, and under that of 15. 
Class 7, Children under 7 years of age. 
To each class shall be assigned that ward or separate building and yard 
which may be best fitted for the reception of such class, and each class 
of paupers shall remain therein, without communication with those of 
any other class. 
Article 99. Provided, 

iFirstly. — That the Guardians shall from time to time, after consulting 
the medical officer, make such arrangements as they may deem 
necessary with regard to persons labouring under any disease of 
body or mind. 
Secondly. — The Guardians shall, so far as circumstancesijwill permit, 
farther subdivide any of the classeS (enumerated in Article 98, with 
reference to the moral character, or behaviour, or the previous 
habits of the inmates, or to such other grounds as may seem ex- 
pedient. 
Thirdly. — ^That nothing in this Order shall compel the Guardians to 
separate any married couple, being both J)aupers of the first and 
fourth classes respectively, provided the Guardians shall set apart 
for the exclusive use of every such couple a sleeping apartment 
separate from that of the other paupers. 
Fourthly. — ^That any paupers of the fifth and sixth classes may be em- 
ployed constantly or occasionally in any of the female sick wards, 
or in the care of infants, or as assistants in the household work ; 
and the master and inatron shall make such arrangements as may 
enable the paupers of the fifth and sixth classes to be employed in 
the household work, without communication with the paupei*8 of 
the second and third classes. 
Fifthly. — ^That aliy pauper of the fourth class, whom the master may 
deem fit to perform any of the duties of a nurse or 'aisUtant to the 
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inatrbn, may bfe so teitiployed in the sick wards, or those of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, Or seventh classes, and any paiiper of the first 
class, who may by the master be deiemed fit, may be placed in the 
wdi-d of the third class, to aid in the management and superintend 
the behdvibur of the paupers of such class, or may be employed in 
the male sick ward. 
Sixthly. — ^1?hat the Guardiaiis, for b. special reason to be entered on 
their minutes, may place any boy or girl between the ages of 10 and 
16 years, in a male or JFemale ward respectively, different from that 
to which he or sh6 properly belongs, ilnless the Commissioners shall 
otherwise dire(^. 
Seventhly. — ^That the paupers of the seVehth cliass may be placed in 
such of the wards appropriated to the female paupers as shall be 
deemed expedient, and the mothers of such paupers shall be per- 
mitted to have access to them at all reasonable times. 
Eighthly. — ^Thal the master (subject to any directFons ^iveh or regu- 
lations made by the Guardians) shall allow the fathier or tiiothet of 
any child in the same workhouse, who may be desirous of seeing 
such child, to have an interview With such child at some one time 
in each dayi in a room in the said wotkhousc to be appointed for 
that purpose. And the Guardians shall ihake arrangements for 
permitting the rti'embers of the sanie family, who inay be in different 
workhouses of the parish to have occasional interviews with each 
other, at such times, and in such mdnnet, as may best siiit the 
disciplinie of the several workhouses. 
^ Ninthly. — That casual poor way-farers admitted by the ma'stier or ma- 
tron, shall be kiept in a separate ward of the workhouse, and shall be 
dietei and set to work in such mariner and un^er such regulations 
as the Guardians by any lesolution now in force, or to be made 
hereafter, may direct. 
Article lOO. — The Gilardians sh^U not admit Into the workhouse 
or any ward of the same, or i-etain therein, a larger number oi: a different 
class of paUpfers than that heretofore or hereafter from time to time to be 
fixed by the Commissioners ; and in case such number shall at any time 
be exceeded, the fact of such excess shall be forthwith reported to the 
Commissioners by the clerk. 

Article 101. — No paujler bf unsoiihd mind, who hi ay bie 'dangerous or 
who may have been reported as such by the ihedical officer, or who may 
requir'e habitual or frequent restraint, snail be detained in the workhouse 
for any period exceeding 14 days, atid the Guardians shall cause the 
proper steps to be taker! for the removal of every such jpauper to some 
asylum or licerised homse as soon as hiay be practicable. 

Discipline and Diet of the Paupers. 

Article 102, — ^AU the paupers in the Wotkhoiise, texcept the sick and 
insane, and the paupers of the fiirst, fourth, arid seventh classes, shall 
Hse, be set to Work, leave off work, and go to bed at tKe tirhes mentioned 
in the form (N.) hereunto annexed, and shall be allowed such intervals 
for their itieals is are therein stated, and these several t$mes shall be 
notifiied by the ringing of a bell ; provided always thAt the Guardians 
may, with the consfeiit of the Commissioners, taiake isuch altfcrations in 
any of the said times or intervals as the Guardians may think fit. 
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Article 103.— Half an hour after the hell shall have heen rung for rising, 
the names of the paupers shall he called over hy the master and matron 
respectively, in the several wards provided for the second, third, fifth, 
and sixth classes, when every pauper belonging to the respective wards, 
shall he present, and shall answer to his name^ and be inspected by the 
master and matron respectively, provided that the paupers of the third 
and sixth class may be called over and inspected by the schoolmaster and 
schoolmistress. 

Article 104. — The meals shall be taken by all the paupers, except the 
sick, the children, persons of unsound mind, casual poor way-farers, 
women suckling children, and the paupers of the firetand fourth classes, 
in the dining-hall or day -room, and in no other place whatever, and 
during the time of meals order and decorum shall be maintained. 

Article 105. — No pauper of the second, third, fifth, or sixth classes 
shall go to, or remain in his sleeping-room, either in the time hereby 
appointed for work, or in the intervals allowed for meals, except by 
permission of the master or matron. 

Article 106. — The master and matron shall (subject to the directions 
of the Guardians) fix the hours of rising and going to bed, for the 
paupers of the first, fourth, and seventh classes, and determine the 
occupation and employment of which they may be capable; and the 
meals for such paupers shall be provided at such times and in such 
manner as the Guardians may from time to time direct. 

Article 107. — ^The paupers shall be dieted with the food and in the 
manner set forth in the Dietary Table which may be prescribed for the 
use of the workhouse, and no pauper shall have or consume any liquor, 
or any food or provision other than is allowed in the said Dietary Table, 
except on Christmas Day or by the direction in writing of the medical 
oflScer, as provided in Article 108, 
Article 108. — Provided, 

Firstly. — That the medical officer may direct in writing such diet 
for any individual pauper as he may deem necessary, and the 
master shall obey such direction until the next ordinary meeting 
of the Guardians, when he shall report the same in writing to 
the Guardians. 
Secondly. — That if the medical oflScer at any time certify that he 
deems a temporary change in the diet essential to the health of 
the paupers in the workhouse, or of any class or classes thereof, 
the Guardians shall cause a copy of such certificate to be entered 
on the minutes of their proceedings, and may forthwith order, by 
a resolution, the said diet to be temporarily changed according to 
the recommendation of the medical officer, and shall forthwith 
transmit a copy of such certificate and resolution to the Com- 
missioners. 
Thirdly. — ^That the medical officer shall be consulted by the 
matron as to the nature of the food of the infants, and of women 
when suckling, and the time at which such infants should be 
weaned. 
Fourthly. — That the Guardians may, without any direction of the 
medical officer, make such allowance of food as may be necessary 
to paupers employed as nurses or in the household work ; but 
they shall not allow to such paupers any fermented or spirituous 
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liquors on account of the performance of such work, unless in 
pursuance of a written recommendation of the medical officer. 

Article 109. — If any pauper require the master or matron to weigh 
the allowance of provisions served out at any meal, the master or matron 
shall forthwith weigh such allowance in the presence of the pauper com- 
plaining, and of two other persons. 

Article 110. — ^The clothing to be worn by the paupers in the work- 
house shall be made of such materials as the Board of Guardians may 
determine. 

Article 111. — More than two paupers, any one of whom is above the 
age of seven years, shall not be allowed to occupy the same bed, unless 
in the case of a mother and infant children. 

Article 112. — ^The paupers of the several classes shall be kept 
employed according to their capacity and ability, and no pauper shall 
receive any compensation for his labour. 

Article 1 13. — No pauper in the workhouse shall be employed or set 
to work in pounding, grinding, or otherwise breaking bones, or in 
preparing bone dust. 

Article 114. — ^The boys and girls who are inmates of the workhouse 
shall, for three of the working hours, at least, every day, be instructed 
in reading, writing, arithmetic, and the principles of the Christian 
religion, and such other instruction shall be imparted to them as may 
fit them for service, and train them to habits of usefulness, industry, and 
virtue. 

Article 115. — Any pauper may quit the workhouse upon giving to the 
master, or (during his absence or inability to act) to the matron, a 
reasonable notice of his wish to do so ; and in the event of any able- 
bodied pauper, having a family, so quitting the house, the whole of such 
family shall be sent with him, unless Uie Guardians shall, for any 
special reason, otherwise direct; and such directions shall be in con- 
formity with the regulations of the Commissioners with respect to relief 
in force at the time. 

Article 116. — Provided, nevertheless, that the Guardians may, by any 
general or special direction, authorize the master to allow a pauper, 
without giving any such notice as is required in Article 115, to quit the 
workhouse, and to return after a temporary absence only ; and every 
such allowance shall be reported by the master to the Guardians at their 
next ordinary meeting. 

Article 117. — ^Provided also that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the master from allowing the paupers of each sex under the age of 15, 
subject to such restrictions as the Guardians may impose, to quit the 
workhouse, under the care and gqidance of himself, or the matron, 
schoolmaster, schoolmistress, porter, or some one of the assistants and 
servants of the workhouse, for the purpose of exercise. 

Article 118. — Any person may visit any pauper in the workhouse by 
permission of the master, or (in his absence) of the matron, subject to 
such conditions and restrictions as the Guardians may prescribe ; such 
interview shall take place in a room separate from the other inmates of 
the workhouse, and in the presence of the master, matron, or porter, 
except where a sick pauper is visited. 

Article 119.— No written or printed paper of an improper tendency, 
or which may be likely to produce insubordination, shall be allowed to 
circulate, or be read aloud, among the inmates of the workhouse. 
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Article 120. — ^No pauper shall jilay At cards, bir at atiy gatiie of chance, 
in thie Workhouse ; and thie master niay take from any pavfper, and keep 
utitil his departure from the tvorkhoufee, Any cards, dice, or other 
articles applicable to games of cHance, which ihay be in his jjossefesion. 

Article 121. — ^No pauper Shall smoke in aiiy room of the Workhouse, 
except by the special direction of the medifcal ttfRcer, or shall hive any 
hiatcnes or other articks of a highly cotiibiistible Mature iii his possession, 
and the master may take from ahy person any articles '6f such a nature. 

Article 122.^-Any licensed minister of the religious persuasion of aii 
irtinate of ihe workhouse, wtio may at ahjr time in the day, 6ri the request 
of ahy inmate, enter the workhouse for the purpose of afforditig ireligious 
assistance to him, or for the purpose of instnlcting his child or children 
in the principles of his religion, shall give such kssistance or in^tWctlon, 
so as not to interfere with the good order and discipline of the other 
inmates of the workhouse, and such religious assistance br instriifction 
shall be strictly confined to inmates who kre of Ihe.religioiis persuasion 
of siich ministeir, and to the children of sucli iriJiiates, fexcept in the 
cases in which the Guardians may lawfully permit religious assistance 
and instruction to be given to any paupers who are IProtestant dissenters 
by licensed ministers who are Protestant dissenters. 

Article 123. — No work, except the necessary household work and 
cooking, shall be performed by the paupers on Sunday, Good Friday^ ahd 
Christmas Day. 

Article I24.-7 Prayers shall be read before breakfast and after Supper 
every day, and divine service shall be periformed every Suiiday, Good 
Friday, and Christinas l)Ay in the workhouse (unless the Guardi^liis, 
with the consent of the Cbmmissiotiers, otherwise direct), and at such 
prayers and divine service all the paupers shall attend, except Ihe sick, 
persons of unsoiind mindi the youtig children, and ^uch as are too 
infinri to do so; provided tnat those paupers who may object so to attend 
on account of their professing religions principles dideHng from those 
of the Established Church shall also be exempt from such attendance. 

Article l25. — The Guardians may authorize aiiy inmates of the wbrk- 
liouse, being members of the Established Churchj to attend public 
worship at a parish * church or chapel, brt every Sunday, Good Friday, 
and Christmas Day, under the control and insjpection of the inister or 
porter, or other officer. 

Article 126. — The Guardians may also authorize )Biny inflates of the 
workhouse, being dissenters from the Established Church; to attend 
public worship at aiiy dissenting chapel in the neighbourhood oif the 
\V6rkhouse, on every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 

PuNisftiaENTS iroii Misbehaviour of the Paupers; 

Article 127. — Any pauper, being aii inmate of the wbtkhbu'se, who 
shall neglect to observe siich of the regulations in this brdei* aS are 
applicable to him as such inmate; — , 

Or who shall iiiake aiiy noise when silehcis \k ordered t6 be kept ; 

Or shall lise obsCene or profane language ; 

Or shall by wot-d or deed insult or revile any person;' 

Or shall threaten to strike or to assault any person ; 

Or shall iiot duly cleanse his person ; 

Or shall rbfuse br lieglect \o work, after having bfeeii re'4uired to 
do so; 
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Or shall pretend sickhess ; 
Or shall play at cards or other games of chance ; 
Or shall refuse to go mto his proper ward or yard, or shall enter or 
attempt to enter, without permission, the wJiird or yard appro- 
propriated to any class of paupers other tban that to which he 
belongs ; 
Or shall climb over any feiice or boiindary-wall surrounding any 
portion of thfe workhousie preinises, or shall attempt to leave the 
workhouse otherwise than through the ordinary entrance ; 
Or shall misbehave in going to, al, br returning from public worship 
out of the workhouse, or at divine seirvice or prayers in the work- 
house J 
Or having received temporary leave of abi^erice; and wearing the 
Workhouse clothes, shall return to the workhouse after the ap- 
pointed time of absence, without reasonable cause for the delay i 
Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of any officer of the 
workhouse ; 
Shall be deemed DisoRbERLY. 

Article 128. — Any pauper, being an iiimate of the workhouse, who 
shall, within seven days, repeat any one, or commit more than one, of 
the offences specified in Article 127. 

Or who shall by word or deed insult or revile the master or matron, 

or any other officer of the workhouse, or any of the Guardians * 

(3r shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of tne master or matron 

after such order shall have been repeated ; 
Or shall unlawfully strike or otherwise unlawfully assault any 

person ; 
Or shall wilfully or mischievously damage or soil any property 

whatsoever belonging to the Guardians ; 
iOr shall wilfully waste or spoil any provisions, stock tools, or mate- 
rials for work belongiiig to the Guairdians ; 
Or shall be drunk ; 

Or shall act or write indecently or obscenely ; 
Or shall wilfully disturb other persons at public worship out of 
the workhouse, or at divine service ol* prayers in the workhouse ; 
Shall be deemed refractory. 

Article 129. — The master may, with or without the dii*ection of the 
Guardians, punish any disorderly pauper by substituting, during a time, 
not greater than forty- eight hours, for his dinner, as prescribed by the 
dietary, a meal consisting ♦of eight ounces of bread, or one pound of 
cooked potatoes or boiled rice, and also by withholding from him, during 
the same period, all butter, cheese, tea, sugar, or broth, which such 
pauper would otherwise receive, at any meal during the time aforesaid. 
Article 130. — The Guardians may, by a special direction to be entered 
on their minutes, order any refractory pftuper to be punished by confine- 
ment in a separate room, with or without an alteration of diet, similar in 
kihd and duration to that prescribed in Article 129 for disorderly pau- 
pers ; but no pauper shall be so confined for a longer period than twenty- 
four hours, or, if it be deemed right that such pauper should be carried 
before a justice of the peate, and if such period of twenty-four, hours 
should be insufficient for that purpose, then for such further time 'as may 
be necessary for such purpose. 
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Article 131. — If any offence, whereby a pauper becomes refractory 
under Article 128, be accompanied by any of the following circumstances 
of aggravation ; (that is to say,) if such pauper- 
Persist in using violence against any person ; 
Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to annoy other 

inmates. 
Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insubordination ; 
Or persist in acting indecently or obscenely in the presence of any 

other inmate ; 
Or persist in mischievously breaking or damaging any goods or pro- 
perty of the Guardians ; 
the master may, without any direction of the Guardians, immediately 
place such refractory pauper in confinement for any time not exceeding 
12 hours ; which confinement shall, however, be reckoned as part of any 
punishment afterwards imposed by the Guardians for the same offence. 

Article 132. — Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to be also 
disorderly, and may be punished as such ; but no pauper who may have 
been punished for any offence as disorderly, shall afterwards be punished 
for the same offence as refractory, and no pauper who may have been 
punished for any offence as refractory, shall afterwards be punished for 
the same offence as disorderly. 

Article 133. — No pauper shall be punished by confinement or altera- 
tion in diet, for any offence not committed in the workhouse since his 
last admission, except in such cases as are expressly specified in Articles 
127 and 128. 

Article 134. — No pauper who may have been under medical care, or 
who may have been entered in the medical weekly return, as sick or 
infirm, at any time in the course of the seven days next preceding the 
punishment, or who may be reasonably supposed to be under twelve or 
above sixty years of age, or who may be pronounced by the medical 
officer to be pregnant, or who may be suckling a child, shall be punished 
by alteratjon of diet, or by confinement, unless the medical oflScer shall 
have previously certified^ in writing that no injury to the health of such 
pauper is reasonably to be apprehended from the proposed punishment ; 
and any modification diminishing such punishment which the medical 
officer may suggest, shall be adopted by the master. 

Article 135. — No pauper shall be confined between eight o'clock in 
the evening and six o'clock in the morning, without being furnished with 
a bed and bedding suitable to the season, and with the other proper con- 
veniences. 

Article 136. — No child under twelve years of age shall be punished 
by confinement in a dark room, or during the night. 

Article 137. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child, except by the schoolmaster or master. 

Article 138. — No corporal punishment shalUbe inflicted on any 
female child. 

Article 139. — ^No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child, except with a rod or other instrument, such as may have been 
approved of by the Guardians or the Visiting Committee. 

Article 140.^ — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on any male 
child until two hours shall have elapsed from the commission of the 
offence for which such punishment is inflicted. 
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Article 141. — ^Whenever any male child is punished by corporal cor- 
rection the master and schoolmaster shall (if possible) be both present. 

Article 142. — No male child shall be punished by flogging whose age 
may be reasonably supposed to exceed 14 years. 

Article 143. — Thef master shall keep a book, to be furnished him by 
the Guardians, in the form (0.) hereunto annexed, in which he shall duly 
enter, — 

Firstly, All cases of refractory or disorderly paupers, whether 
children or adults, reported to the Guardians for their decision 
thereon. 
Secondly, All cases of Paupers, whether children or adults, who 
may have been punished without the direction of the Guardians, 
with the particulars of their respective offences and punishments. 

Article 144. — The person who punishes any child with corporal cor- 
rection shall forthwith report to the master the particulars of the oftence 
and punishment ; and the master shall enter the same in the book speci- 
fied in Article 143. 

Article 145. — Such book shall be laid on the table at every ordinary 
meeting of the Guardians ; and every entry made in such book since the 
last ordinary meeting shall be read to the Board by the clerk. 

The Guardians shall thereupon, in the first place, give direction as to 
the confinement or other punishment of any refractory or disorderly 
pauper reported for their decision, and such direction shall be entered on 
the minutes of the proceedings of the day, and a copy thereof shall be 
inserted by the clerk in the book specified in Article 143. 

The Guardians, in the second place, shall take into their consideration 
the cases in which punishments are reported to have been already inflicted 
by the master or other oflScer, and shall require the master to bring 
before them any paup«r so punished, who may have signified a wish to 
see the Guardians. If the Guardians in any case are of opinion that the 
officer has acted illegally, or improperly, such opinion shall be entered 
on the minutes, and shall be communicated to the master, and a copy of 
the minute of such opinion shall be forwarded to the Commissioners by 
the Clerk. 

Article 146. — If any pauper above the age of 14 years unlawfully 
introduce or attempt to introduce any spirituous or fermented liquor into 
the workhouse, or abscond from the workhouse with clothes belonging to 
the Guardians, the master may cause such pauper to be forthwith taken 
before a justice of the peace to be dealt with according to law. And 
whether he do so or not, he shall report every such case to the Guardians 
at their next ordinary meeting. 

Article 147. — ^The master shall cause a legible copy of Articles 127, 
128, 129, 130, aiid 131, to be kept suspended in the dining-hall of the 
workhouse, or in the room in which the inmates usually eat their meals, 
and also in the Board-room of the Guardians. 

' Visiting Committee. 

• 

Article 148. — The Guardians shall appoint one or more Visiting 
Committees from their own body ; and each of such committees shall 
carefully examine the workhouse or workhouses of the parish once in 
every week at the least, inspect the last reports of the chaplain and 
medical officer, examine the Btores^ afford, so far as is practicable, to the 
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iDmate9 an opportunity of inakicg any coinplainti^, s^i^d investigate any 
complaints that may be «^ac(e to them. 

Article 149. — T^t Yi^itin.g pommitt^e shall from time to time write 
such answers as the facts may warrant to the following queries, which 
are to be printed in a book entitled the " Visitors' Book," to be provided 
by the Guardians, and kept in every workhouse for that purpose, and to 
be submitted regularly to the Guardians at their ordinary meetings : — 

Q. I. Is the workhouse, with itsi wards, oQices, yards, and appurte- 
nances, clean and well ventilated in every part? — and is the 
bedding in proper order ? — if not, state the defect gr omission. 

Q. 2. Do the inmates of the workhouse, of $ill classes appear clean 
in their persons, and decent ^nd orderly in their behaviour ; and 
is their clothing regi:\l£^rly changed ? 
'Q. 3. Are the inmates of ^ach sex epaployed and kept at work as 
directed by the Guardians, and is such work unobjectionable in 
its nature? — if any improveinent cai^ be suggested in their 
employmient, state the same. 

Q. 4. J^xe ihe infirm pf eacli sex properly attended to, according to 
their several conditions ? 

Q. 5. 4^re the boys and girls in the schopl properly instructed as 
required by the regulations of the Commissioners, and is their 
industrial training properly attended to. 

Q. 6. Are the young children pTP.perly nursed and t^ken care of, 
and do they appear in a clean and healthy state ? — Is there any 
child not vaccinated ? 

Q. 1. Is r^ular attendance given b.y the piedical officer?— Are 
the inmates of the i^ick wards properly t^nde^ ? — Are the nurses 
efficient ? — Is there any infectious disease in the workhouse ? 

Q. 8. Is there any dangerous lunatic pr idiotjip the workhouse ? 

Q, 9.. Is Divine service regularly perforpxed? — Are prayers re- 
gularly read ? 

Q. 10. Js the established dietary duly observed? — and are the pre- 
scribed hours of meals regularly adhered to ? 

Q. 11. Are the provisions and other supplies of the qualities con- 
tracted for? 

Q. 12. Is the classification properly observed according to Articles 
98 and 99 ? 

Q. 13. Is any complaint made by any pauper against any officer, 
or in respect of the provisions or accommodations ? — if so, state 
the name of the complaiqant, and the subjeet of the complaint. 

Q. 14. Does the present number of iiimates in the workhouse exceed 
that fixed by the Poor Law pomn^issioner^ ? 

Repairs and Alterations of the Workhouse. 

Article 150. — The Guardians shall, once at least in every year, and as 
often as may be necessary for cleanliness, cause all the rooms, 
wards, offices, and privies belonging to the» workhouse to be lime- 
washed. 
Article 151. — The Guardians shall cause the workhouse and all its 
furniture and appurtenances to be kept in good and substantial repair ; 
and shall, from time to time, remedy without delay any such defect in 
the repair of the house, its drainage, lyarmth, or ventilation, or in the 
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furpitvire o? fixtures thereof, as w^y tend tq injure the health of the 
inmates. 

Government of the Workhouse by the Guardians. 

Article 152. — We do declare that, subject to the ^ules and regulations 
herein contained, the guidance, government, and cpntrol of every work- 
house, and of the officers, servants, assistants and paupers within svjch 
workhouse, shall h.e exercised by the Guardians of the parish. 

APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 

Article 153. — The Guardians shall, whenever it may be requisite, or 
whenever a vacancy may ocqur, appoint fit persons tg hold the under- 
mentioned offices, and to perform the duties respectively assigned to 
them; namely, 

1. Clerk to the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Parish. 

3. Chaplfiin. 

4. Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 

5. District Medipal Qfficer. 

6. Master of the Workhouse. 

7. Matron of the Workhouse. 

8. Schoolmaster. 

9. Schoolmistress. 
10. Porter. 

H. Nurse. 

12. Relieving Officer. 

13. Superinte^j}ent of Out-doqr Labour. 

And also such assistants as the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, may deem necessary for the efficient performance of the duties 
of any of the said offices. 

Article 154. — ^The officers so appqinted to or holding any of the said 
offices, as well as all persons temporarily discharging the duties of such 
offices, shall respectively perform such duties as may be required of them 
by the rules and regulations of the Commissioners, in force at the time, 
together with all such other duties^ conformable with the nature of their 
respective offices, as the Guardians may lawfully require them to per- 
form. 

Provided always, that every regulation applying to any officer holding 
his office under this Order shall apply to any officer of the like denomi- 
nation appointed by the Guardians, although such officer may have been 
appointed before this Order shall have come into force. 

Mode of Appointment. 

Article 155.— Every officer and assistant to be appointed under this 
Order shall be appointed by a majqrity of the Guardians present at a 
meeting of the Board, consisting of more than three Guardians, pr by 
three Guardians if no more be present. Every such ?Lppointment shall 
as soon as the same has been made* be reported to the Co^imissiqners by 
the clerk. 

Article 156. — ^No appointment to any of the offices specified in Article 
153 shall be ^lade under this Order, upless a notice that the question of 
making such appointment will be brpught before the Board has been 
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given and entered on the minutes, at one of the two ordinary meetings of 
the Board next preceding the meeting at which the appointment is made, 
or unless an advertisement giving notice of the consideration of such 
appointment shall have appeared in some public paper by the direction 
of the Guardians at least seven days before the day on which such ap- 
pointment is made : Provided that no such notice or advertisement shall 
be necessary for the appointment of an assistant or temporary substitute. 

Article 157. — The Guardians shall not, by advertisement, or other 
public notice, printed or vwitten, invite tenders for the supply of medi- 
cines, or for the medical attendance on the paupers of the parish, unless 
such advertisement or notice shall specify the district or place for which 
such supply of medicines and such attendance is required, together with 
the amount of salary or other remuneration. 

Article 158. — ^The Guardians may from time to time divide the 
parish into districts for general and medical relief, with the consent of 
the Commissioners ; and on any change in the division of the parish 
into districts for general and medical relief, or in the assignment of re- 
lieving officers and medical officers to such districts, the clerk shall 
report every such change to the Commissioners for their approbation. 

Article 159. — ^The Guardians shall not assign to any medical officer a 
district which exceeds in extent the area of 15,000 statute acres, or which 
contains a population exceeding the number of 1 5,000 persons, accord- 
ing to the then last enumeration of the population published by authority 
of Parliament. 

Article 160. — Provided that if it be impracticable, consistently with 
the proper attendance on the sick poor; for the Guardians to divide the 
parish ipto districts containing respectively an area and population less 
than is specified in Article 159, then and in such case the Guardians 
shall cause a special minute to be made and entered on the usual record 
of their proceedings, stating the reasons which in their opinion make it 
necessary to form a district exceeding the said limits, and shall transmit 
a copy of such minute to the Commissioners for their consideration, and 
if the Commissioners signify their approval thereof to such Guardians 
then and in such case, but not otherwise, such Guardians may proceed 
to assign the said district to a medical officer. 

Qualifications of Officers. 

Article 161. — No person shall hold the office of clerk, treasurer, 
master, or relieving officer under this Order who has not reached the age 
of 21 years. 

Article 162. — No person shall hold theofficeof master of a workhouse 
or matron of a workhouse having no master, unless he or she be able to 
keep accounts. 

Article 163. — No person shall hold the office of relieving officer unless 
he be able to keep accounts, and unless he reside in the district for which 
he may be appointed to act, devote his whole time to the performance of 
the duties of his office, and abstain from following any trade or profession 
and from entering into any other service. 

Article 164. — No person shall hold the office of nurse who is not able 
to read written directions upon medicines. 

Article 165. — Provided always, that the Guardians may with the 
consent of the Commissioners previously obtained, but not otherwise! 
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dispense with any of the conditions specified in Articles 161, 162, 163, 
and 164. 

Article 166.— *No person shall be appointed to the office of master, 
matron, schoolmaster, schoolmistress, porter or relieving officer, under 
this Order, who does not agree to give one month's notice previous to 
resigning the office, or to forfeit one month's amount of salary, to be de- 
ducted as liquidated damages from the amount of salary due at the time 
of such resignation. 

Article 167. — ^No person shall hold the office of medical officer under 
this Order unless he possess one of the four following qualifications ; that 
is to say, — 

1. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College or Uni- 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, together with a degree 
in medicine from an University in England, legally authorized 
to grant such degree, or together with a diploma or license of the 
Royal College of Physicians of London. 

2. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College or Uni<- 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, together with a certifi- 
cate to practise as an apothecary from the Society of Apothe- 
caries of London. 

3. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College or Uni- 
versity in England, Scotland, or Ireland, such person having been in 
actual practice as an apothecary on the Ist day of August, 1815. 

4. A warrant or commission as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in Her 
Majesty's Navy, or as surgeon or assistant surgeon or apothecary 
in Her Majesty's Army, or as surgeon or assistant-surgeon 
in the service of the Honourable East India Company, dated pre- 
vious to the 1st day of August, 1826. 

Article 168.— Provided always, that if it be impracticable, consis- 
tently with the proper attendance on the sick poor, for the Guardians to 
procure a person residing within the district in which he is to act, and 
duly qualified in one of the four modes recited in Article 161, to attend 
on the poor in such district, or that the only person resident within such 
district, and so qualified, shall have been dismissed from office by the 
Commissioners, or shall be unfit or incompetent to hold the office of 
medical officer, then and in such case the Guardians shall cause a special 
minute to be made and entered on the usual record of their proceedings, 
stating the reasons which, in their opinion, make it necessary to employ 
a person not qualifietd as required by Article 161, and shall forthwith 
transmit a copy of such minute to the Commissioners for their considera- 
tion; and the Commissioners may permit the employment by such 
Guardians of any person duly licensed to practise as a medical 
man, although such person be not qualified in one of the four modes 
required by Article 167. 

Article 169. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with thejcon- 
sent of the Commissioners, continue in office any medical officer duly 
licensed to practise as a medical man already employed by any such 
Guardians, although such medical ofl^cer may not be qualified in one of 
the four modes required by Article 167. 

Article 170. — No person shall hold the office of chaplain under this 
Order without the consent of the bishop of the diocese to his appoint- 
ment) signified in writing. 

H 
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Remuneration of the Officers. 

Article 171. — ^The Guardians shall pay to the several officers and as- 
sistants appointed to or holding any office or employment under this 
Order, such salaries or remuneration as the Commissioners may from 
time to time direct or approve. 

Provided that the Guardians, with the approval of the Commissioners, 
may pay to any officer or person employed by such Guardians a reason- 
able compensation on account of extraordinary services, or other unfore- 
seen circumstances connected with the duties of such officer or person or 
the necessities of the parish. 

Article ll2.-^The salary of every officer, or assistant, appointed to, or 
holding any office or employment under this Order, shall be payable up 
to the day on which he ceases to hold such office or employment, and no 
longer. 

Article 173. — If no remuneration or salary be expressly assigned to 
the treasurer, the profit arising from the use of money from time to time 
left in his hands shall be deemed to be the payment for his services. 

Article 174. — An officer who may be suspended, and who may, with- 
out the previous removal of such suspension, be dismissed by the Com- 
missioners, shall not be entitled to any salary from the date of such sus- 
pension. 

Article 175. — The Guardians shall not pay to any officer bound to 
account, to be hereafter appointed, who may have been removed, or who 
may be under suspension from his office, any salary claimed by such 
officer until his accounts shall have been audited by the auditor. 

Article 176.— No salary of any district medical officer shall include 
the remuneration for operations and services of the following classes 
performed by such medical officer in that capacity for any out-door 
pauper, but such operations and services shall be paid for by the Guar- 
dians according to the rates specified in this Article : —

The above rates shall include the payment for the supply of all kind 
of apparatus and splints. 

Article 177. — Provided that, except in cases of sudden accident imme- 
diately threatening life, no medical officer shall be entitled to receive 
such remuneration for any amputation, unless he shall have obtained, at 
his own cost, the advice of some member of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of London, or some fellow or licentiate of the Royal College of Physi- 
cians of London, before performing such amputation ; and unless he 
shall also produce to the Guardians a certificate from such member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, or such fellow or licentiate, stating that. 
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in his opinion, it was right and proper that such amputation should he 
then performed. 

Article 178. — Provided also, that if in any case the patient has not 
survived the operation more than 36 hdurs, and has not required and 
received several attendances after the operation by the medical officer 
who has performed the same^ such medical officer shall be entitled only 
to one-half of the payments respectively prescribed above. 

Article 1*79. — ^Provided also, that if several of the fees specified in 
Article 176, become payable with respect to the same person at the same 
time, and in consequence of the same cause or injury, the medical 
officer shall be entitled only to one of such fees, and if they be unequal, 
to the highest. 

Article 180. — In any surgical case, not provided for in Article 176, 
which has presented peculiar difficulty, or required and received long 
attendance from the district medical officer, the Guardians may make 
to the said medical officer such reasonable extra allowance as they may 
think fit and the Commissioners may approve. 

Article 181.~In cases in which any medical officer, either for the 
workhouse or a district, shall be called on, by order of a person legally 
qualified to make such order, to attend any woman in or immediately 
after childbirth, or shall, under circumstances of difficulty or danger, 
without any order, visit any such woman actually receiving relief, or 
whom the Guardians may subsequently decide to have been in a des- 
titute condition, such medical officer shall be paid for his attendance and 
medicines by a sum of not less than 10^., nor more than 20^., according 
as the Guardians may agree with such officer. 

Article 182. — Provided that, in any special case in which great diffi- 
culty may have occurred in the delivery, or long subsequent attendance 
in respect of some puerperal malady or affection may have been requi- 
site, any district medical officer shall receive the sum of 2/. 

Security of the Officers* 

Article 183. — Every treasurer, master, matron of a workhouse in 
which there is no master, collector, or relieving officer, every person 
hereafter appointed as clerk, and every other officer, whom the Guardians 
shall require so to do, shall respectively give a bond conditioned for the 
due and faithful performance of the duties of the office, with two suffi- 
cient sureties, not, in the case of any security to be hereafter entered 
into, being officers of the same parish; and every officer who shall have 
entered into any such security shall give immediate notice to the Guar- 
dians of the death, insolvency, or bankruptcy of either of such sureties, 
and shall, when required by the Guardians, produce a certificate, signed 
by two householders, that his sureties are alive, and believed by them to 
be solvent ; and such officer shall supply a fresh surety, in the place of 
any such surety who may die, or become bankrupt or insolvent. 

Article 184. — Provided that the Guardians may, if they think fit, take 
the security of any society or company expressly authorized by statute to 
guarantee or secure the faithful discharge of the duties of such officers. 

Article 185. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, dispense with such security in the case of any 
banking firm acting as treasurer, or in the case of a treasurer being a 
banker or partner of such firm. 

h2 
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Continuance in Office and Suspension of Officers.-— 

Supply of Vacancies.. 

Article 186. — Every ofBcer appointed to or holding any office under 
this Order, other than a medical officer, shall continue to hold the same 
until he die, or resign, or be removed by the Commissioners, or be proved 
to their satisfaction to be insane. 

Article 187. — Provided always, that every porter, nurse, assistant, or 
servant may be dismissed by the Guardians without the consent of the 
Commissioners. ; but every such dismissal, and the grounds thereof, shall 
be reported to the Commissioners. 

Article 188. — If any master and matron hereafter appointed be hus- 
band and wife, and one of them should be dismissed by order of the 
Commissioners, or should otherwise vacate his or her office, or should 
die, the other or survivor shall, at the expiration of the then current 
quarter, cease to hold his or her office of master or matron, as the case 
may be. 

Article 189. — ^No officer of a workhouse who may have been dis- 
missed by any Order of the Commissioners, shall, after such dismissal, 
remain upon the workhouse premises, or enter therein for the purpose 
of interfering in the management of such workhouse, unless the Com- 
missioners have consented to his subsequent appointment to an office in 
such workhouse under the provisions of the said first recited Act, or to 
his temporary employment therein. 

Article 190. — Every medical officer duly appointed shall, unless the 
period for which he is appointed be entered on the minutes of the Guar- 
dians at the time of making such appointment, or be acknowledged in 
writing by such medical officer, continue in office until he may die or 
resign, or become legally disqualified to hold such office, or be removed 
therefVom by the Commissioners. 

Article 191. — The Guardians may, at their discretion, suspend from 
the discharge of his or her duties any master, matron, schoolmaster, 
schoolmistress, medical officer, relieving officer, or superintendent of out- 
door labour ; and the Guardians shall, in case of every such suspension, 
forthwith report the same, together with the cause thereof, to the Com* 
missioners ; and if the Commissioners remove the suspension of such 
officer by the Guardians, he or she shall forthwith resume the perform- 
ance of his or her duties. 

Article 192. — If any officer or assistant, appointed to or holding any 
office or employment under this Order, be at any time prevented by 
sickness or accident, or other sufficient reason, from the performance of 
his duties, the Guardians may appoint a fit person to act as his tempo- 
rary substitute, and may. pay him a reasonable compensation for his 
services ; and every such appointment shall be reported to the Commis*^ 
sioners as soon as the same shall have been made. 

Article 193. — The vice-chairman, or some Guardian to be appointed 
by the Guardians, may perform any of the duties assigned to the clerk 
until any vacancy in the office shall have been filled, or until a substi- 
tute be appointed in the case of the sickness, accident, or absence of 
the clerk. 

Article 194. — When any officer may die, resign, or become legally 
disqualified to perform the duties of his office, the Guardians shall, as 
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soon as conveniently may be after such death, resignation or disqualifi- 
cation, give notice thereof to the Commissioners, and proceed to make 
a new appointment to the office so vacant in the manner prescribed by 
the above regulations. 

Article 195. — If any officer give notice of an intended resignation to 
take effect on a future day, the Guardians may elect a successor to such 
officer, in conformity wi^h the above regulations, at any time subsequent 
to such notice. 

Article 196. — In the case of any medical officer who holds his office 
for a specified term, the Guardians may provide for the continuance of 
such officer, or appoint his successor, within the three calendar months 
next before the expiration of such term. 

Personal Discharge of Duties, 

Article 197. — In every case not otherwise provided for by this Order, 
every officer shall perform his duties in person, and shall not intrust the 
same to a deputy, except with the special permission of the Commissioners 
on the application of the Guardians. 

Article 198. — ^Every medical officer shall be bound to visit, and 
attend personally, as far as may be practicable, the poor persons intrusted 
to his care, and shall be responsible for the attendance on them. 

Article 199. — Every medical officer shall, as soon as may be after hifi 
appointment, name to the Guardians some legally qualified medical 
practitioner, to whom application for medicines or attendance may be 
made in the case of his absence from home, or other hindrance to his 
personal attendance, and who will supply the same at the cost of such 
medical officer ; and the name and residence of every medical practitioner 
so named shall be forwarded by the clerk to each relieving officer, and to 
the overseers of the parish* 

DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 

Article 200.— And we do hereby define and specify the duties of the 
several officers appointed to or holding their offices under this Order, 
and direct the execution thereof to be as follows : — 

Duties of the Clerk. 

I Article 20 L — ^The following shall be the duties. of the clerk : — 

No. 1. To attend all meetings of the Board of Guardians, and to 
keep punctually minutes of the proceedings at every meeting ; 
to enter the said minutes in a book, and to submit the same so 
entered to the presiding chairman at the succeeding meeting for 
his signature. 
No. 2. To keep, check, and examine all accounts, books of accounts 
minutes, books, and other documents as required of him by 
the regulations of the Commissioners, or relating to the business 
of the Guardians ; and from time to time to produce all such 
books and documents, together with the necessary vouchers, and 
the bonds of any officers, with any certificates relating thereto 
which may be in his custody, to the auditor of the parish, at the 
place of audit and at the time and in such manner as may be 
required by the regulations of the Commissioners. 
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No. 3. To peruse and conduct the correspondence of the Guardians 
according to their directions, and to preserve the same, as well as 
all Orders of the Commissioners, and letters received, together 
with copies of all letters sent, and all letters, books, papers, and 
documents belonging to the parish, or intrusted to him by the 
Guardians, and to make all necessary copies thereof. 

No. 4. To prepare all written contracts and agreements to be entered 
into by any parties with the Guardians, and to see that the same 
are duly executed ; and to prepare all bonds or other securities 
to be given by any of the officers of the parish, and to see that 
the same are duly executed by such officers and their sureties. 

No. 5. -To receive all requisitions of Guardians for extraordinary 
meetings, and to summon such meetings accordingly ; and to 
make, sign, and send all notices required to be given to the 
Guardians by this or any other Order of the Commissioners. 

No. 6. To countersign all orders legally made by the Guardians 
on overseers for the payment of money, and all orders legally 
drawn by the Guardians upon the treasurer. 

No. 7. To ascertain, before every ordinary meeting of the Board, 
the balance due to or from the parish in account with the trea- 
surer, and to enter the same in a minute book. 

No. 8. At the first meeting of the Ghiardians in each quarter, to 
lay before the Guardians or some Committee appointed by them, 
the non-settled poor account, and the non-resident poor account^ 
posted in his ledger to the end of the preceding quarter, and to 
take the directions of the Guardians respecting the remittance of 
cheques or post office orders to the Guardians of any Union, or 
other parish, or the transmission of accounts due from Unions or 
other parishes, and requests for payment 

No. 9. Within 14 days from the close of each quarter, to transmit 
by post all accounts of relief administered in the course of the 
preceding quarter to non-settled poor to the Guardians of the 
Unions and other parishes on account of which such reUef was 
given ; and to state in every account so transmitted the names 
and classes of the several paupers to whom the relief in question 
has been administered. 

No. 10. To communicate to the several officers and persons 
engaged in the administration of relief within the parish, all 
Orders and Directions of the Commissioners, or of the Guar- 
dians ? and, so far as may be, to give the instructions requisite 
for the prompt and correct execution of all such Orders and 
directions, and to report to the Gruardians any neglect or failure 
therein which may come to his knowledge. 

No. 11. To conduct all applications by or on behalf of the Guar- 
dians to any justice or justices at their Special, Petty or General 
Sessions, and if he be an attorney or solicitor, to perform and 
execute all legal business connected with the parish, or in which 
the Guardians shall be engaged, except prosecutions at the 
assizes, actions at law, suits in equity, or parliamentary business, 
without charge for anything beyond disbursements. 

No. 12. To prepare and transmit all reports, answers, or returns, 
as to any question or matter connected with or relating to the 
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administration of the laws for the relief of the poor id the parish, 
or to any other business of the parish, which are required by the 
regulations of th^ Commissioners, or -which the Commissioners, 
or any Assistant Commissioner, may lawfully require from him. 

No. 13. To conduct duly and impartially, and in strict conformity 
with the regulations in force at the time, the annual or any other 
election of Guardians. 

No. 14. To observe and execute all lawful orders and directions of 
the Guardians applicable to his office. 

Ddties of the Treasurer of the Parish. 

Article 202. — ^The following shall be the duties of the treasurer 
the parish. 

No. 1. To receive all monies tendered to be paid to the Guardians, 

and to place the same to their credit. 
No. 2. To pay out of any monies for the time being in his hands be- 
longing to the Guardians all orders for money which shall be 
drawn upon him, in conformity with Article 84, when the same 
shall .be presented at the house or usual place of business of the 
treasurer, and within the usual hours of business. 
No. 3. To keep an account, under the proper dates, of all monies 
received and paid by him as such treasurer, to balance the same 
at Lady Day and Michaelmas in every year, and to render an 
account of such monies to the Guardians when required by them 
to do so* 
No. 4. Whenever there are not funds belonging the Guardians in 
his hands as treasurer of the parish, to report in writing the fact 
of such deficiency to the Commissioners. 
No. 5. To submit a proper account, together with the bonds of any 
officers which may be in his custody, to the auditor at the place 
of audit, and at the time and in such manner as may be required 
by the regulations of the Commissioners. 
No. 6. To receive the monies payable to him as treasurer of the 
parish, under any Act of Parliament or other authority of law. 
Article 203. — ^Providai that the regulations in Article 202, shall 
not be applicable to cases in which the Governor and company of the 
Bank of England may act as treasurer of the parish or bankers to the 
Guardians. 

Duties of a Medical Officer. 

Article 204. — ^The following shall be the duties of every medical 
officer appointed by the Guardians, whether he be the medical officer 
for a workhouse or for a district : — 

No. 1. To give to the Guardians, when required, any reasonable 
information respecting the case of any pauper who is or has been 
under his care ; to make any such written report relative to any 
sickness prevalent among the paupers under his care, as the 
Guardians or the Commissioners may require of him ; and to 
attend any meeting of the Board of Guardians when requested by 
them to do so. 
No. 2. To give a certificate respecting children whom it is pro- 
posed to fti^rentice.. in conformity with Articles 59 and 61. 
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No. 3. To give a certificate under his hand in every case to the 
Guardiansy or the relieving officer, or the pauper on whom he 
is attending, of the sickness of such pauper or other cause of his 
attendance, when required to do so. 

No. 4. In keeping the books prescribed by this Order, to employ, 
80 far as is practicable, the terms used or recommeuded in the 
regulations and statistical nosology issued by the Registrar- 
General ; and also to show when the visit or attendance made or 

^ given to any pauper was made or given by any person employed 
by himself. 

Duties of a District Medical Officer* 

Article 205. The following shall be the duties of a district medical 
officer :— ' 

No. 1. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor persons re- 
quiring medical attendance within the district of the parish 
assigned to him, and according to his agreement to supply the 
requisite medicines to such persons, whenever he may be lawfully 
required to furnish such attendance or medicines by a written 
or printed Order of the Guardians, or of a relieving officer of 
the parish, or of an overseer. 
No. 2. On the exhibition to him of a ticket, according to Article 
76, and on application made on behalf of the party to whom 
such ticket was given, to afford such medical attendance and 
medicines as he would be bound to supply if he had received in 
each case an Order from the Guardians to afiford such attendance . 
and medicines. 
No. 3. To inform the relieving officer of any poor person whom he 

may attend without an Order. 
No. 4. To make a return to the Guardians at each ordinary 
meeting, in a book prepared according to the Form marked (P.) 
hereunto annexed, and to insert therein the date of every attend- 
ance, and the other particulars required by such Form, in confor- 
mity with Article 204, No. 4. 
Provided, however, that the medical officer may, with the consent of 
the Guardians, but not otherwise, make the entries which he is 
directed to make in such book on detached sheets of paper, 
according to the same Form, and cause the same to be laid 
before the Guardians at every ordinary meeting, instead of such 
book ; and the Guardians shall, in that case, cause such sheets 
to be bound up at the end of the year. 

Duties of the Medical Officeb fob the Workhouse. 

Article 206- — ^The following shall be the duties of the medical officer 
for the workhouse. 

No. 1. To attend at the workhouse at the periods fixed by the 
Guardians, and also when sent for by the master or matron. 

No. 2. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor persons in the 
workhouse requiring medical attendance, and according to his 
agreement to supply the requisite medicines to such persons. 

No, 3. To examine the state of the paupers on their admission into 
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the workhouBe^ and to give the requisite directions to the master 
according to Articles 91 and 92. 

No. 4. To give directions and make suggestions as to the diet 
classification^ and treatment of the sick paupers, and paupers of 
unsound mind, and to report to the Guardians any pauper of 
unsound mind in the 'workhouse whom he may deem to be dan- 
gerous, or fit to be sent to a lunatic asylum. 

No. 5. To give all uecessary instructions as to the diet or treatment 
of children and women suckling children, and to vaccinate such 
of the children as may require vaccination. 

No. 6. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect in the diet, 
drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other arrangements of the 
workhouse, or any excess in the number of any class of inmates, 
which he may deem to be detrimental to the health of the in- 
mates. 

No. 7. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect which he 
may observe in the arrangements of the infirmary, and in the 
performance of their duties by the nurses of the sick. 

No. 8. To make a return to the Guardians at each ordinary meeting, 
in a book prepared according to the Form (Q.) hereunto annexed, 
and to insert therein the date of every attendance, in conformity 
with Article 204, and the other particulars required by such 
Form to be inserted by the medical officer, and to enter in such 
return the death of every pauper who shall die in the workhouse, 
together with the apparent cause thereof. 

No. 9. To enter in the commencement of such book, according to 
the Form marked (R.) hereunto annexed, the proper dietary fur 
the sick paupers in the house in so many different scales as he 
shall deem expedient. 

Ddties of the Master. 

Article 201. — ^The following shall be the duties of the master : — 

No. 1. To admit paupers into the workhouse, in obedience to the 
orders specified in Article 88, and also every person applying for 
admission who may appear to him to require relief through any 
sudden or urgent necessity, and to cause every pauper, upon 
admission, to be examined by the medical officer, as is directed in 
Article 91. 

No. 2. To cause every male pauper above the age of seven years, 
upon admission, to be searched, cleansed, and clothed, and to 
be placed in the proper ward. 

No. 3. To enforce industry, order, punctuality, and cleanliness, and 
the observance of all regulations for the government of the work- 
house by the paupers, and by the several officers, assistants, and 
servants therein. 

No. 4. To read prayers to the paupers before breakfast and after 
supper every day, or cause prayers to be read, according to 
Article 124. 

No. 5. To cause the paupers to be inspected, and their names 
called over, in conformity with Article 103, in order that it may 
be seen that each individual is clean and in a proper state. 

Nq. $. To provide for and enforce the employment of the able- 
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bodied adult paupers, during the hours of labour ; to assist in 
training the youths in such employment as will best fit them for 
gaioing their own living ; to keep the partially disabled paupers 
occupied to the extent of their ability ; and to allow none who 
are capable of employment to be idle at any time. 

No. 7. To visit the sleeping wards of the male paupers at eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and see that sach wards 
have been all duly cleansed and are properly ventilated. 

No. 6. To see that the meals of the paupers are duly provided, 
dressed, and served, according to the directions in Articles 104 
and 107, and to superintend the distribution of the food. ■ 

No. 9. To say, or cause to be said, grace before and after meals. 

No. 10. To visit all the wards of the male paupers before nine 
o'clock every night in winter, and ten o'clock in summer, and 
see that all the male paupers are in bed, and that all fires and 
lights therein are extinguished, except so far as may be necessary 
for the sick. 

No. 11. To receive from the porter the keys of the workhouse at 
nine o'clock every night, and to deliver them to him again at six 
o'clock every morning, or at such hours as shall from time to time 
be fixed by the Guardians. 

No. 12. To see that the male paupers are properly clothed, and that 
their clothes are kept in proper repair. 

No. 13. To cause the birth of every >child bom in the workhouse 
to be registered by the Registrar of Births and Deaths within the 
space of one week after such child shall have been bom ; and 
ako to enter such birth in a register kept according to Form (S) 
hereunto annexed. 

No. 14. To send for the medical officer in case any pauper is taken 
ill or becomes insane, and to take eare that all sick and 
insane paupers are duly visited by the medical officer, and are 
provided with such medicines and attendance, diet and other 
necessaries, as the medical officer or the Guardians direct, and to 
apprise the nearest relation in the workhouse of the sickness of 
any pauper, and, in the case of dangerous sickness, to send for 
the chaplain, and any relative or friend of the pauper, resident 
within a reasonable distance, whom the pauper may desire 
to see. 

No. 15. To take care that no pauper at the approach of death shall 
be left unattended either during the day or the night. 

No. 16. To give immediate information of the death of any pauper 
in the workhouse to the medical officer and to the nearest rela- 
tions of the deceased who may be known to him, and who may 
reside within a reasonable distance; and if the body be not 
removed within a reasonable time, to provide for the interment 
thereof. 

No. 1 7. When requisite, to cause the death of every pauper dying 
in the workhouse to be duly registered by the Registrar of Births 
and Deaths within five days after the day of such death ; and 
also to enter such death in a register kept according to Form (T.) 
hereunto annexed. 

No. 18. To deliver nn inventory of the clothes and other property 
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of any pauper who may have died in the workhouae, to the Gnar- 
dians at their next ordinary meeting. 

No. 19. To keep such portion of the workhouse medical relief hook 
prescribed in this Order as is assigned to him in the Form marked 
(Q.), and to keep all books or accounts which he is or hereafter 
may be by any Order of the Commissioners directed and re- 
quired to keep, to allow the same to be constantly open to the 
inspection of any of the Guardians of the parish, and to submit 
the same to the Guardians at their ordinary meetings. 

No. 20. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary meeting, an 
estimate of such provisions and other articles as are required for 
the use of the workhouse, and to receive and execute the directions 
of the Guardians thereupon. 

No. 21 . To receive all provisions and other articles purchased or pro- 
cured for the use of the workhouse, and before placing them in 
store to examine and compare them with the bills of parcels or 
invoices severally relating thereto ; and after having proved the 
accuracy of such bills or invoices, to authenticate the same with 
his signature, and submit them to the Guardians at their next 
ordinary meeting. 

No. 22. To receive and take charge of all provisions, clothing, 
linen, and other articles bebnging to the workhouse, or confid^ 
to his care by the Guardians, and issue the same to the matron or 
other persons as may be required. 

No. 23. To report to the Guardians from time to time the names of 
such children as the schoolmaster may recommend as fit to be put 
out to service, or other employment, and to take the necessary 
steps for canying into effect the directions of the Guardians 
thereon. 

No. 24. To take care that the wards, rooms, larder, kitchen, and all 
other offices of the workhouse, and all the utensib and furniture 
thereof, be kept clean and in good order ; and as often as any 
defect in the same, or in the state of the workhouse, shall occur, 
to report the same in writing to the Guardians at their next 
ordinary meeting. 

No. 25. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary meeting, a 
report of the number of the inmates in the workhouse according 
to the Form (U.) hereunto annexed. 

No. 26. To bring before the visiting committee or the Guardians 
any pauper inmate desirous of making a complaint or applica- 
tion to Uie Guardians. 

No. 27* To report forthwith to the medical officer and to the Guar- 
dians, in writing, all cases in which any restraint or compulsion 
may have been used towards any pauper inmate of unsound mind 
in the workhouse. 

No. 28. To keep a book in which he shall enter all his written re- 
ports to the Guardians or to the medical officer, and to lay the 
same before the Guardians at every ordinary meeting. 

No. 29. To inform the visiting committee and the Guardians of the 
state of the workhouse in every department, and to report in 
writing to the Guardians any negligence or other misconduct on 
the part of any of the subordinate officers or servants of the 
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establishment ; and generally to observe and fulfil all lawful orders 
and directions of the Guardians suitable to his office. 

Article 208.*-— The master shall not, except in case of necessity, pur- 
chase or procure any articles for the use of the workhouse, nor order 
any alterations or repairs of any part of the premises, or of the furniture 
or other articles belonging thereto, nor pay any monies on account of the 
workhouse, or of the parish, without the authority of the Guardians, nor 
apply any articles belonging to the Guardians to purposes other than 
those authorized or approved of by such Guardians. 

Duties of the Matron. 
Article 209. — The following shall be the duties of the matron : — 

Ko. 1. In the absence of the master, or during his inability to act, 
to act as his substitute in the admission of paupers into the work- 
house, according to Articles 88 and 207, Nos. 1 and 2, and 
to cause every pauper upon such admission to be examined by 
the medical officer, as is directed in Article 91* 

No. 2. To cause the pauper children under the age of seven years 
and the female paupers, to be searched, cleansed, and clothed 
upon their admission, and to be placed in their proper wards. 

No. 3. To provide for and enforce the employment of the able- 
bodied female paupers, during the hours of labour, and to keep 
the partially disabled female paupers occupied to the extent of 
their ability, and to assist the schoolmistress in training up the 
children so as best to fit them for service. 

No. 4. To call over the names of the paupers as is directed in 
Article 103, to inspect their persons, and see that each individual 
is clean. 

No. 5. To visit the sleeping wards of the female paupers at 11 
o'clock of the forenoon of every day, and to see that such 
wards have been all duly cleansed, and are properly ventilated. 

No. 6. To visit all the wards of the 'females and children every 
night before 9 o'clock, and to ascertain that all the paupers in 
such wards are in bed, and all fires and lights not necessary for 
the sick or for women suckling children therein extinguished. 

No. 7. To pay particular attention to the moral conduct and orderly 
behaviour of the females and children, and to see that they are 
clean and decent in their dress and persons. 

No. 8. To superintend and give the necessary directions for 
making and mending the linen and clothing supplied to the male 
paupers, and all the clothing supplied to the female paupers and 
children, and to take care that all such clothing be properly num- 
bered and marked on the inside with the name of the parish. 

No. 9. To see that every pauper in the workhouse has clean linen 
and stockings once a- week, and that all the beds and bedding be 
kept in a clean and wholesome state. 

No. 10. To take charge of the linen and stockings for the use of the 
paupers, and the other linen in use in the workhouse, and to 
apply the same to such purposes as shall be authorized or ap- 
proved of by the Guardians, and to no other. 

No. II. To superintend and give the necessary directions concern- 
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ing the washing, drying, and getting up of the linen, stockings, 
and blankets, and to see that the same be not dried in the sleep- 
ing wards, or in the sick wards. 
^0. 12. To take proper care of the children and sick paupers, 
and to provide the proper diet for the same, and for women suck- 
ling infants, and to furnish them with such changes of clothes and 
linen as may be necessary. 
No. 13. To assist the master in the general management and su- 
perintendence of the workhouse, and especially in — 

Enforcing the observance of good order, cleanliness, punctuality, 

industry, and decency of demeanour among the paupers ; 
Cleansing and ventilating the sleeping-wards and the dining- 

hall, and all other parts of the premises ; 
Placing in store and taking charge of the provisions, clothing, 
linen, and other articles belonging to the parish. 
No. 14. When requested by the porter, in pursuance of Article 213, 
No. 5, to search any female entering or leaving the workhouse 
under the circumstances described in that Article. 
No. 15. To report to the master any negligence or other miscon- 
duct on the part of any of the female officers or servants of the 
establishment, or any case in which restraint or compulsion may 
have been used towards any female inmate of unsound mind. 
No. 16. And generally to observe and fulfil all lawful orders and 
directions of the Guardians suitable to her office. 

Duties of the Chaplain. 
Article 210.' — The following shall be the duties of the Chaplain \ — 

No. 1. To read prayers and preach a sermon to the paupers and 
other inmates of the workhouse on every Sunday, and on Good 
Friday and Christmas-day, unless the Guardians with the con- 
sent of the Commissioners, may otherwise direct. 

No. 2. To examine the children, and to catechise such as belong 
to the Church of England, at least once in every month, and 
to make a record of the same, and state the dates of his 
attendance, the general progress and condition of the children, and 
the moral and religious state of the inmates generally, in a book 
to-be kept for that purpose, to be laid before the Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting, and to be termed ** The Chaplain's 
Report.'* 

No. 3. To visit the sick paupers, and to administer religious conso- 
lation to them in the workhouse, at such periods as the 
Guardians may appoint, and when applied to for that purpose by 
the master or matron. 

Duties of the Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress. 

Article 211. — The following shall be the duties of the schoolmaster 
and schoolmistress for the workhouse, or either of them ;-— 

No. 1. To instruct the boys and girls according to the directions 

in Article 114. 
No. 2. To regulate the discipline and arrangements of the school, 
and the industrial and moral training of the children, subject to 
the direction of the Guardians* 
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No. 3. To accompany the children when they quit the workhouse 

for exercise, or for attendance at puhlic' worship, unless the 

Guardians shall otherwise direct. 
No. 4. To keep the children clean in their persons, and orderly and 

decorous in their conduct. 
No. 5. To assist the master and matron r^pectiyely in maintaining 

due suhordination in the workhouse. 

Duties op a Nursb. 

Article 212.-*-The fbUowing shall be the duties of a nurse for the 
workhouse: — 

No. I. To attend upon the sick in the sick and lying-in wards, 
and to administer to them all medicines and medical applications, 
according to the directions of the medical officer. 

No. 2. To inform the medical officer of any defects which may 
be obseryed in the arrangements of the sick or lying-in ward. 

No. 3. To take care that a light id kept at night in the sick ward. 

DUTISS OF THE PoilTER* 

Article 213.— -The following shall be the duties of the porter of the 
workhouse : — 

No. 1. To keep the gate, and to prevent any person not being an 
officer of the workhouse^ or of the parish, an Assistant Poor 
Law Commissioner, or any person authorized by law, or by the 
Commissioners, or Guardians, from entering into or going out of 
the house, without the leave of the master or matron. 

No. 2. To keep a book in which he shall enter the name and busi- 
ness of every officer or other person who shall go into the work- 
house, and the name of every officer or other person who shall 
go out thereof, together with the time of such officer's or per- 
son's going in or out. 

No. 3. To receive all paupers who apply or present themselves 
for admission in conformity with Article 88, and if the master 
and matron be both absent, to place such paupers in the receiv- 
ing ward, until the master or matron return. 

No. 4. To examine all parcels and goods before they are received 
into the workhouse, and prevent the admission of any spirituous 
or fermented liquors, or other articles, contrary to any of the 
regulations contained in this Order, or otherwise contrary to 
law. 

No. 5. To search any male pauper entering or leaving the work- 
house whom he may suspect of having possession of any spirits 
or other prohibited articles, and to require any other person 
entering the workhouse whom he may suspect of having posses- 
sion of any such spirits or prohibited articles, to satisfy him to 
the contrary before he permit such person to be admitted, and in 
the case of any female, to cause the matron to be called for the 
purpose of searching her, if necessary. 

No. 6. To examine all parcels taken by any pauper out of the work- 
house, and to prevent the undue removal of any article from the 
premises. 
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No. ^7. To lock all the outer doors and take the keys to the master 
at nine o'clock every night, and to receive them back from him 
every morning at six o'clock, or at such hours as shall from time 
to time be fixed by the Guardians ; and if any application for 
admission to the workhouse be made after the keys shall have 
been so taken to the master^ to apprise the master forthwith of 
such application. 

No. 8. To assist the master and matron in preserving order, and 
in enforcing obedience and due subordination in the workhouse. 

No. 9. To inform the. master of all things affecting the security and 
order of the workhouse, and to obey all lawful directions of the 
master and matron^ and of the Guardians, suitable to his office. 

Duties op a Believing Officer. 

Article 214. — ^The following shall be the duties of a relieving officer : — 

Nb. 1. To attend all ordinary meetings of the Guardians, and to 
attend all other meetings when summoned by the clerk. 

No. 2. To receive all applications for relief made to him within his 
district, or relating to any part of his district, and forthwith 
to examine into the circumstances of every case by visiting the 
house of the applicant (if situated within his district), and 
by making all necessary inquiries into the state of health, the 
ability to work, the condition and family, and the means of 
such applicant, and to report the result of such inquiries in the 
prescribed form to the Guardians, at their next ordinary meeting, 
and also to visit from time to time as requisite all paupers receiv- 
ing relief, and to report concerning the same as the Guardians 
may direct. 

No. 3. In any case of sickness or accident requiring relief by 
medical attendance, to procure such attendance by giving an 
order on the district medical officer, in the form (V.) hereunto 
annexed, or by such Other means as the urgency of the case may 
require. 

No. 4. To ascertain from time to time from the district medical 
officer the names of any poor persons whom such medical officer 
may have attended or supplied with medicines, without having 
received an order from himself to that effect. 
. No. 5. In every case of a poor person receiving medical relief, as 
soon as may be, and from time to time afterwards, to visit tlie 
house of such person, and until the next ordinary meeting of the 
Guardians, to supply such relief (not being in money) as the case 
on his own view, or oh the certificate of the district medical 
officer, may seem to require. 

No. 6. In every case of sudden or urgent necessity, to affisrd such 
relief to the destitute person as may be requisite, either by giving 
such person an order of admission into the workhouse, and con- 
veying him thereto if necessary, or by affording him relief out 
of the workhouse, provided that the same be not given in money, 
whether such destitute person be settled in the parish or not. 

Np. 1. To report to the Guardians, at their next ordinary meeting 
all cases reported to him by an overseer, as having been relieved 
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by such overseer, and to obey the directions of the Guardians with 
reference to the relief administered in such cases. 

No. 8. To perform the duties with respect to pauper apprentices 
prescribed by articles 60, 61, and 62. 

No. 9. 1 give all reasonable aid and assistance, at the request of 
any other relieving officer of the parish, by examining into the 
case of any applicant for relief, or administering relief to any 
pauper whose name has been entered on the books of such other 
relieving officer, and who may be within his own district. 

No. 10. Duly and punctually to supply the weekly allowances of 
all paupers belonging to his district, or being within the same, 
and to pay or administer the relief of all paupers within his dis- 
trict to the amount and in the manner in which he may have 
been lawfully ordered by the Guardians to pay or administer the 
same. 

No. 11. To visit, relieve, and otherwise attend to non-settled poor, 
being within his district, according to the directions of the Guar- 
dians, whose officer he is, and in no other way, subject always to 
the obligation imposed on him in cases of sudden or urgent 
necessity. 

No. 12. To set apart one or more pages in his out-door relief list, 
in which he shall duly and punctually enter up the payments 

/ made by authority of his own Board of Guardians to non-settled 
poor, and to take credit for such payments in his receipt and 
expenditure book. 

No. 13. To present his weekly accounts to the clerk for his inspec- 
tion and authentication before every ordinary meeting of the 
Guardians, and to the Guardians, at such meeting, for their 
approval. 

No. 14. To submit to the auditor of the parish all his books, ac- 
counts and vouchers, at the place of audit, and at such time, and 
in such manner, as may be required by the regulations of the 
Commissioners. 

No. 15. To assist the clerk in conducting and completing the 
annual or other election of Guardians, according to the regula- 
tions of the Commissioners. 

No. 16. To observe and execute all lawful orders and directions of 
the Guardians applicable to his office. 

Article 215. — ^The relieving officer shall in no case take credit in his 
accounts, or enter as paid or given by way of relief, any money or other 
articles which have not been paid or given previously to the taking of 
such credit, or the making of such entry ; and he shall not take credit 
in such accounts for any money paid to any tradesman or other person 
without producing, at the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, 
a bill from such tradesman or person with voucher of payment. 

Duties of a Superintendent of Out-door Labour. 
Article 216. — The duties of a stiperintendent of out-door labour shall 
be to superintend any able-bodied paupers not inmates of the workhouse 
who may be set to work by the Guardians, to take care that they perform 
the work respectively assigned to them, and to report truly to the 
Guardians respecting the performance of such work. 
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RECEIPT AND PAYMENT OF MONEY BY OFFICERS. 

• 

Article 217. — No clerk, relieving officer, master, or other officer 
appointed to or holding any office under this order, shall, directly or 
indirectly, receive or bargain to receive any gratuity, per-centage, or 
allowance of any kind with reference to any contract with the Guardians, 
or in respect of any payment made or to be made for goods supplied or 
work executed according to the order of such Guardians or on their 
behalf. 

Article 218. — No clerk shall directly or indirectly cause to be paid 
to himself, or shall pay away on his own account or for his own benefit, 
any cheque drawn by the Guardians, and made payable to any person 
other than himself. 

Article 219. — Every clerk receiving any cheque or money from the 
Guardians on account of any other party, shall transmit the eame within 
14 days to the proper persons, and shall produce the receipt or acknow- 
ledgment for the same at the next ordinary meeting after the same has 
come to his hands. 

Article 220. — Every officer of the parish who may receive money on 
behalf of the Guardians thereof, shall forthwith pay the same into the 
hands of the treasurer of the parish, to the credit of the Guardians, not- 
withstanding that any salary or balance may be due from the parish to 
such officer. 

Article 221. — No relieving officer or other officer of any Guardians, 
nor any assistant overseer or collector, shall receive money for the 
relief of any non-settled pauper on behalf of any officer or of the 
Guardians of any other parish or Union, or shall constitute himself in 
any way the agent of any officer or Guardians of such other parish or 
Union, except as is provided in this Order. 

Article 222. — If any money be transmitted to any officer, contrary to 
.the provisions of this Order, sach officer shall forthwith pay such money 
into the hands of the treasurer gf the parish, whose officer he is, and shall 
report to the Guardians, at their next meeting, the fact that such money 
has been so received and paid, and shall make a true entry accordingly 
in his accounts. 

EXPLANATION OF TERMS. 

Article 223. — Whenever the word ** parish " is used in this Order, it 
shall be taken to include any township or other place maintaining its 
own poor, whether parochial or extra-parochiaL 

Article 224. — ^Whenever the word " overseer " is used in this Order, 
it shall be taken to include any person acting or legally bound to act in 
the discharge of any of the duties usually performed by overseers of the 
poor, 80 far as 6uch duties are referred to in thijs Order. 

Article 225.— Whenever the word '' Commissioners " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to mean the Poor Law Commissioners. 

Article 226. — Whenever the word " medicines " is used in this 
Order^ it shall be taken to include all medical and surgical appliances ; 
whenever the words " medical attendance " are used in this Order, they 
shall be taken to include surgical attendance ; and whenever the words 
"medical relief" are used in this Order, they shftU be taken to include 
relief by surgical as well as medical attendance.

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Article 22*7. — Whenever the words "medical oflScer" are used in 
this Order, they shall be taken to include any person duly licensed as a 
medical man, who may have contracted or agreed with any Guardians 
for the supply of medicines, or for medical attendance. 

Article 228. — Whenever the words " clerk, master, or matron " are 
used in this Order, they shall be taken to mean the clerk to the Guardians, 
and the master or matron of the workhouse respectively. 

Article 229. — The term "non-resident poor" in this order, shall be 
taken to mean all paupers in receipt of relief allowed on account of 
any parish or Union in relation to which the term is used, but not 
residing therein. 

Article 230. — T\\^ term ** non-settled poor " in this Order shall be 
taken to mean all paupers residing in the parish in relation to which 
the term is used, but to whom relief is allowed on account of some 
parish or Union other than the parish in which they reside. 

Article 231. — ^Whenever in describing any person or party, matter or 
thing, the word importing the singular number or the masculine gender 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to include, and shall 
be applied to, several persons or parties as well as one person or party, 
and females as well ns males, and several matters or things as well as 
one matter or thing respectively, unless there be something in the 
subject or context repugnant to such construction. 

Article 232. — ^Whenever in this Order any Article is referred to by 
its number, the Article of this Order bearing that number shall be taken 
to be signified thereby.

GENERAL ORDER issued to Single Parishes as to Expenses in 

Election of Guardians. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Parishes named 
in the schedule hereunto annexed. 
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To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty Sessions held 
for the Division or Divisions in which the said several parishes 
are situate ; — 

And to all others whom it ma^f concern. • 

Whereas, by a Greneral Order, under the Hands and Seal of the Poor 
Law Commissioners, bearing even date herewith, addressed, amongst 
others, to the Guardians of the Poor of the several parishes named in 
the Schedule hereto, the said Commissioners have (amongst other 
things) prescribed the manner of conducting the election of Guardians^ 
of the poor for the said several parishes; and it is expedient that 
provision should be made for the payment of the expenses to be incurred 
in such elections. 

Now, therefore, we* the said Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby 
Order and direct henceforth in regard thereto, with reference to each of 
the said parishes, as follows :-^That the expenses of every election of 
Guardia&s of the Poot of the said several parishes, shall be defrayed by 
the Guardians of the said parishes, in the manner hereinafter set forth ; 
that is to say, 

Article 1. — ^The cost of providing the several Forms contained in 
the said Orders shall be defrayed by the said Guardians out of 
the funds in their possession belonging to the said parish.

CIRCULAR LETTER from the Poor Law Commissioners relating 

to the foregoing Orders. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset House, 

Sir, December 11, 1847. 

1 AM directed hv the Poor Law Commissioners to state, that 
they have deemed it advisable to consolidate the various regulations 
which they have issued in General Rules to the Gruardians of several 
parishes, in relation to the election, proceedings, and duties of Guardians, 
the apprenticeship of poor children, the regulation and government of 
workhouses, the administration of medical relief, and the relief to non- 
settled poor, and the appointment and duties of officers. 

The Commissioners have carefully reconsidered these regulations, and 
have made such alterations and additions as their experience has induced 
them to consider necessary or beneficial, but though some few omissions 
and modifications of former provisions will be found in the present 
Order, it will be perceived that the Commissioners have not introduced 
any extensive or material change. 

The whole of the provisions relating to those subjects are now incor- 
porated in one Order, and will be thus readily accessible to the parties 
upon whom they are obligatory, or who may have occasion to refer to 
them. 

The Commissioners desire me to state that the present Order does not 
supersede the General Order, or that which prohibits out-door relief to 
able-bodied poor persons in those parishes in which the latter Order is 
in force. 

As the Order provides for the jfuture election of Guardians in some 
of the parishes, it has become necessary for the Commissioners to issue 
an Order relative to the payment of the expenses to be incurred in such 
elections, similar to the Order issued on the 23rd of July last, which is 
rendered inapplicable by the first-mentioned Order. 

A copy of each of the enclosed Orders was forwarded by the Com- 
missioners on the 9th day December instant, to the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, and they will not, therefore, according to the 
provision of the 16th section of the Poor Law Amendment Act, come 
into operation until the 20th day of January, 1848. 

The Commissioners transmit herewith a copy of each of the Orders 
for the Guardians, six additional copies for their use, and a copy for 
yourself, and will cause copies to be sent to the different officers to whom 
the Orders relate.

ORDER relating to the Form of Policy of the Brittsb Guarantee 
Association as security for Poor Ls^ Officers. 

To the Directors of the British Guarantee Association ; — 
and to all others whom it may concern. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the tenth year of the reign of Her 
present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled " An Act to incorporate the 
British Guarantee Association," certain persons therein mentioned were 
incorporated by the name and designation of '' The British Guarantee 
Association," and were entitled to carry on the business of a Guarantee 
Association or Company in all its various branches and departments, by 
interposing the guarantee of the Company for the integrity and faithful 
accounting of managers, secretaries, cashiers, trustees, guardians, cura- 
tors, executors, administrators, factors, collectors, receivers, clerks, and 
other persons of reputation approved of by the Company, on payment of 
an annual or other gross or periodical premium per cent., as is therein 
more fully expressed. 

And whereas it was thereby (amongst other things) enacted, that from 
and after the passing of the said Act it should and might be lawful for 
the Poor Law Commissioners, and for all Guardians and other officers 
acting in the administration of the laws for relief of the poor in England 
or of the laws for the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland, to take and 
accept in lieu of any bond or other security of any person or persons, 
given or to be given by any persons connected with the administration 
of the aforesaid Poor Laws, or any officer or other person accountable 
to any Board of Guardians, or other such officers, the guarieintee of the 
said Company, to be given and executed in and by their bond of policy, 
bonds or policies, in the usual form of such bond or policy, bonds or 
policies, or in such other form as the Poor Law Commissioners afore- 
said should require, approve or direct, and the same, when taken and 
accepted, should be in lieu of the security required by any statute, rule 
or regulation then in force, or to be from time to time in force ; and that 
for the purposes aforesaid, it should be lawful for the Poor Law Com- 
missioners aforesaid, from time to time, to make such rules, orders 
and regulations in the premises as they should think fit ; and that no 
Guardians, officers, or other persons should accept the security of such 
bonds or policies except in pursuance of and in accordance with such rules, 
orders, and regulations of the said Poor Law Commissioners as aforesaid. 

And whereas the Directors of the said Association have submitted to 
us, the Poor Law Commissioners, the following form of policy, to be used 
in all cases of guarantees to be entered into by such Association on the 
behalf of officers appointed by or accountable to Boards of Guardians, 
and we have duly considered the same. 

Now, therefore, we, the said Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance 
of the said Act, and of the Act of the fifth year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled "An Act for the Amend- 
ment and better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
England and Wales," do declare, that we do approve of the said form of 
policy to be used by the said Association in all such cases as aforesaid, 
which form is as follows ; that is to say :•— ^

CIRCUI4AR LETTER from the Poor Law Commissioners relating 

to the Act of 10 and 11 Vict., c. 1 10. 

Poor Lano Commission Office^ Somerset Hause^ 
Sir, August 26, 1847* 

I AM directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to state that, in 
consequence of various communications which they have received, relative 
to the statute 10 and II Vict., c. 110, passed in the last session of 
Parliament on the subject of the removal of paupers, they have deemed 
it advisable to communicate their views as to the construction of the 
statute, and the best mode of carrying it into effect. 

§ 1. The Act came into operation on the 23rd day of July last, and 
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after reciting tlie ist section of the Act of the 9 and 10 Vict., c. 66, and 
stating that the e^ect of the recited enactnaent had been to increase un- 
duly the amount of expenditure for the rehef of the poor in particular 
parishes, it enacts that all tb& expenditure wliich shall be incurred by 
any parish, township, or place, forming part of a Union, for the tnain- 
tenance, relief, or burial of ant person or ))erson]s who i^all have been 
at any time^ within oae year before thfe pa«&ing of thfc 9 and 10 Vict., c. 
66 (ii e, the 26th August, 1 846)4 in ^^ rec^j)t of relief from some 
other parish, township^ or place^ by right Of te'etlltoent or reputed set- 
tlement therein, and who by the above recited ^n^ctm^nt are, or may be, 
exempted from the liability to be removed from tb^ parish, township, 
or place in which such person or p^rstons shall be residing, shall, froni 
and after the passing of this Act, so long as such person or persons shall 
continue to be so eieinpted, be charged to the cbmmon or general fund 
of such Union, in the same manner as the cofet of building or providing 
workhouses in Unions, and other Uikion expenses, are directed to be 
chained by the 4 and 5 Wm. IV.* fc. 76. 

§ 2. By the 2nd section of the statute its operation is limited to the 
1st day oi' October, 1846. 

§ 3. The effect of the enactment appears to tke CKmiraissioners to be 
that the cost of the relief of those paupers in Unions who, in the year 
prior to the passing 6t the 9 arid 10 Vict.-, c. 66^ were relieved iii a 
particular mai^ner, and have been, or tndy be, rendered irremovable hy 
the 1st section of that statute* is heneeforth, so iong as they continue 
irremovable by reason of that section, to be borne by the common fund 
of the Union, and, consequently, to bfe bharged to the parishes in the 
Union according to the current averages. 

§ 4. According to this view, therefiarcj th6s6 pauj[)ers dnly are within 
the enactment who have received relief in the manner referred to, at 
some titti6 in the period within the y6ar btefore the 26th of August, 
1846 ; and the Act doefe not apply to patipfers eo relieved prior to the 
commencement of that period, or subseiqiiehtly to its terriiinatioh, but 
who were not in the receipt of s«ch relief at iny time in thjlt interval. 
The relief must hAve bfeeh received by right of bettleiiiiEnt, or reputed 
settlement, from some parish other than that in ^hich the pauper is re- 
siding at the time when th^ expenditure to be trandf^ri-'ed to the Ufaioti 
is incurred. Therefore the relief to Irish or S<iotfeh paupers is not 
within the Act. 

§ 5. The enactment is limited sb as to apply only to cases of irre- 
movability under the 1st section of the 9 and 10 Vict, fc. 66, and, con- 
sequently, does not affect the relief given to these paupers who, by reason 
of widowhood, childhood^ or temporary sickness or accidliht, have been 
rendered irremovable only by the dther ^fectionft of that statute. Neither, 
therefore, does it apply to cases wher^ the parish officers have from any 
cause other than the operation of the 1st section of that Act abstained 
from obtaining orders of removal. 

§ 6. The exemptions from removal need not have been complete at 
the time of the passing of the former Act, or of this Act, as such an 
exemption, completed hereafter, is included in the latter, as well as 
one existing at its date* 

§ 7. It is certainly often doubtful whether a pauper is or is not irre- 
movable under section 1 of the 9 and 10 Vict., c. 66; but the difficulty 

k2 
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of determining the fact, in single cases^ does not suspend the operation 
of this statute. As the Guardians must decide, one way or the other, 
they must ascertain, as far as they are ahle, the truQ state of the facts, 
and determine, to the best of their judgment, whether the exemption., 
does or does not exist. 

§8. Although the decision must affect the interests of the Guardians, 
the Commissioners do not doubt that they will fairly and impartially 
exercise their judgment upon it. But if the decision should not be 
satisfactory, either to the parish which may be interested or to any of 
the Guardians, it will be competent for any party so interested to bring 
the matter before the auditor, for the purpose of being properly adjusted 
in the accounts, and his decision will be open to the same appeal as in 
other cases. 

§ 9. The Act took effect upon the day of its date, so as to apply to 
all future charges, but has no retrospective operation, and therefore 
does not apply to any charges incurred before it was passed. On the 
other hand, it applies to all charges incurred since the day of its passing 
{i. e, the 23rd July last), and the Guardians cannot postpone its ope- 
ration until the end of the current quarter, or until any other period. 
Neither have the Guardians any discretion as to the adoption of the 
statute. 

§ 10. Several communications have been made with reference to the 
mode in which the accounts of this relief are to be kept ; but it. ap- 
pears to the Commissioners that little difficulty will arise in this 
respect. 

It will be seen that the statute requires that the expenditure which 
shall he incurred by any parish shall be charged to the common fund. 
No disturbance, therefore, need be caused in the present mode of dealing 
with the relief. 

Assuming that the cost of every irremovable pauper is, as it ought to 
be, charged to the parish in which he is irremovable, every such pauper 
being within the provision of this new statute, will continue to be treated 
as a pauper of the parish to which he is chargeable. His relief must 
still be entered by the relieving officer or master of the workhouse to 
that parish, but at the closing and balancing of the accounts the 
Guardians must transfer to the Common Charges Account the amount 
of the expenditure entered on account of any such pauper. 

It is desirable, however, that the particulars of the relief so transferred 
should appear on the minutes of the Board of Guardians, and the Com- 
missioners recommend that the account of that relief, and the particulars 
thereof, should be prepared by the clerk, or by a Committee of Guardians, 
a short time previous to the end of each quarter or each half-year. Such 
accounts, which should contain not only the sums but also the names of 
the paupers, should be submitted to the Board of Guardians, and ac- 
cording as the same is adopted, modified, or rejected, should be entered 
on the minutes. 

The process with reference to the accounts will therefore be as 
follows : — 

The parish will be debited with the amount of all relief, as heretofore, 
and will be credited with the amount from which it is to be relieved 
under this statute. The Common Charges Account will be debited with 
the collective amount of the relief thus credited and transferred, distri-. 
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buted under the heads of the several parishes to which it is to be trans- 
ferred, and will be credited by the shares due from all the parishes in 
the Union on that account, according to their averages increased by this 
expenditure. 

§ 11. In addition to the above remarks upon the statute 10 and 1 1 
Vict., c. 1 10, the Commissioners desire me to state that another statute 
of the last session, 10 and 1 1 Vict., c. 33, makes an alteration of the law 
relating to the removal of poor persons from England and Scotland. 
The 1st section enables any Guardian, relieving officer, or overseer of 
any parish or union in England, to take and convey before two justices 
of the peace, without summons or warrant, every poor person who shall 
become chargeable to some parish in England, and who he may have 
reason to believe is liable to be removed from England under the 8 and 
9 Vict., c. 117; and the justices before whom any such person shall be 
so brought shall hear and examine and proceed in the same manner in 
ail respects as if such person had been brought before them under and 
in the manner directed by that Act. 

By section 3, every such person shall, in the execution of the Act in 
that behalf, have and exercise all the rights, privileges, powers, and 
immunities with which a constable is by law invested. 

This statute relieves the Guardians from a difficulty in regard to the 
proctfBs under the 8 and 9 Vict., c. 117, which rendered that statute in 
many cases unavailing.

CIRCULAR LETTER from the Poor Law Commissioners relating 
to the mode of charging Relief under the Act of 10 and 11 Vict., c. 110. 

Poor Law Commission Office^ Somerset Hotise^ 
Sir, . 6th November^ 1847. 

I AM directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to state, that 
questions have recently been put to them by clerks to Boards of Guar- 
dians, with reference to the preparation of the Financial Statement^ in 
the Form (No. 17) prescribed in the General Order for Accounts, so far 
as regards the mode of entering the relief of those paupers who, by the 
operation of the recent statute, 10 and II Vict., c. 110, are rendered 
chargeable to the common fund of the Union ; and the Commissioners, 
therefore, deem it advisable to communicate to you the following instruc- 
tions, as to the course to be taken in the matter. 

In their circular letter of the 26th August last, the Commissioners 
explained their views, as to the mode of dealing with the relief in question 
in the Union Ledger, in the following terms :— 

" The parish will be debited with the amount of all relief as hereto- 
" fore, and will be credited with the amount from which it is to 
" be relieved under this statute. The Common Charges Account 
^' will be debited with the collective amount of the relief thus 
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'^ credited and transferred, distributed under the heads of the 
" several parishes to which it is transferred, and will be credited 
^' by the shares due from all the parishes in the Union (according 
^' to their averages) on that account increased by this expenditure." 

The Financial Statement is intended to contain all the sums entered 
in the column for totals in the Parochial Ledger Accounts ; |he statute 
10 and 11 Vict., c. 110, will, therefore, renjier it necessary to enter in 
one of the columns provided for " Other Receipts," the amounts credited 
to the several pariaheSf on account of the relief to irremovable poor origi- 
nally charged against them. The column in which these amounts are 
entered may be h^ed thu«, — " Relief to Irremovable Poor transferred 
to the Cp.mmon Charges.*' 

The total amounts of " In-maiptenance'* and "Out-relief," appearing 
in the Parochial Ledger Accounts, w.ill be entered in the columns for 
" In-maintenance" and " Outrrelief respectively* in the Finaneial 
Statement^ and will include 1(he relief to irremovable poor ; this relief 
having, in the first instance, been charged against the p^rishea, together 
with the relief to their settled poor, and afterwards transferred to. the 
Common Charges Account in the Ledger, in the manner explained in the 
circular letter quoted above. 

Although the amount cf the relief so transferred will appear under the 
head of " Receipts," and will be entered in the column for the Common 
Charges Account on the side of " Expenditure," the total should be 
inserted in the subsidiary table at the foot of the statement, among the 
" Principal Particulars of the other Common Charges." 

It is desirable that the irremovable poor should be distinguished in 
the Parochial List and Statement of Accounts^ Form 19, from the poor 
whose relief is not transferred to the '' Common Charges Account ;" and 
the best way of doing this appears to be by placing them at the bottom of 
the list, and writing above their names the words " Irremovable and 
chargeable to the Union." , 

No alteration, however, seems to be requisite, in regard to the prepara- 
tion of the Statistical Statement^ Form 16, which must still show the 
number of paupers relieved on account of the several parishes, although 
the relief of some of them may be reimbursed by the Union. 

The Commissioners think, it right to observe, that the course which 
they have pointed, out above,, in regard to the preparation of the Financial 
Statement^ appears to them to be on the whole the most proper and con*- 
venient under the peculiar circumstances of the case ; though they are 
quite aware that it will have the effect of exhibiting the same relief twice 
over, and thus of presenting an apparently greater expenditure by the 
Union than will in fact have been incurred. The Commissioners remark, 
however, that the statute above referred to is a temporary one, and wa^ 
passed after the issue of their General Order of Accounts. 

In preparing any statement for the use of the Guardians, or of the 
several parishes in the Union, it will be necessary to point out, in a clear 
manner, the fact of the repayment.of the relief in question and ita amount
